ii. the construction, operation and maintenance of one or more housing projects used in whole or in part for 
residential accommodation in the downtown core, including facilities used for ancillary purposes, and located in 
one or more buildings used in whole or in part for residential accommodation, 


iii. the sale, lease or other disposition or encumbrance of all or part of those sites. 
4. To establish a program for providing grants that is consistent with any of the purposes set out in paragraph 1, 2 or 3 or 


with the purpose set out in paragraph 6. 
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5. To construct, operate, maintain and own, including ownership of the land related thereto, one or more of the following 
facilities or institutions: 


i. Performing arts facilities. 
il. Heritage institutions. 
ili. Amusement facilities. 
iv. Convention and visitors’ bureau facilities. 
6. To achieve the purpose described in paragraph 3 of subsection 2 (1). 
7. To achieve the purpose described in subparagraph 6 iii of subsection 2 (1). 
(3) The following rules apply to the corporation: 


1. The corporation may operate only within, and with respect to businesses or activities located within, the boundaries of 
the downtown core.

Only persons who are members of the improvement area known as the Downtown Brampton Business Association and 
members of the City of Brampton council are eligible to be members of the corporation. 


A minimum of one-third of the members of the board of directors of the corporation shall be members of the City of 
Brampton council.

4. The corporation shall prepare a proposed budget for each fiscal year by the date and in the form required by the City of 
Brampton and shall hold one or more meetings of the members of the corporation for discussion of the proposed 
budget. 


5. The corporation shall submit the budget to council by the date and in the form required by the City of Brampton and 
the City may approve it in whole or in part but may not add expenditures to it. 


6. The corporation shall not, 
i. spend any money unless it is included in the budget approved by the municipality, or 
il. incur indebtedness extending beyond the current year without the prior approval of the City. 


(4) Within 10 years of the date the corporation is incorporated, the City shall undertake an evaluation and review of the 
corporation’s operations and, in so doing, shall have regard to, 


(a) the usefulness and continued provision by the City of financial or other assistance to the corporation; and 
(b) the possible winding-up of the corporation. 


(5) The corporation shall, with necessary modifications, be deemed to be a board of management for the purposes of 
section 207 of the Act. 


(6) Despite subsection 20 (1) of this Regulation, a corporation incorporated under this section is a local board of the City 
of Brampton for the purposes of section 326 of the Act. 


(7) The following are prescribed as special services for the purposes of clause 326 (1) (a) of the Act: 
|. Economic development services provided by and for the purposes of a corporation incorporated under this section. 
(8) The following limits apply to the use of the powers established under subsection (7): 


1. A special local municipal levy made under that subsection shall only be on rateable property in the downtown core that 
belongs to a class of property prescribed under the Assessment Act as a business property class for the purposes of 
sections 204 to 214 of the Act. 


2. The City of Brampton shall only raise money under that subsection in a year if the City does not in the same year raise 
money under section 208 of the Act for the purposes of the board of management known as the Downtown Brampton 
Business Association. 


2. Paragraph 5 of subsection 6 (2) of the Regulation is amended by adding at the end “and the fair market value of 
and explanation for any proposed program for assistance to be provided to the corporation at less than fair market 
value under section 19”. 


3. (1) Section 19 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 


(2.1) Despite subsection (1), the City of Brampton may provide assistance to a corporation if the corporation is 
incorporated under subsection 3.1 (2) and the assistance is provided under the authority of subsection 28 (6) or (7) of the 
Planning Act. 


(2) Subsection 19 (5) of the Regulation is amended by adding “(2.1)” after “(2)” in the portion before clause (a). 
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(3) Subsection 19 (6) of the Regulation is amended by adding at the end “or (2.1)”. ° 
4. Section 22 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 


(4.1) Despite subsection (1), the City of Brampton may sell land that has existing buildings or structures on it to a 


corporation incorporated under subsection 3.1 (2) if the sale is consistent with the City exercising its authority under 
subsection 28 (6) or (7) of the Planning Act.

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1 GENERAL AND ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS 
1.1 The Purpose of this Code 


This Code sets the minimum conditions that a distributor must mect in 
carrying out its obligations to distribute electricity under its licence and 
the Energy Competition Act, 1998. Unless otherwise stated in the licence 
or Code, these conditions apply to all transactions and interactions 
between a distributor and all retailers, generators, distributors, 
transmitters and consumers of electricity who use the distributor’s 
distribution system. 


ee Definitions 
In this Code: 


“Accounting Procedures Handbook” means the handbook approved by 
the Board and in effect at the relevant time, which specifics the 
accounting records, accounting principles and accounting separation 
standards to be followed by the distributor; 


“Act” means the Ontario Energy Board Act, 1998, S.O. 1998, C. 15, 
Schedule B; 


“Affiliate Relationships Code” means the code, approved by the Board 
and in effect at the relevant time, which among other things, establishes 
the standards and conditions for the interaction between electricity 
distributors or transmitters and their respective affiliated companies; 


“ancillary services” means services necessary to maintain the reliability 
of the IESO-controlled grid; including frequency control, voltage 
control, reactive power and operating reserve services; 


“bandwidth” means a distributor’s defined tolerance used to flag data for 
further scrutiny at the stage in the VEE process where a current reading 
is compared to a reading from an equivalent historical billing period. For 
example, a 30 percent bandwidth means a current reading that is cither 
30 percent lower or 30 percent higher than the measurement from an 
equivalent historical billing period will be identified by the VEE process 
as requiring further scrutiny and verification; 


“Board” means the Ontario Energy Board; 
“Code” means the Distribution System Code; 


“competitive retailer” is a person who retails electricity to consumers 
who do not take Standard Supply Service (“SSS”); 


“complex metering installation” means a metering installation where 
instrument transformers, test blocks, recorders, pulse duplicators and 
multiple meters may be employed; 


“Conditions of Service” means the document developed by a distributor 
in accordance with subsection 2.3 of this Code that describes the 
operating practices and connection rules for the distributor, 


“connection” means the process of installing and activating connection 
asscts in order to distribute electricity; 


“Connection Agreement” means an agreement entered into between a 
distributor and a person connected to its distribution system that 
delineates the conditions of the connection and delivery of electricity to 
or from that connection; 


“connection assets” means that portion of the distribution system used to 
connect a customer to the existing main distribution system, and consists 
of the asscts between the point of connection on a distributor’s main 
distribution system and the ownership demarcation point with that 
customer; 


“consumer” means a person who uses, for the person’s own 
consumption, electricity that the person did not generate; 


“customer” means a person that has contracted for or intends to contract 
for connection of a building or an embedded generation facility. This 
includes developers of residential or commercial sub-divisions; 


“demand meter” means a meter that measures a consumer’s peak usage 
during a specified period of time; 


“disconnection” means a deactivation of connection assets that results in 
cessation of distribution services to a consumer; 


“disconnect/collect trip” is a visit to a customer’s premises by an 
cmployee or agent of the distributor to demand payment of an 
outstanding amount or to shut off or limit distribution of clectricity to 
the customer failing payment. 


“distribute”, with respect to electricity, means to convey clectricity at 
voltages of 50 kilovolts or less; 


“distribution losses” means energy losses that result from the interaction 
of intrinsic charactcristics of the distribution network such as electrical 
resistance with network voltages and current flows; 


“distribution loss factor” has the meaning described to it in the Retail 
Settlement Code; 


“distribution services” means services related to the distribution of 
electricity and the services the Board has required distributors to carry 
out; 


“distribution system” means a system for distributing electricity, and 
includes any structures, equipment or other things used for that purpose. 
A distribution system is comprised of the main system capable of 
distributing electricity to many customers and the connection assets used 
to connect a customer to the main distribution system; 


“Distribution System Code” means the code, approved by the Board, 
and in effect at the relevant time, which, among other things, establishes 
the obligations of a distributor with respect to the services and terms of 
service to be offered to customers and retailers and provides minimum 
technical operating standards of distribution systems; 


“distributor”? means a person who owns or operates a distribution 
system; 


“Electricity Act’ means the Electricity Act, 1998, S.O. 1998, c.15, 
Schedule A; 


“Energy Competition Act’ means the Energy Competition Act, 1998, 
S/O: 1998; cs 15; 


“Electrical Safety Authority” or “ESA” means the person or body 
designated under the Electricity Act regulations as the Electrical Safety 
Authority; 


“embedded distributor” means a distributor who is not a wholesale 
market participant and that is provided electricity by a host distributor; 


“embedded generation facility” means a generation facility which is not 
directly connected to the IESO-controlled grid but instead is connected 
to a distribution system; 
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“embedded wholesale consumer” means a consumer who is a wholesale 
market participant whose facility is not directly connected to the IESO- 
controlled grid but is connected to a distribution system; 


“emergency” means any abnormal system condition that requires 
remedial action to prevent or limit loss of a distribution system or supply 
of electricity that could adversely affect the reliability of the clectricity 
system; 


“emergency backup gencration facility” means a generation facility that 
has a transfer switch that isolates it from a distribution system; 


“enhancement” means a modification to an existing distribution system 
that is made for purposes of improving system operating characteristics 
such as reliability or power quality or for relieving system capacity 
constraints resulting, for example, from general load growth; 


“expansion” means an addition to a distribution system in response to a 
request for additional customer connections that otherwise could not be 
made; for example, by increasing the length of the distribution system; 


“four-quadrant interval meter” means an interval meter that records 
power injected into a distribution system and the amount of electricity 
consumed by the customer; 


“generate”, with respect to electricity, means to produce electricity or 
provide ancillary services, other than ancillary services provided by a 
transmitter or distributor through the operation of a transmission or 
distribution system; 


“generation facility” means a facility for generating clectricity or 
providing ancillary services, other than ancillary services provided by a 
transmitter or distributor through the operation of a transmission or 
distribution system, and includes any structures, equipment or other 
things used for that purpose; 


“generator” means a person who owns or operates a generation facility; 


“geographic distributor,” with respect to a load transfer, means the 
distributor that is licensed to service a load transfer customer and is 
responsible for connecting and billing the load transfer customer: 


“good utility practice” means any of the practices, methods and acts 
engaged in or approved by a significant portion of the electric utility 
industry in North America during the relevant time period, or any of the 
practices, methods and acts which, in the exercise of reasonable 
judgement in light of the facts known at the time the decision was made, 
could have been expected to accomplish the desired result at a 
reasonable cost consistent with good practices, reliability, safety and 
expedition, Good utility practice is not intended to be limited to the 
optimum practice, method, or act to the exclusion of all others, but rather 
to be acceptable practices, methods, or acts gencrally accepted in North 
America; 


“holiday” means a Saturday, Sunday, statutory holiday, or any day as 
detined in the Province of Ontario as a legal holiday; 


“host distributor” means the distributor who provides electricity to an 
embedded distributor; 


“IESO” means the Independent Electricity System Operator continued 
under the Electricity Act 


“IESO-controlled grid” means the transmission systems with respect to 
which, pursuant to agreements, the IESO has the authority to direct 
operations 


“interval meter” means a meter that measures and records electricity use 
on an hourly or sub-hourly basis; 


“large embedded generation facility” means an embedded generation 
facility with a name-plate rated capacity of 10 MW or more: 


“load transfer” means a network supply point of one distributor that is 
supplied through the distribution network of another distributor and 
where this supply point is not considered a wholesale supply or bulk sale 
point; 


“load transfer customer” means a customer that is provided distribution 
services through a load transfer; 


“Market Rules” means the rules made under section 32 of the Electricity 
Act; 


“Measurement Canada” means the Special Operating Agency 
established in August 1996 by the Electricity and Gas Inspection Act, 
1980-81-82-83, c. 87., and Electricity and Gas Inspection Regulations 
(SOR/86-131); 


“meter service provider’ means any entity that performs metering 
services on behalf of a distributor or generator; 


“meter installation” means the meter and, if so equipped, the instrument 
transformers, wiring, test links, fuses, lamps, loss of potential alarms, 
meters, data recorders, telecommunication equipment and spin-off data 
facilitics installed to measure power past a meter point, provide remote 
access to the metered data and monitor the condition of the installed 
equipment; 


“metering services” means installation, testing, reading and maintenance 
of meters; 


“micro-embedded load displacement generation facility” means an 
embedded load displacement generation facility with a name-plate rated 
capacity of 10 kW or less; 


“mid-sized embedded generation facility’ means an cmbedded 
generation facility with a name-plate rated capacity of less than 10 MW 
and: 


(a) more than 500 kW in the case of a facility connected to a less than 
15 kV line; and 


(b) more than | MW in the case of a facility connected to a 15 kV or 
greater line; 


“MIST meter” means an interval meter from which data is obtained and 
validated within a designated settlement timeframe. MIST refers to 
“Metering Inside the Settlement Timeframe;” 


“MOST meter” means an interval meter from which data is only 
available outside of the designated settlement timeframe. MOST refers 
to “Metering Outside the Settlement Timeframe;” 


“Ontario Electrical Safety Code” means the code adopted by O. Reg. 
164/99 as the Electrical Safety Code; 


“Ontario Energy Board Act’ means the Ontario Energy Board Act, 
1998, S.0. 1998, ¢.15, Schedule B: 


“operational demarcation point” means the physical location at which a 
distributor’s responsibility for operational control of distribution 
equipment including connection assets ends at the customer; 


“ownership demarcation point” means the physical location at which a 
distributor’s ownership of distribution equipment including connection 
assets ends at the customer; 


“performance standards” means the performance targets for the 
distribution and connection activities of the distributor as established by 
the Board pursuant to the Act and in the Rate Handbook: 


“physical distributor,” with respect to a load transfer, means the 
distributor that provides physical delivery of electricity to a load transfer 
customer, but is not responsible for connecting and billing the load 
transfer customer directly; 
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“point of supply,” with respect to an embedded generation facility, 
means the connection point where clectricity produced by the generation 
facility is injected into the distribution system; 


“rate” means any rate, charge or other consideration, and includes a 
penalty for late payment; 


“Rate Handbook” means the document approved by. the Board that 
outlines the regulatory mechanisms that will be applied in the setting of 
distributor rates; 


“Regulations” means the regulations made under the Act or the 
Electricity Act ; 


“retail”, with respect to electricity means, 
a)  tosell or offer to sell electricity to a consumer 


b) to act as agent or broker for a retailer with respect to the sale or 
offering for sale of electricity, or 


c) to act or offer to act as an agent or broker for a consumer with 
respect to the sale or offering for sale of electricity. 


“Retail Settlement Code” means the code approved by the Board and in 
effect at the relevant time, which, among other things, establishes a 
distributor’s obligations and responsibilitics associated with financial 
settlement among retailers and customers and provides for tracking and 
facilitating customer transfers among compctitive retailers; 


“retailer” means a person who retails electricity; 


“service area,” with respect to a distributor, means the area in which the 
distributor is authorized by its license to distribute electricity; 


“small embedded generation facility” means an embedded generation 
facility which is not a micro-embedded gencration facility with a name- 
plate rated capacity of 500 kW or less in the case of a facility connected 
to a less than 15 kV line and IMW or less in the case of a facility 
connected to a 15 kV or greater line; 


“total losses” means the sum of distribution losses and unaccounted for 
energy; 


“transmission system” means a system for transmitting clectricity, and 
includes any structures, equipment or other things used for that purpose; 


“Transmission System Code” means the code, approved by the Board, 
that is in force at the relevant time, which regulates the financial and 
information obligations of the Transmitter with respect to its relationship 
with customers, as well as establishing the standards for connection of 
customers to, and expansion of a transmission system, 


“transmit”, with respect to electricity, means to convey electricity at 
voltages of more than 50 kilovolts; 


“transmitter” means a person who owns or operates a transmission 
system; 


“unaccounted for energy” means all energy losses that cannot be 
attributed to distribution losses. These include measurement error, errors 
in estimates of distribution losses and unmetered loads, energy theft and 
non-attributable billing errors; 


“unmetered loads” means electricity consumption that is not metered 
and is billed based on estimated usage; 


“validating, estimating and editing (VEE)” means the process used to 
validate, estimate and edit raw metering data to produce final metering 
data or to replicate missing metering data for settlement purposes; 


“wholesale buyer” means a person that purchases electricity or ancillary 
services in the IESO-administered markets or directly from a generator; 


“wholesale market participant’, means a person that sells or purchases 
electricity or ancillary services through the IESO-administered markets; 


“wholesale supplicr” means a person who sells electricity or ancillary 
services through the IESO-administered markets or directly to another 
person, other than a consumer. 


1.3 Interpretations 


Unless otherwise defined in this Code, words and phrases shall have the 
meaning ascribed to them in the Act, or the Electricity Act, as the case 
may be. Headings are for convenience only and shall not affect the 
interpretation of this Code. Words importing the singular include the 
plural and vice versa. A reference to a document or a provision of a 
document includes any amendment or supplement to, or any 
replacement of, that document or that provision of that document. An 
event that is required under this Code to occur on or by a stipulated day 
which is a holiday may occur on or by the next day, that is not holiday. 


1.4 To Whom this Code Applies 


This Code applies to all clectricity distributors licensed by the Ontario 
Energy Board under Part V of the Ontario Energy Board Act, 1998. 
These entities are obligated to comply with the Code as a condition of 
their licence. 


1.5 Hierarchy of Codes 


The order of hicrarchy for the Distribution System Code in relation to 
other codes, subject to any specific conditions of a licence that apply to 
the distributor, are as follows:

1.6 Amendments to this Code 


This Code may be amended only in accordance with the procedures set 
out by the Board in the licence issued to a distributor. 


Nee) Coming into Force 


This Code comes into force on the day subsection 26(1) of the 
Electricity Act comes into force with the following exception. 


Any amendments to this Code shall come into force on the date the 
Board publishes the amendments by placing them on the Board’s 
website after they have been made by the Board, except where expressly 
provided otherwise. 


All of Chapter 3, Connections and Expansions and Subsection 6.2.3 of 
Section 6.2, Responsibilities to Generators come into force on 
September 29, 2000. These provisions do not apply to projects that are 
the subject of an agreement entered into before November 1, 2000. 


The amendments to this Code made by the Board on December 19, 2003 
come into effect on March 22, 2004. [Note: Primarily section 6.2. 
Appendix E and F were also replaced]. 


Sections 2.4.6.1, 2.4.6.2 and 2.4.9 to 2.4.28 come into force on the day 
that is 6 months after these sections are published on the Board’s 
website after having been made by the Board. [Note: These sections 
were published on February 3, 2004]. 


The amendments to this Code made by the Board February 24, 2005 will 
come into effect 90 days after this date.

Liability 


A distributor shall only be liable to a customer and a customer 
shall only be lable to a distributor for any damages which arise 
directly out of the willful misconduct or negligence: 


1. Of the distributor in providing distribution services to the 
customer; 

2. Of the customer in being connected to the distributor ‘s 
distribution system; or 

3. Of the distributor or customer in mecting their respective 
obligations under this Code, their licences and any other 
applicable law. 


Despite section 2.2.1; neither the distributor nor the customer 
shall be liable under any circumstances whatsoever for any loss 
of profits or revenues, business interruption losses, loss of 
contract or loss of goodwill, or for any indirect, consequential, 
incidental or special damages, including but not limited to 
punitive or exemplary damages, whether any of the said 
liability, loss or damages arise in contract, tort or otherwise. 


Force Majeure 


Neither party shall be held to have committed an event of 
default in respect of any obligation under this Code if 
prevented trom performing that obligation, in whole or in part, 
because of a force majeure event. 


Ifa force majeure event prevents a party from performing any 
of its obligations under this Code and the applicable 
Connection Agreement, that party shall: 


|. Promptly notify the other party of the force majeure event 
and its assessment in good faith of the effect that the event 
will have on its ability to perform any of its obligations. If 
the immediate notice is not in writing, it shall be 
confirmed in writing as soon as reasonably practicable. 

2. Not be entitled to suspend performance of any of its 
obligations under this Code to any greater extent or for any 
longer time than the force majeure event requires it to do;

Conditions of Service 


A distributor shall document its Conditions of Service that 
describe the operating practices and connection policies of the 
distributor. All distributors shall have a Conditions of Service. 
Subject to this Code and other applicable laws, a distributor 
shall comply with its Conditions of Service but may waive a 
provision of its Conditions of Service in favour of a customer 
or potential customer. 


A distributor shall file a copy of its Conditions of Service with 
the Board, make its Conditions of Service publicly available 
and provide a copy to any person requesting it. A distributor 
shall provide one copy per revision for cach person that 
requests it. 


A distributor’s existing Conditions of Service will be deemed 
to meet the standards set out in this Code for a period of one 
year following the coming into force of this Code, after which 
point the distributor must comply. 


Note: Section 2.4.4 revoked by amendment, effective March 
22, 2004. 


A distributor’s Conditions of Service may be subject to review 
as part of the distributor’s performance based rates plan. 


A distributor’s Conditions of Service shall include, at a 
minimum, a description of the following: 


* The types of connection service performed by _ the 
distributor for cach customer class, and the conditions 
under which these connections will be performed 
(connection policy). 


* The distributor’s basic connection service that is recovered 
through its revenue requirements and docs not require a 
variable connection charge. 

* The distributor’s capital contribution policy by customer 
class for an offer to connect, including procedures for 
collection of capital contributions. 

* The demarcation point at which the  distributor’s 
operational responsibilitics for distribution equipment end 


at the customer. 


* The demarcation point at which the distributor’s ownership 
of distribution equipment ends at the customer. 


* The billing cycle period and payment requirements by 
customer class. 


* Design requirements for connection to the distribution 
system. 


* Voltages at which the distributor provides electricity and 
corresponding load thresholds. 


* Type of meters provided by the distributor, 
* Meters required by customer class. 


* Quality of Service standards to which the distribution 
system is designed and operated. 


* Conditions under which supply may be unreliable or 
intermittent. 


* Conditions under which service may be interrupted. 
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¢ Conditions under which the distributor may disconnect a 
consumer. 


¢ Policies for planned interruptions. 
¢ The business process the distributor uses to disconnect and 
reconnect consumers, including means of notification and 


timing. 


¢ The distributor’s rights and obligations with respect to a 
customer. 


¢ Rights and obligations a consumer or embedded gencrator 
has with respect to the distributor. 


¢ The distributor’s liability limitations in accordance with 
this Code. 


¢ The distributor’s dispute resolution procedure. 


* Terms and conditions under which the distributor provides 
other services in its capacity as a distributor.

* a detailed description of how the amount of security is 
calculated; 


¢ limits on amount of security required; 


* the planned frequency, process and timing for updating 
security; 


* critcria customers must mect to have security deposit 
waived and/or returned; and 


* methods of enforcement where a security deposit is not 
paid. 


In managing customer non-payment risk, a distributor shall not 
discriminate among customers with similar risk profiles or risk 
related factors except where expressly permitted under this 
Code. 


If a distributor’s Conditions of Service are documented in a 
form or in an order different than that specified in the gencric 
Conditions of Service attached to this Code as Appendix A, the 
distributor shall provide a mapping of terms in its Conditions 
of Service to the sections and subsections in Appendix A. 


A distributor shall provide advance public notice of any 
changes to its Conditions of Service. Notice shall be, at a 
minimum, provided to cach customer by means of a note on 
and/or included with the customer’s bill. The public notice 
shall include a proposed timeline for implementation of the 
new Conditions of Service and a means by which public 
comment may be provided. A distributor shall provide the 
Board with a copy of the new Conditions of Service once they 
are implemented. The copy of the revised document shall 
include a cover letter that outlines the changes from the prior 
document, as well as a summary of any public comments on 
the changes.

A distributor may require a security deposit from a customer 
who is not billed by a competitive retailer under retailer- 
consolidated billing unless the customer has a good payment 
history of 1 year in the case of a residential customer, 5 years 
in the case of a non-residential customer in a <SO kW demand 
rate class or 7 years in the case of a non-residential customer in 
any other rate class. The time period that makes up the good 
payment history must be the most recent period of time and 
some of the time period must have occurred in the previous 24 
months. A distributor shall provide a customer with the specific 
reasons for requiring a security deposit from the customer. 


For the purposes of section 2.4.9, a customer is deemed to have 
a good payment history unless, during the relevant time period 
sct out in section 2.4.9, the customer has received more than 
one disconnection notice from the distributor, more than one 
cheque given to the distributor by the customer has been 
returned for insufficient funds, more than one pre-authorized 
payment to the distributor has been returned for insufficient 
funds or a disconnect / collect trip has occurred. If any of the 
preceding events occur due to an error by the distributor, the 
customer’s good payment history shall not be affected. 


Despite section 2.4.9, a distributor shall not require a security 
deposit where: 


(a) a customer provides a letter from another distributor or 
gas distributor in Canada confirming a good payment 
history with that distributor for the most recent relevant 
time period set out in section 2.4.9 where some of the 
time period which makes up the good payment history 
has occurred in the previous 24 months; or 


(b) acustomer, other than a customer in a >5000 kW demand 
rate class, provides a satisfactory credit check made at the 
customer’s expense. 


The maximum amount of a security deposit which a distributor 
may require a customer to pay shall be calculated in the 
following manner: 


billing cycle factor x estimated bill based on the customer’s 
average monthly load with the distributor during the most 
recent 12 consccutive months within the past two years 


Where relevant usage information is not available for the 
customer for 12 consecutive months within the past two years 
or where the distributor does not have systems capable of 
making the above calculation, the customer’s average monthly 
load shall be based on a reasonable estimate made by the 
distributor. 


Despite section 2.4.12, where a non-residential customer in any 
rate class other than a < 50 kW demand rate class has a credit 
rating from a recognized credit rating agency, the maximum 
amount of a security deposit which the distributor may require 
the non-residential customer to pay shall be reduced in 
accordance with the following table:

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For the purposes of calculating the estimated bill under section 
2.4.12 for a low-volume consumer or designated consumer 
who is billed under SSS or distributor-consolidated billing, the 
price estimate used in calculating competitive electricity costs 
shall be the same as the price used by the [ESO for the purpose 
of determining maximum net exposures and prudential support 
obligations for distributors, low-volume consumers and 
designated consumers. For the purpose of calculating the 
estimated bill under section 2.4.12 for all other customers 
billed under SSS or distributor-consolidated billing, the price 
estimate used in calculating competitive clectricity costs shall 


be the same as the price used by the IESO for the purpose of 


determining maximum net exposures and prudential support 
obligations for market participants other than distributors, low- 
volume consumers and designated consumers. 


Subject to section 2.4.6.2, a distributor may in its discretion 
reduce the amount of a security deposit which it requires a 
customer to pay for any reason including where the customer 
pays under an interim payment arrangement and where the 
customer makes pre-authorized payments. 


For the purposes of sections 2.4.12, the billing cycle factor is 
2.5 if the customer is billed monthly, 1.75 if the customer is 
billed bi-monthly and 1.5 if the customer ts billed quarterly. 


Where a customer has a payment history which discloses more 
than one disconnection notice in a relevant 12 month period, 
the distributor may use that customer’s highest actual or 
estimated monthly load for the most recent 12 consecutive 
months within the past 2 years for the purposes of making the 
calculation of the maximum amount of security deposit under 
section 2.4.12. 


The form of payment of a security deposit for a residential 
customer shall be cash or cheque at the discretion of the 
customer or such other form as is acceptable to the distributor. 


The form of payment of a security deposit for a non-residential 
customer shall be cash, cheque or an automatically renewing, 
irrevocable letter of credit from a bank as defined in the Bank 
Act, 1991, ¢.46 at the discretion of the customer. The 
distibutor may also accept other forms of security such as 
surety bonds and third party guarantecs. 


A distributor shall permit the customer to provide a security 
deposit in equal installments paid over at least four months. A 
customer may, in its discretion, choose to pay the security 
deposit over a shorter time period. 


Interest shall accrue monthly on security deposits made by way 
of cash or cheque commencing on reccipt of the total deposit 
required by the distributor. The interest rate shall be at the 
Prime Business Rate as published on the Bank of Canada 
website less 2 percent, updated quarterly. The interest accrued 
shall be paid out at least once every 12 months or on return or 
application of the security deposit or closure of the account, 
whichever comes first, and may be paid by crediting the 
account of the customer or otherwise. 


A distnbutor shall review every customer’s security deposit at 
least once in a calendar year to determine whether the entire 
amount of the security deposit is to be returned to the customer 
as the customer is now in a position that it would be exempt 
from paying a security deposit under section 2.4.9 or 2.4.1] 
had it not already paid a security deposit or whether the amount 
of the security deposit is to be adjusted based on a re- 


calculation of the maximum amount of the security deposit 
under section 2.4.12 or 2.4.13. 


\ customer may, no earlier than 12 months after the payment 
of a security deposit or the making of a prior demand for a

review, demand in writing that a distributor undertake a review 
to determine whether the entire amount of the security deposit 
is to be returned to the customer as the customer is now in a 
position that it would be exempt from paying a security deposit 
under section 2.4.9 or 2.4.11 had it not already paid a security 
deposit or whether the amount of the security deposit is to be 
adjusted based on a re-calculation of the maximum amount of 
the security deposit under section 2.4.12 or 2.4.13. 


Despite section 2.4.22, a distributor is not required to review a 
security deposit paid prior to February 2, 2004 during the 
calendar year 2004. Despite section 2.4.23, a customer may not 
demand a review of a security deposit paid prior to February 2, 
2004 until February 1, 2005. 


Where the distributor determines in conducting a review under 
section 2.4.22 or 2.4.23 that some or all of the security deposit 
is to be returned to the customer, the distributor shall promptly 
return this amount to the customer by crediting the customer’s 
account or otherwise. Despite sections 2.4.22 and 2.4.23, in the 
case of a customer in a > S000 kW demand rate class, where 
the customer is now ina position that it would be exempt from 
paying a security deposit under section 2.4.9 or 2.4.11 had it 
not already paid a security deposit, the distributor is only 
required to return 50% of the security deposit held by the 
distributor. Despite section 2.4.20, where the distributor 
determines in conducting a review under section 2.4.22 or 
2.4.23 that the maximum amount of the security deposit is to 
be adjusted upward, the distributor may require the customer to 
pay this additional amount at the same time as that customer’s 
next regular bill comes due. 


A distributor shall promptly return any security deposit 
reccived from the customer upon closure of the customer’s 
account, subject to the distributor’s right to use the security 
deposit to sct off other amounts owing by the customer to the 
distributor. The security deposit shall be returned within six 
wecks of the closure of an account. 


A distributor shall apply a security deposit to the final bill prior 
to the change in service where a customer changes from SSS to 
a competitive retailer that uses retailer-consolidated billing or a 
customer changes billing options from distributor-consolidated 
billing to split billing or retailer-consolidated billing. A 
distributor shall promptly return any remaining amount of the 
security deposit to the customer. A distributor shall not pay any 
portion of a customer’s security deposit to a competitive 
retailer. Where a change is made from distributor-consolidated 
billing to split billing, a distributor may retain a portion of the 
security deposit amount that reflects the non-payment risk 
associated with the new billing option. 


Despite sections 2.4.22, 2.4.23, 2.4.25, 2.4.26 and 2.4.27, 
where all or part of a security deposit has been paid by a third 
party on behalf of a customer, the distributor shall return the 
amount of the security deposit paid by the third party, 
including interest, where applicable, to the third party. This 
obligation shall apply where and to the extent that: 


* the third party paid all or part (as applicable) of the security 
deposit directly to the distributor; 


* the third party has requested, at the time the security 
deposit was paid or within a reasonable time thereafter, that 
the distributor return all or part (as applicable) of the 
security deposit to it rather than to the customer; and 


* there is not then any amount overdue for payment by the 
customer that the distributor is permitted by this Code to 
off set using the security deposit.

CONNECTIONS AND EXPANSIONS 


Connections 


In cstablishing its connection policy as specified in its 
Conditions of Service, and determining how to comply with its 
obligations under section 28 of the Electricity Act, a distributor 
may consider the following reasons to refuse to connect, or 
continue to connect, a customer: 


¢ Contravention of the laws of Canada or the Province of 
Ontario including the Ontario Electrical Safety Code. 


¢ Violation of conditions in a distributor’s licence. 


* Materially adverse effect on the reliability or safety of the 
distribution system. 


¢ Imposition of an unsafe worker situation beyond normal 
risks inherent in the operation of the distribution system. 


¢ A material decrease in the efficiency of the distributor’s 
distribution system. 


¢ A materially adverse effect on the quality of distribution 
services reccived by an existing connection. 


* Ifthe person requesting the connection owes the distributor 
moncy for distribution services, or for non-payment of a 
security deposit. The distributor shall give the person a 
reasonable opportunity to provide the security deposit 
consistent with section 2.4.20. 


A distributor shall ensure that all electrical connections to its 
system mect the distributor’s design requirements, unless the 
electrical connections are separated by a protection device that 
has been approved by the distributor. If an electrical connection 
docs not meet the distributor’s design requirements, a 
distributor may refuse connection, 


If a distributor refuses to connect a customer, the distributor 
shall inform the person requesting the connection of the 
reason(s) for not connecting and, where the distributor is able 
to provide a remedy, make an offer to connect. If the 
distributor is unable to provide a remedy to resolve the issue, it 
is the responsibility of the customer to do so before a 
connection may be made. 


For residential customers, a distributor shall define a basic 
connection and recover the cost of the basic connection as part 
of its revenue requirement. The basic connection for each 
customer shall include, at a minimum, 1) supply and 
installation of overhead distribution transformation capacity or 
an equivalent credit for transformation equipment; and 2) up to 
30 meters of overhead conductor or an equivalent credit for 
underground services. 


For non-residential customers, a distributor may define a basic 
connection by rate class and recover the cost of connection

either as part of its revenue requirement, or through a basic 
connection charge to the customer. 


All customer classes shall be subject to a variable connection 
charge to be calculated as the costs associated with the 
installation of connection assets above and beyond the basic 
connection. A distributor may recover this amount from a 
customer through a conncction charge or equivalent payment. 


Expansions 


If a distributor must construct new facilities to its main 
distribution system or increase the capacity of existing 
distribution system facilities in order to be able to connect a 
specific customer or group of customers, the distributor shall 
perform an economic evaluation of the expansion project to 
determine if the future revenue from the customer(s) will pay 
for the capital cost and on-going maintenance costs of the 
expansion project. 


If an expansion of the distributor’s main distribution system is 
needed in order for a distributor to connect a customer, the 
distributor is required to make an offer to the customer. A 
distributor’s offer shall include the following: 


¢ A description of the material and labour required by the 
distributor to build the expansion required to connect the 
customer. 


¢ An estimate of the amount that will be charged to the 
customer in order to construct the distribution system 
expansion necessary to make the connection. 


¢ A description and estimate of the connection charges that 
would apply to the offer in accordance with section 3.1. 


¢ Whether the offer is a firm offer or is an estimate of the 
costs that would be revised in the final payment to reflect 
actual costs incurred. 


¢ Whether the offer includes work for which the customer 
may obtain an alternative bid and, if so, the process by 
which the customer may obtain the alternative bid. 


¢ Reference to the Conditions of Service and information on 
how the person requesting the connection may obtain a 
copy. 


A distributor shall be responsible for the preliminary planning, 
design and engineering specifications of the work required for 
the distribution system expansion and connection. 
Specifications shall be made in accordance with the 
distributor’s standards for design, material and construction. 


In providing the estimate of the amount to be charged to the 
customer in order to construct the distribution system 
expansion referenced in paragraph 3.2.1, a distributor shall 
delineate estimated costs specifying those costs attributable to 
engineering design, materials, labour, equipment, and 
administrative activities. 


The amount a distributor may offer to charge a customer other 
than a generator or distributor to construct the expansion to the 
distributor’s distribution system shall not exceed _ that 
customer’s share of the difference between the present value of 
the projected capital costs and on-going maintenance costs for 
the equipment and the present value of the projected revenue 
for distribution services provided by those facilities. The 
methodology and inputs that a distributor shall use to calculate 
this amount are presented in Appendix B. 
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The amount a distributor may offer to charge a generator to 
construct the expansion to connect a generation facility to the 
distributor’s distribution system shall not exceed the 
generator’s share of the present value of the projected capital 
costs and on-going maintenance costs for the cquipment. 
Projected revenue and avoided costs from the generation 
facility shall be assumed to be zero, unless otherwise 
determined by rates approved by the Board. The methodology 
and inputs that a distributor shall use to calculate this amount 
are presented in Appendix B. 


If a shortfall between the present value of the projected costs 
and revenues is calculated, the distributor may propose to 
collect all or a portion of that amount from the customer, in 
accordance with the distributor’s documented policy on capital 
contributions by customer class. 


Unforecasted customers that connect to the distribution system 
during the customer connection horizon will benefit from the 
carlicr expansion and should contribute their share. In such an 
event, the initial contributor shall then be entitled to a rebate 
from the distributor as follows: 


* For a period of up to the customer connection horizon as 
defined in Appendix B, the initial contributor shall be 
entitled to a rebate without interest, based on apportioned 
benefit for the remaining period. 


* The apportioned benefit shall be determined by considering 
such factors as the relative load level and the relative line 
length (in proportion to the line length being shared by both 
parties). 


If a distributor’s offer to connect is a firm offer, the distributor 
shall provide one estimate to the customer for any plans 
Submitted to the distributor for an expansion project, at no 
expense to the customer. If the customer submits revised plans, 
the distributor may provide a new firm offer based on the 
revised plans at the customer’s expense. 


If a distributor's offer is an estimate of the costs to construct 
the expansion and not a firm offer, the final amount charged to 
the customer shall be based on actual costs incurred, the 
methodology described in Appendix B and the capital 
contribution policy of the distributor. The distributor shall 
calculate the one estimate and the final amount of customer 
contribution at no expense to the customer. 


Section 3.2.8 and the 2nd sentence of section 3.2.9 do not 
apply to a customer who is a generator or is proposing to 
become a generator unless the customer’s proposed or existing 
generation facility is an emergency backup generation facility. 


Alternative Bids 


A distributor shall inform the customer requesting a connection 

that the customer has the choice to obtain alternative bids for 

the connection and expansion facilitics (“alternative bid’) from 

qualified contractors if the offer meets the following 

conditions:

* Inform the customer of the work that the customer may 
obtain through an alternative bid. 


* Inform the customer that the customer may choose among 
the contractors that have been pre-qualified by the distributor 
to perform the work eligible for an alternative bid. 


The distributor shall develop and document fair and reasonable 
criteria and processes to prequalify contractors for construction 
work on clectricity distribution projects. The distributor shall 
maintain a list of contractors prequalified to perform such 
construction work. The criteria and processes shall not be 
discriminatory. 


Ifa customer chooses to pursuc an alternative bid and elects to 
obtain the services of an alternative contractor for an aspect of 
the expansion project, the distributor shall: 


* Require the customer who chooses to hire an alternative 
contractor to select, hire and pay the contractor’s costs for 
the work cligible for the alternative bid and to assume full 
responsibility for the construction of that aspect of the 
expansion project. 


* Require the customer to be responsible for administering 
the contract or to have the customer pay the distributor to 
do this activity on a fee for service basis. Administering the 
contract includes acquisition of all required permissions, 
permits, and cascments. 


* Reserve the right to inspect and approve all aspects of the 
constructed facilitics as part of a system commissioning 
activity, prior to connecting the constructed facilitics to the 
existing distribution system, and be reimbursed on a fee for 
service basis. 


The distributor may charge a customer that chooses to pursue 
an alternative bid any costs incurred by the distributor 
associated with the expansion project, including but not limited 
to the following: 


* Costs for additional design, engincering, or installation of 
facilitics required to complete the project that were made in 
addition to the original offer to connect. 


* Costs for inspection or approval of the work performed by 
the contractor hired by the customer. 


A distributor may not include in its capital cost for the 
expansion project any amounts relating to work paid for 
directly by the customers. 


Enhancements 


A distributor shall continue to plan and build the distribution 
system for reasonable forecast load growth. A distributor may 
perform enhancements to its distribution system for purposes of 
improving system operating characteristics or for relieving system 
capacity constraints. In determining system enhancements to be 
performed on its distribution system, a distributor shall consider the 
following: 


* Good utility practice. 


* Improvement of the system to cither meet or maintain 
required performance-based indices. 


* Current levels of customer service and reliability and 
potential improvement from the enhancement. 


* Costs to customers associated with distribution reliability 
and potential improvement from the enhancement. 
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Relocation of Plant 


When requested to relocate distribution plant, a distributor 
shall exercise its rights and discharge its obligations in 
accordance with existing legislation such as the Public Service 
Works on Highways Act, regulations, formal agreements, 
easements and common law. In the absence of existing 
arrangements, a distributor is not obligated to relocate the 
plant. However, the distributor shall resolve the issuc in a fair 
and reasonable manner. Resolution in a fair and reasonable 
manner shall include a response to the requesting party that 
explains the feasibility or infeasibility of the relocation and a 
fair and reasonable charge for relocation bascd on cost 
recovery principles. 


OPERATIONS 
Quality of Supply 


A distributor shall follow good utility practice in managing the 
power quality of the distributor’s distribution system and 
define in its Conditions of Service the quality of service 
standards to which the distribution system is designed and 
operated. 


A distributor shall maintain a voltage variance standard in 
accordance with the standards of the Canadian Standards 
Association CAN3-235. A distributor shall practice reasonable 
diligence in maintaining voltage levels, but is not responsible 
for variations in voltage from external forces, such as operating 
contingencies, exceptionally high loads and low voltage supply 
from the transmitter or host distributor. 


A distributor shall respond to and take reasonable steps to 
investigate all consumer power quality complaints and report to 
the consumer on the results of the investigation. 


If the source of a power quality problem is caused by the 
consumer making the complaint, the distributor may seck 
reimbursement for the time and cost spent to investigate the 
complaint. 


A distributor shall take appropriate actions to control harmonic 
distortions found to be detrimental to consumers connected to 
the distribution system. If the distributor is unable to correct a 
problem without adversely impacting other distribution system 
consumers, a distributor may choose not to make the 
corrections. In deciding which actions to take, a distributor 
should use appropriate industry standards and good utility 
practice as guidelines. 


A distributor shall require a consumer or customer that owns 
equipment connected to the distribution system to take 
reasonable steps to ensure that the operation or failure of that 
equipment does not cause a distribution system outage or 
disturbance. 


A distributor may require that any consumer or customer 
condition that adversely affects the distribution system be 
corrected immediately by the consumer or customer at the 
consumer’s or customer’s cost. 


A distributor may direct a consumer or customer connected to 
its distribution system to take corrective or preventive action 
on the consumer’s or customer’s electric system when there is 
a direct hazard to the public or the consumer or customer is 
causing or could cause adverse effects to the reliability of the 
distributor’s distribution system. If the situation is not 
corrected, the distributor may disconnect the consumer or 
customer in accordance with its disconnection policy. 
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4.2.5.3 
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Disconnection and Reconnection 


A distributor shall cstablish a process for disconnection and 
reconnection that specifics timing and means of notification 
consistent with the Electricity Act, 1998. In developing 
physical and business processes for reconnection, a distributor 
shall consider safety and reliability as a primary requirement. A 
distributor shall document its business process _ for 
disconnection in the distributor’s Conditions of Service. 


Without limiting the generality of the foregoing, prior to 
disconnecting a property for non-payment, a distributor shall 
provide to any person that, according to the distributor’s 
Conditions of Service, receives notice of the disconnection: 


(a) the Fire Safety Notice of the Office of the Fire Marshal; 
and 


(b) any other public safety notices or information bulletins 
issued by public safety authoritics and provided to the 
distributor, which provide information to consumers 
respecting dangers associated with the disconnection of 
electricity service. 


A distributor shall include a copy of the notices or bulletins 
referred to in s. 4.2.1.1 along with any notice of disconnection 
that is left at the property at the time of actual disconnection for 
non-payment. 


A distributor shall inform a customer responsible for an 
overdue amount that it may be disconnected in accordance with 
section 31(2) of the Electricity Act, 1998. 


It is recommended that, whenever possible, distributors provide 
no less than seven calendar days notice before disconnection 
for non-payment. 


A distributor may disconnect without notice in accordance with 
a court order or for emergency, safety or system reliability 
reasons. 


The physical process by which a distributor disconnects or 
reconnects shall reflect good utility practice and consider safety 
as a primary requirement. 


A distributor may recover from the customer responsible for 
the disconnection reasonable costs associated with 
disconnection, including overdue amounts payable by the 
customer. A distributor may recover from the customer 
responsible for the disconnection reasonable costs for repairs of 
the distributor’s physical assets attached to the property in 
reconnecting the property. 


A distributor may recover from the person requesting the 
reconnection any Board approved reconnection charges. 


In establishing its disconnection policy as specified in its 
Conditions of Service, consistent with section 30 and 31 of the 
Electricity Act and good utility practice, a distributor may 
consider the following reasons for disconnection: 


* Adverse effect on the reliability and safety of the 
distribution system. 


¢ Imposition of an unsafe worker situation beyond normal 
risks inherent in the operation of the distribution system. 


* A material decrease in the efficiency of the distributor’s 
distribution system. 
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* A materially adverse effect on the quality of distribution 
services received by an existing connection. 


* Inability of the distributor to perform planned inspections 
and maintenance. 


* Failure of the consumer or customer to comply with a 
directive of a distributor that the distributor makes for 
purposes of meeting its licence obligations. 


* The customer owes the distributor moncy for distribution 
services, or for a security deposit. The distributor shall give 
the customer a reasonable opportunity to provide the 
security deposit consistent with section 2.4.20.” 


Unauthorized Energy Use 


A distributor shall use its diseretion in taking action to mitigate 
unauthorized cnergy use. Upon identification of possible 


unauthorized energy use, a distributor shall notify, if 


appropriate, Measurement Canada, the Electrical Safety 
Authority, police officials, retailers that service consumers 
affected by the unauthorized energy use, or other entities. 


A distributor shall monitor losses and unaccounted for energy 
use on an annual basis to detect any upward trends that may 
indicate the need for management policics to moderate 
unauthorized energy use. 


A distributor may recover from the customer responsible for 
the unauthorized energy use all reasonable costs incurred by 
the distributor arising from unauthorized energy use. 


System Inspection Requirements and Maintenance 


A distributor shall maintain its distribution system in 
accordance with good utility practice and performance 
standards to ensure reliability and quality of clectricity service, 
on both a short-term and long-term basis. 


A distributor shall perform inspection activities of its 
distribution system in accordance with the requirements in 
Appendix C attached to this Code. 


A distributor shall perform more frequent inspections if 


warranted due to local conditions such as geographic location, 
climate, environmental conditions, technologies available to 
perform the inspection, type and vintage of distribution 
technology in place, manufacturer specifications, system 
design or relative importance to overall system reliability of a 
particular piece of equipment or portion of the distributor’s 
distribution system. 


A distributor shall perform inspection activities using persons 
qualified to identify the types of defects that could be 
discovered during such Inspection activities. Persons 
performing inspection activities shall be trained to protect both 
themselves and the public, and to respond to emergencies that 
may arise as a result of inspection activities. 


\ distributor shall address any detects discovered during the 
inspection activities within a reasonable period of time after the 
discovery of the defect. A distributor shall address a defect by 
scheduling a more detailed inspection, by planning repair 
activilics or by performing any other action that. is an 
affirmative response to the discovery of the defect. A 
distributor shall have an internal review procedure to ensure 
that the identified defects and follow-up activities have been 
addressed appropriately. 


\ distributor shall determine the methodology by which 
Inspection cycles are structured and the manner in which 
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defects identified during inspection activitics are to be repaired 
in accordance with good utility practice. 


A distributor shall notify consumers regarding the expected 
duration and frequency of planned outages and provide as 
much advance notice as possible. A distributor shall make all 
reasonable efforts to minimize the duration and frequency of 
planned outages. The distributor’s policies and procedures with 
respect to planned outages shall be described in the Conditions 
of Service. 


Unplanned Outages and Emergency Conditions 


A distributor may require a consumer or customer or a party to 
a joint use agreement to comply with reasonable and 
appropriate instructions from the distributor during an 
unplanned outage or emergency situation. 


To assist with distribution system outages or emergency 
response, a distributor may require a customer to provide the 
distributor emergency access to customer-owned distribution 
equipment that normally is operated by the distributor or 
distributor-owned equipment on customer property. 


During an emergency, a distributor may interrupt supply to a 
consumer in response to a shortage of supply or to effect 
repairs on the distribution system or while repairs are being 
made to consumer-owned equipment. 


A distributor may require consumers or customers with 
permanently connected emergency backup generation facility 
to notify the distributor regarding the presence of such 
equipment. 


A distributor shall require that a consumer’s or customer’s 
portable or permanently connected emergency backup 
generation facility complics with all applicable criteria of the 
Ontario Electrical Safety Code and does not adversely affect 
the distributor’s distribution system. 


A distributor shall develop and = maintain appropriate 
emergency plans in accordance with the requirements of the 
Minister of Energy, Science and Technology and in the Market 
Rules, regardless of whether the distributor is a wholesale 
market participant. A  distributor’s emergency plan shall 
include, at a minimum, mutual assistance plans with 
neighbouring distributors or other measures to respond to a 
wide-spread emergency. 


A distributor shall establish outage management policies that 
include the following: 


* Arrangements for on-call personnel in accordance with 
good utility practice. 


* Establishment and operation of a call centre or equivalent 
tclephone service to provide consumers with available 
information regarding an outage. 


* Identification of the location of distribution circuits for 
emergency services and critical customers such as 
hospitals, water supply, health care facilities, and 
designated emergency shelters for coordination with other 
agencies. 


Health and Safety and Environment 


A distributor shall follow good utility practices in operating 
and maintaining the distribution system and shall abide by 
safety rules and regulations that apply to routine utility work, 
including but not limited to the Occupational Health & Safety 
Act R.S.O. 1990 and any associated regulations. 
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A distributor shall be a member of an industry-specific, 
recognized health and safety organization in Ontario. 


A distributor shall implement an industry recognized health 
and safety program that includes training and regularly 
conducted audits. This program also will include Public 
Education and Public Safety initiatives. 


Any problems that a distributor identifies as part of the audit 
shall be remedied as soon as possible or in accordance with the 
distributor’s health and safety program. 


A distributor shall have a corporate policy that addresses 
environmental stewardship that applics to all of the 
distributor’s operations. A documented program supporting 
procedures and appropriate training should be in place to 
ensure compliance with environmental regulations and indicate 
a proactive approach to environmental damage avoidance. 


METERING 


Provision of Meters and Metering Services 


A distributor shall provide, install and maintain a meter 
installation for retail settlement and billing purposes for cach 
customer connected to the distributor’s distribution system, 
subject to section 5.2.3. 


A distributor may install a demand meter or interval meter for 
purposes of measuring demand in order to assign the customer 
to a rate class or to set the appropriate distribution services rate 
for that customer. 


As of the date this Code comes into force a distributor shall 
have six months to provide a MIST meter installation for any 
existing customer that has an average monthly peak demand 
during a calendar year of over 1 MW. A distributor shall install 
a MIST meter on any new installation that is forecast by the 
distributor to have a monthly average peak demand during a 
calendar year of over 500 kW, for the purposes of measuring 
energy delivered to the customer. 


A distributor may set a threshold level for installation of MIST 
meters other than that required by section 5.1.3. as long as the 
threshold is delincated by customer class in the distributor’s 
Conditions of Service and sets a threshold lower than that 
required by section 5.1.3. 


A distributor shall provide an interval meter within a 
reasonable period of time to any customer who submits to it a 
written request for such meter installation, cither directly or 
through an authorized party, in accordance with the Retail 
Settlement Code, subject to the following conditions: 


* The customer that requests interval metering shall 
compensate a distributor for all incremental costs 
associated with that meter, including the capital cost of the 
interval meter, installation costs associated with the interval 
meter, ongoing maintenance (including allowance for meter 
failurc), verification and reverification of the meter, 
installation and ongoing provision of communication linc 
or communication link with the customer’s meter, and cost 
of metering made redundant by the customer requesting 
interval metering. 


¢ The distributor shall determine whether the meter will be a 
MIST or MOST meter, subject to the requirements of this 
Code. 


* A communication system utilized for MIST meters shall be 
in accordance with the distributor’s requirements. 
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* A communication line shall be required in the case of 
inside or restricted access meters. 


A distributor shall identify in its Conditions of Service the type 
of meters that are available to a customer, the process by which 
a customer may obtain such meters and the types of charges 
that would be levied on a customer for cach meter type. 


Metering Requirements for Generating Facilities 


A distributor shall require that an Ontario Energy Board- 
licensed generator connected to its distribution system that sells 
energy and settles through the distributor’s retail settlement 
process install a four-quadrant interval meter. 


A distributor shall meter customers with generation that does 
not require on Ontario Energy Board licence, such as back-up 
capability or generation for load displacement, in the same 
manner as the distributor’s other load customers. 


A distributor shall require that a customer with an embedded 
generation facility connected to the distributor’s distribution 
system install its own meter in accordance with the 
distributor’s metering requirements and provide the distributor 
with the technical details of the metering installation. 


Where practical, metering for an embedded generation facility 
shall be installed at the point of supply. If it is not practical to 
install the meter at the point of supply, a distributor shall apply 
loss factors to the generation output in accordance with the loss 
factors applied for retail settlements and billing. 


VEE Process 


Metering data collected by a distributor shall be subjected to a 
validating, estimating and editing (VEE) process if it is to be 
used for settlement and billing purposes. 


A distributor shall establish a VEE process according to local 
practice that is fair and reasonable and provides assurance that 
correct data is submitted to the settlement process. The VEE 
process shall do the following: 


¢ Convert raw metering data into validated, corrected or 
estimated “settlement-ready” metering data suitable for use 
in determining settlement amounts in accordance with the 
settlement schedule in the Retail Settlement Code. 


* Detect errors in metering data introduced as a result of 
improper operational conditions and/or hardware/software 
malfunctions, including failures of or crrors in metering or 
communication hardware, and metering data excecding 
pre-defined variances or tolerances. 


¢ Use operational system data, including historical generation 
and load patterns and data collected by the distributor, as 
appropriate, for validating raw metering data, and for 
editing, estimating and correcting metering data found to be 
crroncous or missing. 


A distributor's VEE process for data from non-interval and 
MOST meters shall compare energy and demand (if applicable) 
readings from at least one equivalent historical billing period. 
A distributor shall determine the appropriate bandwidths by 
customer class and specify other criteria used in the VEE 
process. 


A distributor’s VEE process for data from MIST meters shall 
consider industry standards specified by the [ESO in its VEE 
process for registered wholesale meters. 
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\ distributor shall document and make available its VEE 
process and criteria, and allow scrutiny of its process by 
customers, retailers, the Board and Measurement Canada. 


A distributor shall comply with Measurement Canada 
standards as a minimum metering installation and measurement 
standard, and may apply any other practices that exceed those 
standards. 


A distributor shall have an inspection program for complex 
[polyphase] metering installations and document the inspection 
and results of the inspection. 


Where an embedded generation facility metering installation 
does not conform to Measurement Canada standards or the 
accuracy class of instrument transformers cannot be confirmed, 
a distributor shall require the embedded generation facility to 
have the metering installation, including instrument 
transformers, tested, and apply a Mcasurement Canada 
correction factor to meter readings until such time as standards 
conformance is achieved. 


A distributor shall ensure that persons involved in metering 
services have competency in performing these services. 
Competency may be based on recognized qualification 
requirements that include a training course that mects the 
requirements of the tasks to be performed. Metering services 
provided by a person that docs not have the recognized 
qualification requirements shall be reviewed, affirmed and 
documented by a person with exhibited competency. 


A distributor that provides metering services directly or 
through a Meter Service Provider shall exercise appropriate 
diligence in detecting and acting upon instances of tampering 
with metering and service cntrance cquipment. Upon 
identification of possible meter tampering, the distributor 
should notify, as appropriate, Measurement Canada, police 
officials, the Electrical Safety Authority, or other entities. 


Nothing in this Code shall affect the obligation of a distributor 
to comply with all Measurement Canada requirements 
provided that, where this Code or other conditions of licence 
prescribe a higher standard than that prescribed in those 
requirements, the distributor shall comply with the higher 
standard. 


A distributor shall respond to customer and retailer metering 
disputes, and shall establish a fair and reasonable charge for 
costs associated with resolution of these disputes. If the 
complaint is substantiated, the charge shall not be applied. In 
resolving the dispute, a distributor may use a qualified, 
independent organization at anytime during the dispute 
resolution process. 


DISTRIBUTORS’ RESPONSIBILITIES 


Responsibilities to Load Customers 


This section applies to load customers other than customers with 


existing 


or proposed embedded generation facilities that are not 


emergency backup generation facilities, and embedded distributors. 


6.1.1 


\ distributor shall make every reasonable effort to respond 
promptly to a customer's request for connection. In any event a 
distributor shall respond to a customer’s written request for a 
customer connection within 15 calendar days. A distributor 


shall make an offer to connect within 60 calendar days of 


receipt, of the written request, unless other necessary 


information is required from the load customer before the offer 
can be made

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6.2.1 


A distributor has an implied contract with any customer that is 
connected to the distributor’s distribution system and receives 
distribution services from the distributor. The terms of the 
implicd contract are embedded in the distributor’s Conditions 
of Service, the Rate Handbook, the distributor’s rate schedules, 
the Distributor’s licence and the Distribution System Code. 


A distributor may require a customer to enter into a Connection 
Agreement with the distributor if the distributor believes that 
the customer has characteristics that require an explicit 
document to describe the relationship between the distributor 
and the customer. Suggested information to be included in the 
Connection Agreement with customers is listed in Appendix D. 


A distributor shall enter into a Connection Agreement with a 
customer that is connected to the distributor’s distribution 
system and is a wholesale market participant. 


Before entering a property to carry out an activity described in 
section 40 of the Electricity Act, the person shall, in accordance 
with subsection 40(8) of the Electricity Act: 


* provide reasonable notice of the entry to the occupier of the 
property; 


* in so far as is practicable, restore the property to its original 
condition; and 


* provide compensation for any damages caused by the entry 
that cannot be repaired. 


Responsibilities to Generators 


Section 6.2 docs not apply to the connection or operation of an 
emergency backup generation facility. 


A distributor shall enter into a Connection Agreement with all 
existing generators who have a gencration facility connected to 
the distributor’s distribution system and prior to connecting a 
new generation facility. Where a distributor docs not have a 
Connection Agreement with an existing generator that has a 
generation facility connected to the distributor’s distribution 
system, the distributor shall be deemed to have an implied 
contract with the generator. The terms of the implied contract 
are embedded in the distributor’s Conditions of Service, the 
Rate Handbook, the distributor’s rate schedules, the 
distributor’s licence and the Distribution System Code. 


Connection Process 


6.2.3 


A distributor shall promptly make available a generation 
connection information package (the “package”) to any person 
who requests this package. The package shall contain the 
following information: 


a. the process for having a generation facility connected to 
the distributor’s distribution system, including any form 
necessary for applying to the distributor; 


b. information regarding any approvals from the ESA, the 
IESO, OEB, or a transmitter that are required before the 
distributor will connect a generation facility to its 
distribution system; 


c. the technical requirements for being connected to the 
distributor’s distribution system including the metering 
requirements; and 


d. the standard contractual terms and conditions for being 
connected to the distributor's distribution system. 


6.2.4 
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Subject to all applicable laws, a distributor shall make all 
reasonable efforts in accordance with the provisions of section 
6.2 to promptly conncct to its distribution system a gencration 
facility which is the subject of an application for connection. 


Connection of Micro-Generation Facilities

A distributor shall require a person that applies for the 
connection of a micro-embedded load displacement gencration 
facility to the distributor’s distribution system to provide, upon 
making the application, the following information: 


a. the name-plate rated capacity of cach unit of the proposed 
gencration facility and the total name-plate rated capacity 
of the proposed generation facility at the connection 
point; 


b. _ the fuel type of the proposed generation facility; 
c. _ the type of technology to be used; and 


d. __ the location of the proposed generation facility including 
address and account number with the distributor where 
available. 


Where the proposed micro-embedded load displacement 
generation facility is located at an existing customer 
connection, the distributor shall, within 15 days of receiving 
the application, make an offer to connect or provide reasons for 
refusing to connect the proposed generation facility. The 
distributor shall give the applicant at least 30 days to accept the 
offer to connect and the distributor shall not revoke the offer to 
connect until this time period has expired. The distributor shall 
not charge for the preparation of the offer to connect. 


The distributor shall make any necessary metering changes and 
connect the applicant’s micro-embedded load displacement 
generation facility to its distribution system within 5 days of 
the applicant informing the distributor that it has reccived all 
necessary approvals, providing the distributor with a copy of 
the authorization to connect from the ESA, entering into a 
Connection Agreement in the form set out in Appendix E and 
paying the distributor for the costs of any necessary metering 
changes. 


Connection of other Generation Facilities

Sections 6.2.9 to 6.2.20 apply to the connection to a 
distribution system of an embedded generation facility which is 
not a micro-embedded load displacement generation facility. 


Where a person who is considering applying for the connection

At the preliminary mecting, the distributor shall discuss the 
basic feasibility of the proposed connection including 
discussing the location of existing distribution facilities in 
relation to the proposed gencration facility and providing an 
estimate of the time and costs necessary to complete the 
connection.

A distributor shall require a person who applies for the 
connection of a generation facility to the distributor’s 
distribution system to, upon making the application, pay their 
impact assessment costs and provide the following 
information:

The distributor shall provide its assessment of the impact of the 
proposed generation facility within: 


a. 60 days of the receipt of the application in the case of a 
proposal to connect a mid-sized embedded generation 
facility; and 


b. 90 days of the receipt of the application in the case of a 
proposal to connect a large embedded generation facility. 


The distributor’s impact assessment shall set out the impact of 
the proposed generation facility on the distributor’s distribution 
system and any customers of the distributor including: 


a. any voltage impacts, impacts on current loading settings 
and impacts on fault currents; 


b. the connection feasibility; 
c. the need for any line or equipment upgrades; 
protection 


d. the need for transmission 


modifications; and 


system 


e. any metering requirements. 


Any material revisions to the design, planned cquipment or 
plans for the proposed generation facility and connection shall 
be filed with the distributor and the distributor shall prepare a 
new impact assessment within the relevant time period set out 
in section 6.2.13 or 6.2.14. 


In the case of an application for the connection of a mid-sized 
or large embedded generation facility, once the impact 
assessment is provided to the applicant, the distributor and the 
applicant have entered into an agreement on the scope of the 
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project and the applicant has paid the distributor for the cost of 


preparing a detailed cost estimate of the proposed connection, 
the distributor shall provide the applicant with a detailed cost 
estimate and an offer to connect by the later of 90 days after 
the receipt of payment from the applicant and 30 days after the 
receipt of comments from a transmitter or distributor that has 
been advised under section 6.2.17. 


Where a distributor is preparing a detailed cost estimate in 
accordance with section 6.2.16 with respect to a proposed large 
or mid-sized embedded generation facility, the distributor shall 
advise any transmitter or distributor whose transmission or 
distribution system is directly connected to the distributor’s 
distribution system that it is preparing an cstimate, within 10 
days of receiving payment from the applicant. Where a 
distributor is preparing a detailed cost estimate in accordance 
with section 6.2.12 with respect to a proposed small embedded 
generation facility, the distributor shall, where the distributor 
belicves a system directly connected to its system may be 
impacted by the proposed generation facility, advise any 
transmitter or distributor whose transmission or distribution 
system is directly connected to the distributor’s distribution 
system that it is preparing an estimate, within 10 days of 
receiving payment from the applicant. 


Once the applicant has entered into a connection cost 
agreement with the distributor and has provided the distributor 
with detailed engineering drawings with respect to the 
proposal, the distributor shali conduct a design review to 
ensure that the detailed engineering plans are acceptable. 


The distributor shall have the right to witness the 
commissioning and testing of the connection of the generation 
facility to the distributor’s distribution system. 


Once the applicant informs the distributor that it has received 
all necessary approvals, provides the distributor with a copy of 
the authorization to connect from the ESA and enters into the 
Connection Agreement, the distributor shall act promptly to 
connect the generation facility to its distribution system. 


Subject to any delays in commissioning and testing of the 
generation facility which are beyond the control of the 
distributor, a distributor shall connect a proposed small 
embedded generation facility within: 


a 60 days of the applicant taking the steps set out in section 
6.2.20, where no distribution system reinforcement or 
expansion is required; and 


b 180 days of the applicant taking the steps sect out in 
section 6.2.20, where a distribution system reinforcement 
or expansion is required. 


A Connection Agreement for a small, mid-sized or large 
embedded generation facility shall be in the form set out in 
Appendix E where a standard form of contract is set out in 
Appendix E for that size of embedded gencration facility, 


Material on the process for connecting a generation facility to a 
distribution system is set out in Appendix F.1. This material is 
for information purposes only and the provisions of the Code 
govern in the case of any conflict. 


A distributor may by written agreement with an applicant who 
IS proposing to connect a small, mid-sized or large embedded 
generation facility provide that the process for connecting the 
generation facility to be followed is the process set out for a 
smaller category of embedded generation facility, including a 
micro-embedded load displacement generation facility.

A distributor shall censure that the safety, reliability and 
efficiency of the distribution system is not materially adversely 
affected by the connection of a generation facility to the 
distribution system. A distributor shall require that new or 
significantly modified generation facilitics meet the technical 
requirements specified in Appendix F.2. 


A distributor shall ensure that the distribution system is 
adequately protected from potential damage or increased 
operating costs resulting from the connection of a generation 
facility. Despite section 2.2.1, if damage to the distribution 
system or increased operating costs result from the connection 
of a generation facility other than a micro-embedded load 
displacement generation facility, the distributor shall be 
rcimbursed for these costs by the generator. 


A distributor shall require that a generator with a generation 
facility connected to the distributor’s distribution system has a 
regular, scheduled maintenance plan to censure that the 
generator’s connection devices, protection systems and control 
systems are maintained in good working order. This 
requirement will be provided for in the connection agreement. 


All equipment that is connected, operating or procured or 
ordered before May 1, 2002 is deemed to be in compliance 
with the technical requirements of this code. 


A distributor may require that equipment deemed compliant 
under section 6.2.28 be brought into actual compliance with the 
technical requirements of this code within a specific reasonable 
time period where there is: 


a. a material deterioration of the reliability of the 
distribution system resulting from the performance of the 
gencrator’s equipment; 


b. a material negative impact on the quality of power of an 
existing or a new customer resulting from the 
performance of the generator’s equipment; or 


c. a material increase in generator capacity at the site where 
the equipment deemed compliant is located. 


The distributor may act in accordance with section 6.2.29, once 
the distributor has developed rules and procedures for requiring 
equipment to be brought into actual compliance and these rules 
and procedures have been provided to the generator. 


Responsibilities to Other Distributors 


A distributor shall make every reasonable effort to respond 
promptly to another distributor’s request for connection. A 
distributor shall provide an initial consultation with another 
distributor regarding the connection process within thirty (30) 
days of receiving a written request for connection. A final offer 
to connect the distributor to the host distributor’s distribution 
system shall be made within ninety (90) days of receiving the 
written request for connection, unless other necessary 
information outside the distributor’s control is required before 
the offer can be made. 


A distributor shall make a good faith effort to enter into a 
Connection Agreement with a distributor connected to the 
distributor’s distribution system. The contents and format of 
the Connection Agreement are in the discretion of the 
distributors that participate in the Connection Agreement but 
must conform to the requirements of this Code. Appendix G 
provides an example of the process that distributors should 
follow in providing a connection to another distributor.

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The reliability of supply and the voltage level at the delivery 
point from a host distributor’s distribution system to an 
embedded distributor’s distribution system shall be as good as 
or better than what is provided to the host distributor’s other 
distribution customers. 


A distributor shall not build any part of its distribution system 
in another distributor’s licensed service area except under the 
following conditions: 


¢ The part of the distribution system that is to be located 
inside another licensed service area is dedicated to the 
delivery of electricity to the distributor who owns the 
distribution facilities; and 


* There is no apparent opportunity for both distributors to 
share the distribution facilitics; and 


¢ The distributor in whose service area the distribution 
facilitics are to be located determines that the presence of 
the distribution facilitics in that location docs not impinge 
on its distribution operations. 


A distributor that owns equipment in another distributor’s 
licensed service area shall allow that distributor access to the 
equipment for the following reasons: 


¢ Emergencies. 


* When the equipment may cause a violation of a licence 
condition by the distributor who is licensed for the service 
area. 


¢ Upon a reasonable request by the distributor who is 
licensed for the service area. 


¢ In accordance with any arrangement between the two 
distributors. 


Sharing Arrangements Between Distributors 


A distributor that owns distribution facilitics in another 
distributor’s licensed service arca, and decides to share those 
distribution facilities with the distributor licensed to serve the 
service area, shall have an agreement that describes the terms 
of the sharing arrangement with the other distributor.

Deemed production

(2) For the purpose of determining a facility’s deemed production, the Director shall determine the results of the following 
formula:

(10) For the purpose of this section, if no application has been determined under section 16 or 31 in respect of a 
replacement facility, the historical facility production of the replacement facility is equal to the historical facility production 
of the facility that was located on the replacement facility’s site, as determined in accordance with this section. 


(11) For the purpose of this section, and subject to subsection (13), the historical facility production of a facility that is 
listed in a table to this Regulation is the largest amount of regulated product that was produced in 2002, 2003 or 2004 by the 
facility as reported by the owner of the facility under paragraph 3 of subsection 6 (4). 


(12) For the purpose of this section and subject to subsection (13), the historical facility production of a facility that is not 
listed in a table to this Regulation is equal to the value assigned to “B” in subsection 15 (6) or 30 (6) in an application made 
in respect of the facility in accordance with section 15 or 30. 


(13) For the purpose of this section, if an application in respect of a facility has been determined under section 16 or 31, 
the historical facility production of the facility is equal to the value assigned to “B” in subsection 16 (4) or 31 (4) in the most 
recently determined application made in respect of the facility under section 16 or 31.

“completed production year” means the year following the year in which the previous determination referred to in subsection 
(6) was made; 


“following year” means, with respect to a determination of a facility’s deemed production, the year following the year in 
which the determination is made. 


Director may substitute own estimate 


5. If the Director is of the opinion that an estimate made by the owner of a facility for the purpose of this Regulation is too 
high, the Director may substitute a lower estimate and that estimate shall be deemed to be the estimate made by the owner for 
the purpose of this Regulation. 


Submission of production data 


6. (1) The owner of a facility that is filing an application under section 12, 14, 27 or 29 shall provide to the Director the 
data on the total amount of regulated product that was produced by the facility or by the facility that was located at the 
replacement facility’s site, in each of the three years preceding the year in which the application is made. 


(2) The owner of a facility that is filing an application under section 15, 16, 17, 30, 31 or 32 shall provide to the Director 
the data on the average annual production that the owner estimates will be produced by the new, expanded or replacement 
facility, as the case may be. 


(3) If required by the Director, an owner of a facility that has filed an application under this Regulation shall provide to the 
Director the method used to monitor or calculate the amount of nitrogen oxides and sulphur dioxide emitted from the facility 
in one or more years specified by the Director and the information used in the application of those methods to determine the 
amount of nitrogen oxides and sulphur dioxide emitted from the facility in those years, as reported to the Director in 
accordance with Ontario Regulation 127/01 (Airborne Contaminant Discharge Monitoring and Reporting) made under the 
Act. 


(4) The owner of a facility listed in a table to this Regulation shall file the following data with the first application made 
under this Regulation in respect of the facility: 
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1. The amount of any nitrogen oxides emitted from all electricity generation units located at the facility in each of the 
years 2002, 2003 and 2004, if the facility’s electricity generation name plate capacity was greater than 25 megawatts 
and the facility generated more than 20,000 megawatt hours of electricity in each of those years. 


2. The amount of any sulphur dioxide emitted from all electricity generation units located at the facility in each of the 
years 2002, 2003 and 2004, if the facility’s electricity generation name plate capacity was greater than 25 megawatts 
and the facility generated more than 20,000 megawatt hours of electricity in each of those years. 


3. The amount of regulated product produced by the facility in each of the years 2002, 2003 and 2004. 


4. The method used to monitor or calculate the amount of nitrogen oxides and sulphur dioxide emitted from the facility in 
2001 and the information used in the application of those methods to determine the amount of nitrogen oxides and 
sulphur dioxide emitted from the facility in 2001, as reported to the Director in accordance with Ontario Regulation 
127/01 (Airborne Contaminant Discharge Monitoring and Reporting) made under the Act. 


(5) For the purpose of subsection (4) if an electricity generation unit produces a useful product other than electricity, the 
amounts reported under paragraphs | and 2 of subsection (4) shall include the amount determined in accordance with the 
following formula: 


A+BxC 
where, 
A= the amount of energy used by the generation unit to produce electricity during the period of time, 


B= the total amount of energy used by the generation unit to produce electricity and other useful products during the 
period of time, 


C = the total amount of nitrogen oxides or sulphur dioxide, as the case may be, emitted from the generation unit during the 
period of time. 


(6) The owner of a facility that is providing data under this section shall provide the data in the following manner: 
1. With respect to carbon black, tonnes of carbon black produced at the facility during a calendar year. 
2. With respect to clinker, tonnes of clinker produced at the facility during a calendar year. 


3. With respect to copper products and nickel products, tonnes of copper products and nickel products produced at the 
facility during a calendar year. 


4. With respect to ethylene, tonnes of ethylene produced at the facility during a calendar year. 
5. With respect to flat glass, tonnes of flat glass produced at the facility during a calendar year. 


6. With respect to copper and nickel contained in matte, the tonnes of copper and nickel contained in the matte produced 
at the facility during a calendar year. 


7. With respect to oil, barrels of crude oil refined at the facility during a calendar year. 


8. With respect to petroleum feedstock, barrels of feedstock processed in catalytic crackers and hydrotreater units to 
produce lubricating oils and greases at the facility during a calendar year. 


9. With respect to pulp, air dried tonnes of pulp produced at the facility during a calendar year. 


10. With respect to shipped steel, tonnes of steel manufactured or processed at the facility that were shipped from the 
facility during a calendar year. 


EMISSION ALLOWANCES 
Contents of the Registry 


7. (1) The Registry shall contain the following information for all emission allowances recorded in the Registry under this 
Regulation: 


1. The name of the person who acquired the allowances. 
2. The date the allowances were acquired. 
3. The name of the person who currently holds the allowances and the amount of the allowances held by that person. 


(2) Despite section 17 of Ontario Regulation 397/01 (Emissions Trading) made under the Act, the operator of the Registry 
shall ensure that the acquisition of emission allowances by a person under this Regulation is recorded in the Registry as soon 
as possible after the acquisition. 


Trading of allowances and credits 


8. (1) Emission allowances acquired under this Regulation may be transferred from one person to another in accordance 
with the Ontario Emissions Trading Code. 
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(2) A person who has applied to the Director for approval to retire emission allowances or emission reduction credits for 
the purpose of subsection 37 (3) or 38 (3) may not transfer those allowances or credits to another person unless the Director 
refuses to approve their retirement. 

Voluntary retirement of allowances 

9. The holder of emission allowances may retire the allowances by giving written notice to the operator of the Registry 

and, on receipt of the notice, the operator shall amend the Registry to indicate that the retired allowances no longer exist. 


NITROGEN OXIDES EMISSION ALLOWANCES 
Sector budgets, cement, flat glass, iron and steel and pulp and paper sectors 


10. (1) For each regulated sector listed in Table 1, the operator of the Registry shall record in the Registry in accordance 
with this section the amount of the sector’s nitrogen oxides budget for each year. 


(2) Subject to subsections (3) and (4), the nitrogen oxides budget for a regulated sector for a year is the amount set out for 
that sector for that year in Table 1. 


(3) On January | of each year after 2005, the nitrogen oxides budget for a regulated sector for every subsequent year shall 
be increased by the total amount of nitrogen oxides emission allowances for which the Director gives notice to the operator of 
the Registry in respect of the facilities in that sector under subsection 20 (1) or (2) on or before October | of the preceding 
year. 


(4) On January | of each year after 2005, the nitrogen oxides budget for a regulated sector for that year and every 
subsequent year shall be decreased by the total amount of nitrogen oxides emission allowances for which the Director gives 
notice to the operator of the Registry in respect of the facilities in that sector under section 21 on or before October | of the 
previous year. 


Annual amount of new source set asides, nitrogen oxides 


11. (1) The operator of the Registry shall record in the Registry in accordance with this section the amount of the nitrogen 
oxides new source set aside for each year. 


(2) Subject to subsections (3) and (5), the nitrogen oxides new source set aside for a year shall be the amount set out in 
Table 2. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), on January | of each year after 2005 the nitrogen oxides new source set aside for every 
subsequent year shall be reduced by the total amount of nitrogen oxides emission allowances for which the Director gives 
notice to the operator of the Registry under subsection 20 (1) or (2) on or before October | of the preceding year. 


(4) The nitrogen oxides new source set aside shall not be reduced to an amount that is less than zero. 


(5) On January | of each year after 2005, the nitrogen oxides new source set aside for that year and every subsequent year 
shall be increased by the total amount of nitrogen oxides emission allowances determined by the Director under sections 13 
and 21 to be added to the nitrogen oxides new source set aside as of that day. 


Application for nitrogen oxides emission allowances, petroleum sector 


12. (1) The owner of a facility listed in Table 3 may apply to the Director for nitrogen oxides emission allowances in 
respect of the facility for any year after 2005. 


(2) The owner of a replacement facility located on a site where a facility listed in Table 3 was located may apply to the 
Director for nitrogen oxides emission allowances in respect of the facility for any year after 2006. 


(3) The owner of a facility in the petroleum sector that is not listed in Table 3 may apply to the Director for nitrogen 
oxides emission allowances in respect of the facility for any year after 2006, if nitrogen oxides emission allowances have 
previously been acquired as a result of an application made under section 15 or 19 in respect of the facility or the facility that 
was located at the replacement facility’s site. 


(4) An application under this section must be made not later than June | in the year preceding the year for which the 
allowances are applied for. 


(5) For each facility for which an application for nitrogen oxides emission allowances for 2006 is made in accordance with 
this section, the Director shall determine the following amount:

A= the amount of nitrogen oxides emission allowances set out in respect of the facility for 2006 in Table 3, 


C= one-third of the total of the amount of any nitrogen oxides reported under paragraph | of subsection 6 (4) in respect of 
the facility. 
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(6) For each facility for which an application for nitrogen oxides emission allowances for 2007 or 2008 is made in 
accordance with this section, the Director shall determine the following amount:

the amount of nitrogen oxides emission allowances set out in Table 3 in respect of the facility or the facility that was 
located at the replacement facility’s site, as the case may be, for the year for which the emission allowances are applied 
for,

located at the replacement facility’s site acquired in respect of the facility or the facility that was located at the 
replacement facility’s site under section 20 in any previous year, 


one-third of the total sum of the amounts of any nitrogen oxides reported under paragraph | of subsection 6 (4) in 
respect of the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site, as the case may be. 


(7) For each facility for which an application for nitrogen oxides emission allowances for any year after 2008 is made in 
accordance with this section, the Director shall determine the following amount:

(9) The Director shall send written notice of the amount determined, subject to subsection (8), in respect of each facility 
under subsection (5), (6) or (7), as the case may be, to the owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later 
than October 1 in the year preceding the year for which emission allowances are applied for. 


(10) On January | of the year for which emission allowances are applied for, the owner of the facility shall be deemed to 
have acquired nitrogen oxides emission allowances in respect of the facility in the amount determined, subject to subsection 
(8), in respect of the facility under subsection (5), (6) or (7), as the case may be. 


Phased out facilities — nitrogen oxides

(1) For the purpose of determining the value of “D” under subsection 12 (7), the Director shall make a determination 


using the following rules:

(a) the facility shall be deemed not to be listed for the purposes of any subsequent application made under this Regulation, 
including an application made under section 15 or 16; 


(b) no further applications shall be made under subsection 12 (1) with respect to the facility; 


(c) the owner of the facility may in subsequent years make an application under section 15 in respect of the facility, if the 
facility meets the criteria set out in that section; 


(d) the owner of the facility may in subsequent years make an application under subsection 12 (3) or section 16 in respect 
of the facility, if nitrogen oxides emission allowances have been acquired by the owner of the facility as the result of 
an application under section 15; and 


(e) the amount of the nitrogen oxides emission allowances set out in respect of the facility or the facility that was located 
at the replacement facility’s site in Table 3 for the fifth year of the five-year period, if any, and the amount of nitrogen 
oxide emission allowances that the owner of the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site 
acquired in respect of the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site under section 20 in 
any previous year shall be added to the nitrogen oxides new source set aside in accordance with subsection 11 (5). 


(3) If clause (2) (a) applies with respect to a facility, the Director shall send written notice, 
(a) to the owner of the facility advising that the facility is deemed not to be listed; and 


(b) to the operator of the Registry advising that the facility is deemed not to be listed and setting out the amount of 
nitrogen oxides emission allowances to be added to the nitrogen oxides new source set aside as of January | of the 
year following the year in which notice is given. 


(4) For the purposes of subsections (1) and (2) if no application is made under section 12 in respect of a facility listed in 
Table 3 or a facility described in subsection 12 (2) or (3) in a year, the deemed production of the facility shall be zero. 


(5) For the purpose of this section, if no application has been determined under section 16 in respect of a replacement 
facility, the historical facility production of the replacement facility is equal to the historical facility production of the facility 
that was located on the replacement facility’s site, as determined in accordance with this section. 


(6) For the purpose of this section and subject to subsection (8), the historical facility production of a facility that is listed 
in Table 3 is the largest amount of regulated product that was produced in 2002, 2003 or 2004 by the facility as reported by 
the owner of the facility under paragraph 3 of subsection 6 (4). 


(7) For the purpose of this section and subject to subsection (8), the historical facility production of a facility that is not 
listed in Table 3 is equal to the value assigned to “B” in subsection 15 (6) in the application made respect of the facility in 
accordance with section 15. 

(8) If a previous application made in respect of a facility under section 16 has been determined, for the purpose of this 
section the historical facility production of the facility is equal to the value assigned to “B ” in subsection 16 (4) in the most 
recently determined application made under section 16 in respect of the facility. 

Applications for nitrogen oxides emission allowances 

14. (1) The owner of a facility listed in Table 4 may apply to the Director for nitrogen oxides emission allowances in 
respect of the facility for any year after 2005. 

(2) If the owner of the facility has previously acquired nitrogen oxides emission allowances as the result of an application 
under section 15 or 19 in respect of the facility, the owner may apply to the Director for nitrogen oxides emission allowances 
in respect of the facility in the cement sector, the flat glass sector, the iron and steel sector or the pulp and paper sector that is 
not listed in Table 4 for any year after 2006. 
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(3) The owner of a replacement facility may apply to the Director for nitrogen oxides emission allowances in respect of 
the facility for any year after 2006 if, 


(a) the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site was a facility in the cement sector, the flat glass sector or 
the pulp and paper sector; and 


(b) an owner of the facility that was located at the site had acquired nitrogen oxides emission allowances in respect of that 
facility under this section. 


(4) An application made under subsection (1), (2) or (3) shall not include an application for nitrogen oxides emission 
allowances in respect of a modification or increased production of a facility, if the owner of the facility has also made an 
application under section 16 to the Director for nitrogen oxides emission allowances for the same year with respect to the 
modification or increased production. 


(5) If subsection (4) applies, the deemed production of the facility for the purposes of subsection (7) shall be the lesser of 
the amounts determined by the Director under subsections 4 (2) and (3). 


(6) An application under this section must be made not later than June | in the year preceding the year for which emission 
allowances are applied for. 


(7) For each facility for which an application for nitrogen oxides emission allowances is made in accordance with this 
section, the Director shall determine the following amount: 


AxB-C 
where, 
A = the intensity rate for the facility determined in accordance with subsection (8), 
B= the deemed production of the facility determined in accordance with section 4, 


C = one-third of the total of the amounts of any nitrogen oxides reported under paragraph | of subsection 6 (4) in respect of 
the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site, as the case may be. 


(8) For the purpose of subsection (7), the intensity rate for the facility shall be determined in accordance with the 
following rules: 


1. If the facility is listed in Table 4 and the Director has not determined an intensity rate for the facility pursuant to 
section 17 or the intensity rate has not been applied, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the facility for the year 
for which emission allowances are applied for, as determined in accordance with Table 4. 


2. Subject to paragraph 5, if the Director has determined an intensity rate for the facility pursuant to section 17, the 
intensity rate is the most recently determined intensity rate for the facility determined under section 17 that has been 
applied in a previous application for nitrogen oxides emission allowances made in respect of the facility. 


3. If the facility is a replacement facility and paragraph 2 does not apply and the Director has not determined an intensity 
rate for the facility that was previously located at the replacement facility’s site pursuant to section 17 or the intensity 
rate has not been applied, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement 
facility’s site for the year for which emission allowances are applied for, as determined in accordance with Table 4. 


4. Subject to paragraph 5, if the facility is a replacement facility and paragraph 2 does not apply and the Director has 
determined an intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site pursuant to section 17, the 
intensity rate is the most recently determined intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s 
site determined under section 17 that has been applied in a previous application for nitrogen oxides emission 
allowances made in respect of the facility. 


5. If the most recently determined intensity rate for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s 
site is greater than the intensity rate set out in Table 4 for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement 
facility’s site for the year for which emission allowances are applied for, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the 
facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site, as determined in accordance with Table 4. 


(9) If the total of all the amounts determined under subsection (7) in respect of applications for nitrogen oxides emission 
allowances for a year in respect of facilities in a regulated sector is less than or equal to the amount of the sector’s nitrogen 
oxides budget, calculated in accordance with section 10, for the regulated sector for the year for which emission allowances 
are applied for, 


(a) the Director shall send written notice of the amount determined in respect of each facility in the regulated sector under 
subsection (7) to the owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year 
preceding the year for which emission allowances are applied for; and 


(b) on January | of the year for which emission allowances are applied for, the owner of a facility in the regulated sector 
shall be deemed to have acquired nitrogen oxides emission allowances in respect of the facility in the amount 
determined in respect of the facility under subsection (7). 
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(10) If the total of all the amounts determined under subsection (7) in respect of applications for nitrogen oxides emission 
allowances for a year in respect of facilities in a regulated sector is more than the amount of the sector’s nitrogen oxides 
budget, calculated in accordance with section 10, for the regulated sector for the year for which emission allowances are 
applied for, 


(a) the Director shall determine adjusted amounts under subsection (11) in respect of each facility in the regulated sector 
in respect of which an amount was determined under subsection (7); 


(b) the Director shall send written notice of the adjusted amount determined in respect of a facility under subsection (11) 
to the owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year preceding the year 
for which the emission allowances are applied for; and 


(c) on January | of the year for which emission allowances are applied for, the owner of a facility shall be deemed to have 
acquired nitrogen oxides emission allowances in respect of the facility in the adjusted amount determined for the 
facility under subsection (11). 


(11) For the purpose of subsection (10), the adjusted amount in respect of a facility in a regulated sector in respect of 
applications for nitrogen oxides emission allowances for a year shall be determined in accordance with the following 
formula:

New facilities, initial applications — nitrogen oxides 


15. (1) The owner of a facility that 1s described in subsection (2) and that is not listed in Table 3 or 4 or is deemed not to 
be listed in Table 3 may apply to the Director for nitrogen oxides emission allowances in respect of the facility for any year 
after 2005 if, 

(a) the owner of a facility has applied under section 17 for a determination of the intensity rate that is to be applied to the 

facility; 

(b) the application under section 17 was made not more than three years before the application made under this section; 

and 


(c) nitrogen oxides emission allowances have not previously been acquired as a result of an application made under this 
section in respect of the facility. 


(2) This section applies in the following regulated sectors to facilities that first produced regulated product after January 1, 
2005 and that meet the criteria described for each sector: 


1. In the cement sector, a facility that has the capacity to produce more than 100,000 tonnes of clinker per year and that 
will emit more than 100 tonnes of nitrogen oxides in the year for which emission allowances are applied for. 


2. In the flat glass sector, a facility that has the capacity to produce more than 50,000 tonnes of flat glass per year and that 
will emit more than 100 tonnes of nitrogen oxides in the year for which emission allowances are applied for. 


3. In the iron and steel sector, a facility that has the capacity to ship more than 100,000 tonnes of steel per year and that 
will emit more than 100 tonnes of nitrogen oxides in the year for which emission allowances are applied for. 


4. In the petroleum sector, a facility that has the capacity to refine more than 50,000 barrels of crude oil per day or 
process more than 20,000 barrels per day of petroleum feedstock to produce lubricating oils and greases and that will 
emit more than 100 tonnes of nitrogen oxides in the year for which emission allowances are applied for. 


5. In the pulp and paper sector, a facility that has the capacity to produce more than 100,000 air dried tonnes of pulp per 
year and that will emit more than 100 tonnes of nitrogen oxides in the year for which emission allowances are applied 
for. 


(3) This section does not apply to a replacement facility. 


(4) An application under this section must be made not later than June | in the year preceding the year for which emission 
allowances are applied for. 


(5S) An application may be made under this section by the owner of a facility that has not yet begun to produce a regulated 
product. 
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(6) For each facility for which an application for nitrogen oxides emission allowances is made in accordance with this 
section, the Director shall determine the following amount: 
AxB 
where, 


A = the intensity rate determined by the Director in accordance with section 17 for the facility, 


B= the average annual production that the owner of the facility estimates, or is deemed to estimate, in accordance with 
subsection 6 (2) will be produced by the facility. 


(7) For each facility in the cement sector, the flat glass sector, the iron and steel sector or the pulp and paper sector for 
which an application for nitrogen oxides emission allowances is made in accordance with this section, the Director shall 
determine the following amount:

where, 
A = the intensity rate determined by the Director in accordance with section 17 for the facility, 
C= the deemed production determined under section 4 with respect to the facility. 


(8) A facility to which clause 13 (2) (a) applies shall be deemed not to have produced regulated product on or before 
January 1, 2005. 


Applications for facilities that expand or increase production — nitrogen oxides 


16. (1) The owner of a facility that is listed in Table 3 or 4, that is a replacement facility or that is a facility in respect of 
which nitrogen oxides emission allowances have been acquired under section 15 may apply to the Director for nitrogen 
oxides emission allowances in respect of the facility for any year after 2005 if, 


(a) the owner of the facility estimates, 


(i) that the deemed production of the facility in the year for which the allowances are applied for will be at least 20 
per cent greater than the historical facility production of the facility or the facility that was located at the 
replacement facility’s site, or 


(ii) that the average annual production of the facility will be at least 20 per cent greater than the historical production 
of the facility as a result of a modification to a process or equipment at the facility; 


(b) the owner of the facility has applied under section 17 for a determination of the intensity rate that 1s to be applied to 
the facility; 


(c) the application under section 17 was made not more than three years before the date of the application under this 
section; and 


(d) nitrogen oxides emission allowances have not previously been acquired as a result of an application made under this 
section in respect of the modification or increased production of the facility. 


(2) An application under this section must be made not later than June | in the year preceding the year for which emission 
allowances are applied for. 


(3) An application may be made under this section by the owner of a facility that has not begun to produce a regulated 
product with the expanded portion of the facility. 


(4) For each facility for which an application for nitrogen oxides emission allowances is made in accordance with this 
section, the Director shall determine the following amount: 


A x (B-C) 
where, 


A= the lesser of the intensity rate determined by the Director in accordance with section 17 for the facility and the 
intensity rate, if any, for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site for the year for 
which emission allowances are applied for, as determined in accordance with Table 4, 


B= the average annual production that the owner of the facility estimates, or is deemed to estimate, in accordance with 
subsection 6 (2) will be produced by the facility, 


C= the facility’s historical facility production. 


(5) For each facility in the cement sector, the flat glass sector, the iron and steel sector or the pulp and paper sector for 
which an application for nitrogen oxides emission allowances is made in accordance with this section, the Director shall 
determine the following amount: 
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A x (D—E) 
where, 
A = the intensity rate determined by the Director in accordance with section 17 for the facility, 
D = the deemed production determined in respect of the facility under subsection 4 (5), 
E= the lesser of the amounts of deemed production determined in respect of the facility under subsections 4 (2) and (3). 


(6) If there has been no previous application determined under this section in respect of a replacement facility, for the 
purpose of this section the historical facility production of the replacement facility is equal to the historical facility production 
of the facility that was located on the replacement facility’s site, as determined in accordance with this section. 


(7) For the purpose of this section and subject to subsection (9), the historical facility production of a facility that is listed 
in Table 3 or 4 is the largest amount of regulated product that was produced in 2002, 2003 or 2004 by the facility as reported 
by the owner under paragraph 3 of subsection 6 (4). 


(8) For the purpose of this section and subject to subsection (9), the historical facility production of a facility that is not 
listed in Table 3 or 4 is equal to the value assigned to “B” in subsection 15 (6) in the application previously made under 
section 15 in respect of the facility. 


(9) For the purpose of this section, if an application in respect of a facility has been previously determined under this 
section, the historical facility production of the facility is equal to the value assigned to “B” in subsection (4) in the most 
recently determined application made under this section in respect of the facility. 


Determination of intensity rate — new, replacement or expanded facilities 


17. (1) The owner of a facility to which section 15 or 16 applies shall apply to the Director for an approval of a proposed 
intensity rate that is to be applied to the expanded, new or replacement facility, as the case may be. 


(2) The intensity rate proposed by the owner of the facility shall be based upon the following formula: 
A+B 
where, 
A= the amount of emissions reported in accordance with paragraph 7 of subsection (5) and subsection (7), 


B= the average annual production that the owner of the facility estimates, is deemed to have estimated, in accordance with 
subsection 6 (2). 


(3) An application under this section must be made not later than January | in the year preceding the year for which 
nitrogen oxides emission allowances are applied for in respect of the facility. 


(4) The application shall include an evaluation of each new or modified process in the facility that includes any new or 
modified piece of equipment that has a heat input of 1,000,000 BTUs per hour or greater, 


(a) that has or will result in an increase in the average annual production of the facility; 


(b) that has been made since the later of the day this Regulation comes into force and the day of the last application made 
under this section in respect of the facility; and 


(c) that produces nitrogen oxides emissions. 
(5) The evaluation shall include the following steps for each new or modified process and piece of equipment: 
1. Identification of nitrogen oxides control technologies available when the modification was made. 
2. Elimination of technologies not used at comparable facilities. 
Elimination of technically infeasible control technologies. 
Ranking of technically feasible control technologies by nitrogen oxides emission reduction effectiveness. 
Evaluating control costs. 


Selection of best available control technology economically achievable. 


ea SS 


Estimate the amount of nitrogen oxides emissions that will be emitted annually from the equipment and process if the 
selected control technology is installed. 


(6) For the purpose of paragraph 6 of subsection (5), a control technology may be selected as a best available control 
technology economically achievable if the percentage reduction of nitrogen oxides emissions achieved by the control 
technology is within 15 per cent of the reduction of nitrogen oxides emissions achieved by the control technology with the 
greatest percentage of nitrogen oxides emission reduction identified in the evaluation as required by paragraph 4 of 
subsection (5). 
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(7) The owner of the facility shall identify in the application any source of nitrogen oxides emissions at the facility, not 
included in the evaluation prepared under subsection (5), and shall estimate the amount of emissions that will be emitted from 
the source in a calendar year. 


(8) The evaluation shall be certified as being complete, accurate and completed in accordance with this Regulation by a 
person who, 


(a) holds a licence or temporary licence issued under the Professional Engineers Act to engage in the practice of 
professional engineering, other than a limited licence issued under that Act; and 


(b) is not an employee of the facility or of the owner of the facility. 


(9) Not later than 90 days after the day on which the application under this section is made and subject to subsection (12), 
the Director shall notify the owner of the facility in writing that he or she accepts the proposed intensity rate for the facility or 
does not accept the proposed intensity rate for the facility. 


(10) A decision of the Director in respect of an application made under this section is not invalid solely because the 
decision is not made within the time prescribed by subsection (9). 


(11) If the Director does not accept the proposed intensity rate for the facility, the written notice of his or her 
determination shall specify the reasons the proposed intensity rate was not accepted and shall set out the intensity rate for the 
facility as determined by the Director. 


(12) Ifan intensity rate for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site is set out in Table 4 
or the facility is in the cement sector, the flat glass sector, the iron and steel sector or the pulp and paper sector and an 
intensity rate has previously been determined for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site 
under this section, the Director shall determine the intensity rate for the facility in accordance with the following: 


Ax (B+C)+Dx (C-B)=C) 
where, 
A = is the intensity rate for the facility determined in accordance with subsection (13), 
B = the facility’s historical facility production, 


C= the average annual production that the owner of the replacement facility estimates, or is deemed to estimate, in 
accordance with subsection 6 (2) will be produced by the facility, 


D = the intensity rate determined for the facility in the current application under subsection (9). 


(13) For the purpose of subsection (12), the intensity rate for the facility shall be determined in accordance with the 
following rules: 


1. If the facility is listed in Table 4 and the Director has not determined an intensity rate for the facility pursuant this 
section or the intensity rate has not been applied, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the facility for the year for 
which emission allowances are applied for, as determined in accordance with Table 4. 


2. Subject to paragraph 5, if the Director has determined an intensity rate for the facility pursuant to this section, the 
intensity rate is the most recently determined intensity rate for the facility determined under this section that has been 
applied in a previous application for nitrogen oxides emission allowances made in respect of the facility. 


3. If the facility is a replacement facility and paragraph 2 does not apply and the Director has not determined an intensity 
rate for the facility that was previously located at the replacement facility’s site pursuant to this section or the intensity 
rate has not been applied, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement 
facility’s site for the year for which emission allowances are applied for, as determined in accordance with Table 4. 


4. Subject to paragraph 5, if the facility is a replacement facility and paragraph 2 does not apply and the Director has 
determined an intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site pursuant to this section, 
the intensity rate is the most recently determined intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement 
facility’s site determined under this section that has been applied in a previous application for nitrogen oxides emission 
allowances made in respect of the facility. 


5. If the most recently determined intensity rate for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s 
site is greater than the intensity rate set out in Table 4 for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement 
facility’s site for the year for which emission allowances are applied for, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the 
facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site, as determined in accordance with Table 4. 


(14) For the purpose of subsection (12), if there has been no previous application determined under this section in respect 
of the replacement facility, the historical facility production of a replacement facility is equal to the historical facility 
production of the facility that was located on the replacement facility’s site, as determined in accordance with this section. 
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(15) For the purpose of subsection (12), if the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site is 
listed in Table 4 and no previous application has been determined under this section in respect of that facility, the facility’s 
historical facility production is the largest amount of regulated product that was produced in 2002, 2003 or 2004 by the 
facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site, as the case may be, as reported by the owner under 
paragraph 3 of subsection 6 (4). 

(16) For the purpose of subsection (12), if a previous application has been determined under this section in respect of the 
facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site, the historical facility production of the facility that was located at 
the replacement facility’s site is equal to the value assigned to “C” in subsection (12) in the most recently determined 
application made under this section in respect of the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site. 


(17) For the purpose of subsection (12), if a previous application has been determined under this section in respect of the 
facility, the facility’s historical facility production is equal to the value assigned to “C” in subsection (12) in the most recently 
determined application made under this section in respect of the facility. 


(18) For the purpose of subsection (4), each process and piece of equipment in a replacement facility to which subclause 
16 (1) (a) (1) applies shall be deemed to be new. 


(19) For the purpose of paragraph 2 of subsection (5), a facility is comparable to another facility if the facilities produce 
the same type of regulated product and sell in the same market, despite differences in the sizes of the facilities or in their 
ages. 

Reconsideration of determination of intensity rate 


18. (1) The owner of a facility may, within 15 days after he or she receives notice of the Director’s determination under 
subsection 17 (9), apply to the Director for reconsideration of the determination. 


(2) If an application is made for reconsideration of a determination, the Director shall, within 15 days after he or she 
receives the application, 


(a) make a decision on the application; and 
(b) send written notice of his or her determination to the owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry. 
Application for an adjustment — nitrogen oxides 


19. (1) The owner of a facility may apply under this section for nitrogen oxides emission allowances in respect of the 
facility for any year after 2007 if, 


(a) the owner of the facility previously applied for nitrogen oxides emission allowances in respect of the facility under 
section 15 or 16; and 


(b) the amount of nitrogen oxides emission allowances added to the budget of the facility’s sector or acquired by the 
facility if the facility is in the petroleum sector as a result of the previous application under section 15 or 16 was less 
than the amount calculated with respect to the facility under subsection 15 (6) or 16 (4), as the case may be, because of 
an adjustment determined by the Director under subsection 20 (2). 


(2) An application under this section must be made not later than June | in the year preceding the year for which the 
nitrogen oxides emission allowances are applied for. 


(3) For each facility for which an application is made under this section, the Director shall determine the following 
amount: 


A-(B+C) 
where, 
A= the amount determined under subsection 15 (6) or 16 (4), as the case may be, in respect of the facility, 


B= the adjusted amount determined on the previous application under section 15 or 16 in accordance with subsection 20 
(2) in respect of the facility, 
C= the total of all amounts previously acquired in respect of the facility as the result of an application made under this 
section. 
First application for new or expanded facilities — nitrogen oxides 
20. (1) If the total of all the amounts determined under subsections 15 (6), 16 (4) and 19 (3) in respect of applications for 
nitrogen oxides emission allowances for a year is less than or equal to the amount of the nitrogen oxides new source set aside 
for that year, the Director shall send written notice of the amount determined for each facility under subsection 15 (6), 16 (4) 


or 19 (3) to the owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year preceding the year 
for which the emission allowances are applied for. 
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(2) If the total of all the amounts determined under subsections 15 (6), 16 (4) and 19 (3) in respect of applications for 
nitrogen oxides emission allowances for a year is more than the amount of the nitrogen oxides new source set aside for that 
year, 

(a) the Director shall determine adjusted amounts under subsections (3) and (4) in respect of each facility for which an 

amount was determined under subsection 15 (6), 16 (4) or 19 (3); and 


(b) the Director shall send written notice of the adjusted amount determined in respect of a facility under clause (a) to the 
owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year preceding the year for 
which emission allowances are applied for. 


(3) For the purpose of subsection (2), the adjusted amount in respect of a facility in respect of applications made under 
section 19 for nitrogen oxides emission allowances for a year shall be the lesser of the amount determined under subsection 
19 (3) in respect of the facility and the amount determined in accordance with the following formula: 


AxB+C 
where, 
A= the amount determined in respect of the facility under subsection 19 (3), 
B= the nitrogen oxides new source set aside for the year for which nitrogen oxides emission allowances are applied for, 
C = the total of all the amounts determined under subsection 19 (3) in respect of all facilities. 


(4) For the purpose of subsection (2), the adjusted amount for a facility in respect of applications made in accordance with 
section 15 or 16 for nitrogen oxides emission allowances for a year shall be determined in accordance with the following 
formula: 


A x ((B—C)=+D) 
where, 
A= the amount determined for the facility under subsection 15 (6) or 16 (4), as the case may be, 
B = the nitrogen oxides new source set aside for the year for which nitrogen oxides emission allowances are applied for, 
C= the total adjusted amounts determined under subsection (3), 
D = the total of all the amounts determined under subsections 15 (6) and 16 (4) for all facilities. 


(5) If the total of the amounts determined in respect of facilities in the petroleum sector under subsections 15 (6) and 16 
(4) and the amounts determined under subsections 15 (7), 16 (5) and 19 (3) with respect to applications for nitrogen oxides 
- emission allowances for a year is less than or equal to the amount of the nitrogen oxides new source set aside for that year, 


(a) the Director shall send written notice of the amount determined for each facility under subsections 15 (6) and 16 (4), in 
respect of facilities in the petroleum sector, and subsections 15 (7), 16 (5) and 19 (3) to the owner of the facility and to 
the operator of the Registry not later than October 1 in the year preceding the year for which the nitrogen oxides 
emission allowances are applied for; and 


(b) on January 1 of the year for which the nitrogen oxides emission allowances are applied for, the owner of a facility shall 
be deemed to have acquired nitrogen oxides emission allowances in respect of the facility in the amount determined 
for the facility under subsection 15 (6) or 16 (4), in respect of facilities in the petroleum sector, or subsection 15 (7), 16 
(5) or 19 (3), as the case may be. 


(6) If the total of the amounts determined under subsections 15 (6) and 16 (4), in respect of facilities in the petroleum 
sector and subsections 15 (7), 16 (5) and 19 (3) with respect to applications for nitrogen oxides emission allowances for a 
year is more than the amount of the nitrogen oxides new source set aside for that year, 


(a) the Director shall determine adjusted amounts under subsections (7) and (8) in respect of each facility for which an 
amount was determined under subsection 15 (6) or 16 (4), in respect of facilities in the petroleum sector, or under 
subsection 15 (7), 16 (5) or 19 (3); 


(b) the Director shall send written notice of the adjusted amount determined in respect of a facility under clause (a) to the 
owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year preceding the year for 
which emission allowances are applied for; and 


(c) on January | of the year for which the emission allowances are applied for, the owner of a facility shall be deemed to 
have acquired nitrogen oxides emission allowances in respect of the facility in the adjusted amount determined for the 
facility under clause (a) in respect of the facility. 


(7) For the purpose of subsection (6), the adjusted amount in respect of a facility in respect of applications made under 
section 19 for nitrogen oxides emission allowances for a year shall be the lesser of the amount determined under subsection 
19 (3) in respect of the facility and the amount determined in accordance with the following formula:

A = the amount determined in respect of the facility under subsection 19 (3), 
B= the nitrogen oxides new source set aside for the year for which nitrogen oxides emission allowances are applied for, 
C = the total of all the amounts determined under subsection 19 (3) in respect of all facilities. 


(8) For the purpose of subsection (6), the adjusted amount for a facility in respect of applications made in accordance with 
section 15 or 16 for nitrogen oxides allowances for a year shall be determined in accordance with the following formula:

B= the nitrogen oxides new source set aside for the year for which nitrogen oxides emission allowances are applied for, 
C= the total adjusted amounts determined under subsection (7),

Adjustments to nitrogen oxides emission allowances 


21. (1) On or before October | of the fifth year after the year in which the Director gives notice to the operator of the 
Registry in respect of a facility under subsection 20 (1) or (2), the Director shall determine in accordance with this section 
whether an adjustment to the amount of nitrogen oxides emission allowances set out in the notice is required. 


(2) If the notice given under subsection 20 (1) or (2) was given as a result of an application made under section 15, an 
adjustment shall be made if the Director determines that the quotient of the following calculation is less than .75: 


A+B 
where, 


= the largest amount of regulated product that was produced by the facility in any one year of the four years immediately 
after the year in which notice was given in respect of the facility to the operator of the Registry under subsection 20 (1) 
or (2), as the case may be, 


B= the value assigned to “B” in subsection 15 (6) in the application made under section 15 in respect of the facility. 
(3) Ifthe number determined in accordance with subsection (2) is less than .75, the Director shall determine the following:

A= the largest amount of regulated product that was produced by the facility in any one year of the four years immediately 
after the year in which notice was given in respect of the facility to the operator of the Registry under subsection 20 (1)

(6) If an amount is determined under subsection (3) or (5), on or before October | of the year in which the determination 1s 
made the Director shall send written notice to, 


(a) the owner of the facility of the amount that was determined under subsection (3) or (5); and 


(b) to the operator of the Registry of the amount that was determined under subsection (3) or (5) and directing that 
nitrogen oxides emission allowances in an amount equal to the amount of the determination, 


(i) be added to the nitrogen oxides new source set aside as of January | of the year after the year in which the notice 
is given, and 


(ii) be removed from the facility’s sector budget if the facility is in the cement sector, flat glass sector, iron and steel 
sector or pulp and paper sector. 


(7) For the purpose of this section, if an owner of the facility does not provide the data on the total amount of regulated 
product that was produced by the facility in any one of the four years preceding the year in which the Director makes a 
determination under this section, either in accordance with subsection 6 (1) or in response to a request by the Director under 
this section for the data, the amount of regulated product produced by the facility for that year shall be deemed to be zero. 


SULPHUR DIOXIDE EMISSION ALLOWANCES 
Facility budgets — base metal smelting and carbon black sectors 


22. (1) For each facility listed in Table 5, the operator of the Registry shall record in the Registry in accordance with this 
section the amount of the facility’s sulphur dioxide budget for each year. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), the sulphur dioxide budget for a facility listed in Table 5 for a year is the amount set out in 
respect of that facility for that year in Table 5. 


(3) On January | in each year after 2005, the sulphur dioxide budget for a facility listed in Table 5 for every subsequent 
year shall be increased by the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances for which the Director gives notice to the 
operator of the Registry in respect of the facility under subsection 35 (1) or (2) on or before October | of the preceding year. 


(4) On January | of each year after 2005, the sulphur dioxide budget for a facility listed in Table 5 for that year and every 
subsequent year shall be decreased by the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances for which the Director gives 
notice to the operator of the Registry in respect of the facility under section 36 on or before October | of the preceding year. 


Sector budgets — cement, iron and steel and pulp and paper sectors 


23. (1) For each regulated sector listed in Table 6, the operator of the Registry shall record in the Registry in accordance 
with this section the amount of the sector’s sulphur dioxide budget for each year. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), the sulphur dioxide budget for a regulated sector for a year is the amount set out for that 
sector for that year in Table 6. 


(3) On January | in each year after 2005, the sulphur dioxide budget for a regulated sector listed in Table 6 for every 
subsequent year shall be increased by the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances for which the Director gives 
notice to the Operator of the Registry in respect of the facilities in that sector under subsection 35 (1) or (2) on or before 
October | of the preceding year. 


(4) On January | of each year after 2005, the sulphur dioxide budget for a regulated sector listed in Table 6 for that year 
and every subsequent year shall be decreased by the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances for which the 
Director gives notice to the operator of the Registry in respect of the facilities in that sector under section 36 on or before 
October | of the preceding year. 


Facility budgets — base metal smelting and carbon black sector 


24. (1) For each facility in the base metal smelting sector and the carbon black sector that is not listed in Table 5 and in 
respect of which the Director gives notice to the operator of the Registry under subsection 35 (1) or (2), the operator of the 
Registry shall record in the Registry, in accordance with this section, the amount of the facility’s sulphur dioxide budget for 
the year. 
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(2) Subject to subsection (3), the sulphur dioxide budget for a facility referred to in subsection (1) for a year is the amount 
set out in the Director’s first notice given to the operator of the Registry in respect of the facility under subsection 35 (1) or

(3) On January | of each year after the year in which the operator of the Registry first records the sulphur dioxide budget 
of a facility referred to in subsection (1), the sulphur dioxide budget of the facility for every subsequent year shall be 
increased by the total amount sulphur dioxide emission allowances for which the Director gives notice to the operator of the 
Registry in respect of the facility under subsection 35 (1) or (2) on or before October | of the preceding year. 


(4) On January | of each year after the year in which the operator of the Registry first records the sulphur dioxide budget 
of a facility referred to in subsection (1), the sulphur dioxide budget of the facility for that year and every subsequent year 
shall be decreased by the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances for which the Director gives notice to the 
operator of the Registry in respect of the facility under section 36 on or before October | of the preceding year. 


(5) This section does not apply to the sulphur dioxide budget of a replacement facility to which section 25 applies. 
Facility budgets, replacement facility 


25. (1) This section applies to a replacement facility in the base metal smelting sector, the carbon black sector or the 
petroleum sector, if the operator of the Registry previously recorded in the Registry the amount of a sulphur dioxide budget 
in respect of the facility that was located at a replacement facility’s site in accordance with section 22 or 24. 


(2) The operator of the Registry shall record in the Registry, in accordance with this section, in respect of a replacement 
facility to which this section applies, the amount of the replacement facility’s sulphur dioxide budget for each year. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), the sulphur dioxide budget for a replacement facility is, 


(a) the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances for which the Director gave notice to the operator of the 
Registry in respect of the facility that was previously located at the site under subsection 35 (1) or (2) on or before 
October | of the year preceding the year in which that facility ceased production; or 


(b) the sulphur dioxide budget of the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site as of October 1 of the year 
preceding the year in which that facility ceased production, if the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s 
site 1s listed in Table 5. 


(4) On January | of each year after the year in which the operator of the Registry first records the sulphur dioxide budget 
of a replacement facility, the sulphur dioxide budget of the replacement facility for every subsequent year shall be increased 
by the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances for which the Director gives notice to the operator of the Registry 
in respect of the replacement facility under subsection 35 (1) or (2) on or before October | of the preceding year. 


(5) On January | of each year after the year in which the operator of the Registry first records the sulphur dioxide budget 
of a replacement facility, the sulphur dioxide budget of the replacement facility for that year and every subsequent year shall 
be decreased by the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances for which the Director gives notice to the operator 
of the Registry in respect of the replacement facility under section 36 on or before October | of the preceding year. 


Annual amount of new source set asides, sulphur dioxide 


26. (1) The operator of the Registry shall record in the Registry in accordance with this section the amount of the sulphur 
dioxide new source set aside for each year. 


(2) Subject to subsections (3) and (5), the sulphur dioxide new source set aside for a year shall be the amount set out in 
Table 7. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), on January | of each year after 2005, the sulphur dioxide new source set aside for every 
subsequent year shall be reduced by the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances for which the Director gives 
notice to the operator of the Registry under subsection 35 (1) or (2) on or before October | of the preceding year. 


(4) The sulphur dioxide new source set aside shall not be reduced to an amount that is less than zero. 


(5) On January 1 of each year after 2005, the sulphur dioxide new source set aside for that year and every subsequent year 
shall be increased by the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances determined by the Director under section 28 or 
36 to be moved to the sulphur dioxide new source set aside as of that day.

27. (1) The owner of a facility listed in Table 8 may apply to the Director for sulphur dioxide emission allowances in 
respect of the facility for any year after 2005. 


(2) The owner of a replacement facility located on a site where a facility listed in Table 8 was located may apply to the 
Director for sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the facility for any year after 2006. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), the owner of facility that is in the petroleum sector that is not listed in Table 8 may apply to 
the Director for sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the facility for any year after 2006, if sulphur dioxide 
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emission allowances have previously been acquired as a result of an application made under section 30 or 34 in respect of the 
facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site. 


(4) Subsection (3) does not apply to a replacement facility located on a site where a facility in the petroleum sector listed 
in Table 9 was located. 


(5) An application under this section must be made not later than June | in the year preceding the year for which the 
allowances are applied for. 


(6) For each facility for which an application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances for 2006 is made in accordance with 
this section, the Director shall determine the following amount:

A= the amount of the sulphur dioxide emission allowances set out in respect of the facility for 2006 in Table 8, 


C= one-third of the total of the amounts of any sulphur dioxide reported under paragraph 2 of subsection 6 (4) in respect 
of the facility. 


(7) For each facility for which an application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances for 2007 or 2008 is made in 
accordance with this section, the Director shall determine the following amount: 


A+B-C 
where, 


A= the amount of the sulphur dioxide emission allowances set out in Table 8 in respect of the facility or the facility that 
was located at the replacement facility’s site, as the case may be, for the year for which the emission allowances are 
applied for, 


B= the total amount of any sulphur dioxide emission allowances that the owner of the facility or the facility that was 
located at the replacement facility’s site acquired in respect of the facility or the facility that was located at the 
replacement facility’s site under section 35 in any previous year, 


C= one-third of the total sum of the amounts of any sulphur dioxide reported under paragraph 2 of subsection 6 (4) in 
respect of the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site, as the case may be. 


(8) For each facility for which an application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances for any year after 2008 is made in 
accordance with this section, the Director shall determine the following amount:

E= the amount of any sulphur dioxide emission allowances that the Director has determined under subsection 36 (3) or 
(5), as the case may be, in respect of the facility or the facility that was located at a replacement facility’s site in the 
year in which an application is made under this section or in any previous year. 


(9) If the amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances determined under subsection (7) or (8), as the case may be, is 
less than zero, the amount shall be adjusted to zero. 


(10) The Director shall send written notice of the amount determined, subject to subsection (9), in respect of each facility 
under subsection (6), (7) or (8), as the case may be, to the owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later 
than October | in the year preceding the year for which the emission allowances are applied for. 


(11) On January 1 of the year for which the emission allowances are applied for, the owner of the facility shall be deemed 
to have acquired the sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the facility in the amount determined, subject to 
subsection (9), for the facility under subsection (6), (7) or (8), as the case may be.

the facility’s historical facility production in each of the two years preceding the year in which the application is made,

A= the amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances set out in Table 8 in respect of the facility or the facility that 
was located at the replacement facility’s site, as the case may be, for the year for which the emission allowances 
are applied for,

located at the replacement facility’s site acquired in respect of the facility or the facility that was located at the 
replacement facility’s site under section 35. 


If the facility does not produce any regulated product in any period of five consecutive years, 


the facility, shall be deemed not to be listed for the purposes of any subsequent application made under this 
Regulation, including an application made under section 30 or 31; 


no further applications shall be made under subsection 27 (1) in respect of the facility; 


the owner of the facility may in subsequent years make an application under section 30 in respect of the facility, if the 
facility meets the criteria set out in section 30; 


the owner of the facility may in subsequent years make an application under subsection 27 (3) or section 31 in respect 
of the facility, if sulphur dioxide emission allowances have been acquired by the owner of the facility as the result of 
an application under section 30; and 


the amount of the sulphur dioxide emission allowances set out in respect of the facility or the facility that was located 
at the replacement facility’s site in Table 8 for the fifth year of the five-year period, if any, and the amount of sulphur 
dioxide emission allowances that the owner of the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s 
site acquired in respect of the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site under section 35 
in any previous year shall be added to the nitrogen oxides new source set aside in accordance with subsection 26 (4). 


If clause (2) (a) applies with respect to a facility, the Director shall send written notice, 
to the owner of the facility advising that the facility is deemed not to be listed; and 


to the operator of the Registry advising that the facility is deemed not to be listed and setting out the amount of sulphur 
dioxide allowances to be added to the sulphur dioxide allowances new source set aside as of January | of the year 
following the year in which notice is given. 


For the purposes of subsections (1) and (2) if no application is made under section 26 in respect of a facility listed in 


Table 8 or a facility described in subsection 27 (2) or (3) in a year, the deemed production of the facility shall be zero.

For the purpose of this section, if no application has been determined under section 31 in respect of a replacement 


facility, the historical facility production of the replacement facility is equal to the historical facility production of the facility 
that was located on the replacement facility’s site, as determined in accordance with this section. 
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(6) For the purpose of this section and subject to subsection (8), the historical facility production of a facility that is listed 
in Table 8 is the largest amount of regulated product that was produced in 2002, 2003 or 2004 by the facility as reported by 
the owner of the facility under paragraph 3 of subsection 6 (4). 


(7) For the purpose of this section and subject to subsection (8), the historical facility production of a facility that is not 
listed in Table 8 is equal to the value assigned to “B” in subsection 30 (6) in the application made respect of the facility in 
accordance with section 30. 


(8) If a previous application made in respect of the facility under section 31 has been determined, for the purpose of this 
section the historical facility production of the facility is the value assigned to “B” in subsection 31 (4) in the most recently 
determined application made under section 31 in respect of the facility. 


Applications for sulphur dioxide emission allowances 


29. (1) The owner of a facility listed in Table 9 may apply to the Director for sulphur dioxide emission allowances in 
respect of the facility for any year after 2005. 


(2) If the owner of a facility has previously acquired sulphur dioxide emission allowances under section 30 or 34 in 
respect of the facility in the base metal smelting sector, the cement sector, the carbon black sector, the iron and steel sector or 
the pulp and paper sector, the owner may apply to the Director for sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the 
facility in any year after 2006. 


(3) The owner of a replacement facility may apply to the Director for sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of 
the facility for any year after 2006 if, 


(a) the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site was in the petroleum sector and is listed in Table 9 or the 
base metal smelting sector, the cement sector, the carbon black sector, the iron and steel sector or the pulp and paper 
sector; and 


(b) an owner of the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site had acquired sulphur dioxide emission 
allowances in respect of that facility under this section. 


(4) An application made under subsection (1), (2) or (3) shall not include an application for sulphur dioxide emission 
allowances in respect of a modification or increased production of a facility, if the owner of the facility has also made an 
application under section 31 with respect to the modification or increased production of the facility for sulphur dioxide 
emission allowances for the same year. 


(5) If subsection (4) applies, the deemed production of the facility for the purposes of subsection (7) shall be, 


(a) the lesser of the amounts determined by the Director under subsections 4 (2) and (3), if the facility is in the cement 
sector, the iron and steel sector or the pulp and paper sector, or 


(b) the amount determined by the Director under subsection 4 (2), if the facility is in the petroleum sector and is listed in 
Table 9 or is a replacement facility located where a petroleum sector facility listed in Table 9 was located, the base 
metal smelting sector or the carbon black sector. 


(6) An application under this section must be made not later than June | in the year preceding the year for which the 
emission allowances are applied for. 


(7) For each facility for which an application for a sulphur dioxide emission allowances is made in accordance with this 
section, the Director shall determine the following amount: 


AxB-C 
where, 
A = the intensity rate for the facility determined in accordance with subsection (8), 
B= the deemed production of the facility determined in accordance with section 4, 


C= one-third of the total of the amounts of any sulphur dioxide reported under paragraph 2 of subsection 6 (4) in respect 
of the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement site, as the case may be. 


(8) For the purpose of subsection (7), the intensity rate for the facility shall be determined in accordance with the 
following rules: 


1. If the facility is listed in Table 9 and the Director has not determined an intensity rate for the facility pursuant to 
section 32 or the intensity rate has not been applied, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the facility for the year 
for which the emission allowances are applied for, as determined in accordance with Table 9. 


2. Subject to paragraph 5, if the Director has determined an intensity rate for the facility pursuant to section 32, the 
intensity rate is the most recently determined intensity rate for the facility determined under section 32 that has been 
applied in a previous application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances made in respect of the facility. 
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3. If the facility is a replacement facility and paragraph 2 does not apply and the Director has not determined an intensity 
rate for the facility that was previously located at the replacement facility’s site pursuant to section 32 or the intensity 
rate has not been applied, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement 
facility’s site for the year for which emission allowances are applied for, as determined in accordance with Table 9. 


4. Subject to paragraph 5, if the facility is a replacement facility and paragraph 2 does not apply and the Director has 
determined an intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site pursuant to section 32, the 
intensity rate is the most recently determined intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s 
site determined under section 32 that has been applied in a previous application for sulphur dioxide emission 
allowances made in respect of the facility. 


5. Ifthe most recently determined intensity rate for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s 
site is greater than the intensity rate set out in Table 9 for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement 
facility’s site for the year for which emission allowances are applied for, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the 
facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site as determined in accordance with Table 9. 


(9) If the total of all the amounts determined under subsection (7) in respect of applications for sulphur dioxide emission 
allowances for a year for facilities in a regulated sector is less than or equal to the sulphur dioxide budget, calculated in 
accordance with section 23, for the regulated sector for the year for which emission are applied for, 


(a) the Director shall send written notice of the amount determined in respect of each facility in the regulated sector under 
subsection (7) to the owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year 
preceding the year for which emission allowances are applied for; and 


(b) on January 1 of the year for which the emission allowances are applied for, the owner of a facility in the regulated 
sector shall be deemed to have acquired a sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the facility in the amount 
determined for the facility under subsection (7). 


(10) If the total of all the amounts determined under subsection (7) in respect of applications for sulphur dioxide emission 
allowances for a year in respect of facilities in a regulated sector is more than the sulphur dioxide budget for that sector for 
that year, 


(a) the Director shall determine adjusted amounts under subsection (11) in respect of each facility in the regulated sector 
for which an amount was determined under subsection (7); 


(b) the Director shall send written notice of the adjusted amount determined in respect of a facility under subsection (11) 
to the owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year preceding the year 
for which emission allowances are applied for; and 


(c) on January | of the year for which emission allowances are applied for, the owner of a facility shall be deemed to have 
acquired sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the facility in the adjusted amount determined for the 
facility under subsection (11). 

(11) For the purpose of subsection (10), the adjusted amount in respect of a facility in a regulated sector in respect of an 
application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances for a year shall be determined in accordance with the following formula:

(12) If the amount determined under subsection (7) in respect of an application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances 
for a year in respect of a facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 or a replacement facility located on a site where a 
facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located, the base metal smelting sector or the carbon black sector is less 
than or equal to the amount of the facility’s sulphur dioxide budget for that year, 


(a) the Director shall send written notice of the amount determined in respect of the facility under subsection (7) to the 
owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year preceding the year for 
which emission allowances are applied for; and 


(b) on January | of the year for which emission allowances are applied for, the owner of the facility shall be deemed to 
have acquired sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the facility in the amount determined in respect of the 
facility under subsection (7). 


(13) If the amount determined under subsection (7) in respect of an application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances 
for a year in respect of a facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 or a replacement facility located on a site where a 
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facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located, the base metal smelting sector or the carbon black sector is more 
than the amount of the facility’s sulphur dioxide budget for that year, 


(a) the amount determined under subsection (7) in respect of the facility shall be reduced to an amount equal to the 
facility’s sulphur dioxide budget calculated in accordance with section 22, 24 or 25, as the case may be, for that year; 


(b) the Director shall send written notice of the adjusted amount determined in respect of the facility under clause (a) to 
the owner of the facility and the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year preceding the year for 
which the emission allowances are applied for; and 


(c) on January | of the year for which emission allowances are applied for, the owner of a facility shall be deemed to have 
acquired sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the facility in the adjusted amount determined for the 
facility under clause (a). 


New facilities, initial applications — sulphur dioxide 


30. (1) The owner of a facility that is described in subsection (2) and that is not listed in Table 8 or 9 or is deemed not be 
listed in Table 8 may apply to the Director for sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the facility for any year after 
2005 if, 


(a) the owner of the facility has applied under section 32 for a determination of the intensity rate that is to be applied to 
the facility; 


(b) the application under section 32 was made not more than three years before the date of the application made under this 
section; and 


(c) sulphur dioxide emission allowances have not previously been acquired under this section in respect of the facility. 


(2) This section applies in the following regulated sectors to facilities that first produced a regulated product after January 
1, 2005 and that meet the criteria described for each sector: 


1. In the cement sector, a facility that has the capacity to produce more than 100,000 tonnes of clinker per year and that 
will emit more than 100 tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the year for which emission allowances are applied for. 


2. In the iron and steel sector, a facility that has the capacity to ship more than 100,000 tonnes of steel per year and that 
will emit more than 100 tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the year for which emission allowances are applied for. 


3. In the petroleum sector, a facility that has the capacity to refine more than 50,000 barrels of oil per day or process 
more than 20,000 barrels of petroleum feedstock per day to produce lubricating oils and greases and that will emit 
more than 100 tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the year for which emission allowances are applied for. 


4. In the pulp and paper sector, a facility that has the capacity to produce more than 100,000 air dried tonnes of pulp per 
year and that will emit more than 100 tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the year for which emission allowances are applied 
for. 


5. In the base metal smelting sector, a facility that has the capacity to produce more than 1,000 tonnes of copper and 
nickel contained in matte per year and that will emit more than 5,000 tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the year for which 
emission allowances are applied for. 


6. In the carbon black sector, a facility that has the capacity to produce more than 25,000 tonnes of carbon black per year 
and will emit more than 100 tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the year for which emission allowances are applied for. 


(3) This section does not apply to a replacement facility. 


(4) An application under this section must be made not later than June | in the year preceding the year for which emission 
allowances are applied for. 


(5) An application may be made under this section by the owner of a facility that has not yet begun to produce a regulated 
product. 


(6) For each facility for which an application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances is made in accordance with this 
section, the Director shall determine the following amount: 


AxB 
where, 
A = the intensity rate determined by the Director in accordance with section 32 for the facility, 


B= the average annual production that the owner of the facility estimates, or is deemed to estimate, in accordance with 
subsection 6 (2) will be produced by the facility. 


(7) For each facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 or a replacement facility located on a site where a facility in 
the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located, the base metal smelting sector, the carbon black sector, the iron and steel 
sector or the pulp and paper sector for which an application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances is made in accordance 
with this section, the Director shall determine the following amount: 
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AxC 
where, 
A = the intensity rate determined by the Director in accordance with section 32 for the facility, 
C= the deemed production determined under section 4 with respect to the facility. 


(8) A facility to which clause 28 (2) (a) applies shall be deemed not to have produced a regulated product on or before 
January 1, 2005. 


Applications for facilities that expand or increase production — sulphur dioxide 


31. (1) The owner of a facility that is listed in Table 8 or 9, that is a replacement facility or that is a facility in respect of 
which allowances have been acquired under section 30 may apply to the Director for sulphur dioxide emission allowances in 
respect of the facility for any year after 2005 if, 


(a) the owner of the facility estimates, 


(i) that the deemed production of the facility in the year for which the allowances are applied for will be at least 20 
per cent greater than the historical facility production of the facility or the facility that was located at the 
replacement facility’s site, or 


(ii) that the average annual production of the facility will be at least 20 per cent greater than the historical production 
of the facility as a result of a modification to a process or equipment at the facility; 


(b) the owner of the facility has applied under section 32 for a determination of the intensity rate that is to be applied to 
the facility; 


(c) the application under section 32 was made not more than three years before the date of the application made under this 
section; and 

(d) sulphur dioxide emission allowances have not previously been acquired under this section for the facility in respect of 
the modification or increased production of the facility. 


(2) An application under this section must be made not later than June | in the year preceding the year for which emission 
allowances are applied for. 


(3) An application may be made under this section by the owner of a facility that has not begun to produce a regulated 
product with the expanded portion of the facility. 


(4) For each facility for which an application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances is made in accordance with this 
section, the Director shall determine the following amount: 


A x (B-C) 
where, 


A= the lesser of the intensity rate determined by the Director in accordance with section 32 for the facility and the 
intensity rate, if any, for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site for the year for 
which emission allowances are applied for, as determined in accordance with Table 9, 


B= the average annual production that the owner of the facility estimates, or is deemed to estimate, in accordance with 
subsection 6 (2) will be produced by the facility, 


C= the facility’s historical facility production. 


(5) For each facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 or a replacement facility located on a site where a facility in 
the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located, the base metal smelting sector, the cement sector, the carbon black sector, 
the iron and steel sector or the pulp and paper sector for which an application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances is 
made in accordance with this section, the Director shall determine the following amount: 


A x (D-E) 
where, 
A = the intensity rate determined by the Director in accordance with section 32 for the facility, 
D = the deemed production determined in respect of the facility under subsection 4 (5), 
E = the lesser of the amounts of deemed production determined in respect of the facility under subsections 4 (2) and (3). 


(6) If there has been no previous application determined under this section in respect of a replacement facility, for the 
purpose of this section the historical facility production of the replacement facility is equal to the historical facility production 
of the facility that was located on the replacement facility’s site, as determined in accordance with this section. 
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(7) For the purpose of this section and subject to subsection (9), the historical facility production of a facility that is listed 
in Table 8 or 9 is the largest amount of regulated product that was produced in 2002, 2003 or 2004 by the facility as reported 
by the owner under paragraph 3 of subsection 6 (4). 


(8) For the purpose of this section and subject to subsection (9), the historical facility production of a facility that is not 
listed in Table 8 or 9 is equal to the value assigned to “B” in subsection 30 (6) in the application previously made under 
section 30 in respect of the facility. 


(9) For the purpose of this section, if an application with respect to a facility has been previously determined under this 
section, the historical facility production of the facility is equal to the value assigned to “B” in subsection (4) in the most 
recently determined application made under this section in respect of the facility. 


Determination of intensity rate: new and expanded facilities 


32. (1) The owner of a facility to which section 30 or 31 applies shall apply to the Director for an approval of a proposed 
intensity rate that is to be applied to the expanded, new or replacement facility, as the case may be. 


(2) The intensity rate proposed by the owner of the facility shall be based upon the following formula:

where, 
A= amount of emissions reported in accordance with paragraph 7 of subsection (5) and subsection (7), 


B= the average annual production that the owner of the facility estimates, or is deemed to have estimated, in accordance 
with subsection 6 (2). 


(3) An application under this section must be made not later than January | in the year preceding the year for which 
sulphur dioxide emission allowances are applied for in respect of the facility. 


(4) The application shall include an evaluation of each new or modified process in the facility that includes any new or 
modified piece of equipment that has a heat input of 1,000,000 BTUs per hour or greater, 


(a) that has or will result in an increase in the average annual production of the facility; 


(b) that has been made since the later of the day this Regulation comes into force and the day of the last application made 
under this section in respect of the facility; and 


(c) that produces sulphur dioxide emissions. 

(5) The evaluation shall include the following steps for each new or modified process and piece of equipment: 
. Identification of sulphur dioxide control technologies available when the modification was made. 

. Elimination of technologies not used at comparable facilities. 

. Elimination of technically infeasible control technologies. 

Ranking of technically feasible control technologies by sulphur dioxide emission reduction effectiveness. 
Evaluating control costs. 


Selection of best available control technology economically achievable. 


ND wR WN > 


Estimate the amount of sulphur dioxide emissions that will be emitted annually from the equipment and process if the 
selected control technology is installed. 


(6) For the purpose of paragraph 6 of subsection (5), a control technology may be selected as a best available control 
technology economically achievable if the percentage reduction of sulphur dioxide emissions achieved by the control 
technology is within 15 per cent of the reduction of sulphur dioxide emissions achieved by the control technology with the 
greatest percent sulphur dioxide emission reduction identified in the evaluation. 


(7) The owner of the facility shall identify in the application any source of sulphur dioxide emissions at the facility not 
included in the evaluation prepared under subsection (5) and shall estimate the amount of emissions that will be emitted from 
the source in a calendar year. 


(8) The evaluation shall be certified as being complete, accurate and completed in accordance with this Regulation by a 
person who, 


(a) holds a licence or temporary licence issued under the Professional Engineers Act to engage in the practice of 
professional engineering, other than a limited licence issued under that Act; and 


(b) is not an employee of the facility or of the owner of the facility. 


(9) The Director shall, not later than 90 days after the day on which the application under this section is made and subject 
to subsection (12), notify the owner of the facility in writing that he or she accepts the proposed intensity rate for the facility 
or does not accept the proposed intensity rate for the facility. 
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(10) A decision of the Director in respect of an application made under this section is not invalid solely because the 
decision is not made within the time prescribed by subsection (9). 


(11) If the Director does not accept the proposed intensity rate for the facility, the written notice of his or her 
determination shall specify the reasons the proposed intensity rate was not accepted and shall set out the intensity rate for the 
facility as determined by the Director. 


(12) If an intensity rate for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site is set out in Table 9 
or the facility is in the base metal smelting sector, the cement sector, the carbon black sector, the iron and steel sector or the 
pulp and paper sector and an intensity rate has previously been determined for the facility or the facility that was located at 
the replacement facility’s site under this section, subject to subsection (13), the Director shall determine the intensity rate for 
the facility in accordance with the following formula in an application to which section 30 or subsection 31 (1) applies: 


A x (B+C)+Dx (C—B)+C) 
where, 
A = the intensity rate for the facility determined in accordance with subsection (13), 
B= the facility’s historical facility production, 


C= the average annual production that the owner of the facility estimates, or is deemed to estimate, in accordance with 
subsection 6 (2) will be produced by the facility, 


D = the intensity rate determined for the facility in the current application under subsection (9). 


(13) For the purpose of subsection (12), the intensity rate for the facility shall be determined in accordance with the 
following rules: 


1. If the facility is listed in Table 9 and the Director has not determined an intensity rate for the facility pursuant to this 
section or the intensity rate has not been applied, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the facility for the year for 
which the emission allowances is applied for, as determined in accordance with Table 9. 


2. Subject to paragraph 5, if the Director has determined an intensity rate for the facility pursuant to section 32, the 
intensity rate is the most recently determined intensity rate for the facility determined under this section that has been 
applied in a previous application for sulphur dioxide emission allowances made in respect of the facility. 


3. If the facility is a replacement facility and paragraph 2 does not apply and the Director has not determined an intensity 
rate for the facility that was previously located at the replacement facility’s site pursuant to this section or the intensity 
rate has not been applied, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement 
facility’s site for the year for which emission allowances are applied for, as determined in accordance with Table 9. 


4. Subject to paragraph 5, if the facility is a replacement facility and paragraph 2 does not apply and the Director has 
determined an intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site pursuant to this section, 
the intensity rate is the most recently determined intensity rate for the facility that was located at the replacement 
facility’s site determined under this section that has been applied in a previous application for sulphur dioxide 
emission allowances made in respect of the facility. 


5. If the most recently determined intensity rate for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s 
site is greater than the intensity rate set out in Table 9 for the facility or the facility that was located at the replacement 
facility’s site for the year for which emission allowances are applied for, the intensity rate is the intensity rate for the 
facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site as determined in accordance with Table 9. 


(14) For the purpose of subsection (12), if there has been no previous application determined under this section in respect 
of the replacement facility, the historical facility production of a replacement facility is equal to the historical facility 
production of the facility that was located on the replacement facility’s site, as determined in accordance with this section. 


(15) For the purpose of subsection (12), if the facility or the facility that was located on the replacement facility’s site is 
listed in Table 9 and no previous application has been determined under this section in respect of that facility, the facility’s 
historical facility production is the largest amount of regulated product that was produced in 2002, 2003 or 2004 by the 
facility or the facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site, as the case may be, as reported by the owner under 
paragraph 3 of subsection 6 (4). 


(16) For the purpose of subsection (12), if a previous application has been determined under this section in respect of the 
facility that was located at the replacement facility’s site, the historical facility production of the facility that was located at 
the replacement facility’s site is the average annual production that the owner of the facility that was located at the 
replacement facility’s site is equal to the value assigned to “C” in subsection (12) in the most recently determined application 
made under this section in respect of the facility. 


(17) For the purpose of subsection (12), if a previous application has been determined under this section in respect of the 
facility, the facility’s historical facility production is equal to the value assigned to “C” in subsection (12) in the most recently 
determined application made under this section in respect of the facility. 
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(18) For the purpose of subsection (4), each process and piece of equipment in a replacement facility to which subclause 
31 (1) (a) (i) applies shall be deemed to be new. 


(19) For the purpose of paragraph 2 of subsection (5), a facility is comparable to another facility if the facilities produce 
the same type of regulated product and sell in the same market, despite differences in the sizes of the facilities or in their 
ages. 


Reconsideration of determination of intensity rate 


33. (1) The owner of a facility may, within 15 days after,he or she receives notice of the Director’s determination under 
subsection 32 (9), apply to the Director for reconsideration of the determination. 


(2) If an application is made for reconsideration of a determination, the Director shall, within 15 days after he or she 
receives the application, 


(a) make a decision on the application; and 
(b) send written notice of his or her determination to the owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry. 
Application for an adjustment — sulphur dioxide 


34. (1) The owner of a facility may apply under this section for sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the 
facility for any year after 2007 if, 


(a) the owner of the facility previously applied for sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the facility under 
section 30 or 31; and 


(b) the amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances added to the budget of the facility or the budget of the facility’s 
sector or acquired by the owner of the facility if the facility is in the petroleum sector but is not listed in Table 9 and is 
not a replacement facility located on a site where a facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located as a 
result of the previous application under section 30 or 32 was less than the amount calculated with respect to the facility 
under subsection 30 (6) or 31 (4), as the case may be, because of an adjustment determined by the Director under 
subsection 35 (2). 


(2) An application under this section must be made not later than June | in the year preceding the year for which the 
sulphur dioxide emission allowances are applied for. 


(3) For each facility for which an application is made under this section, the Director shall determine the following 
amount: 


A-BtC 


= the amount determined under subsection 30 (6) or 31 (4), as the case may be, in respect of the facility, 


= the adjusted amount determined on the previous application under subsection 30 or 31 in accordance with subsection 
35 (2) in respect of the budget of the facility or the budget of the facility’s sector, as the case may be, 


C= the total of all amounts of sulphur dioxide emission allowances previously acquired in respect of the facility as the 
result of an application made under this section. 


First application for new or expanded facilities — sulphur dioxide 


35. (1) If the total of all the amounts determined under subsections 30 (6), 31 (4) and 34 (3) in respect of applications for 
sulphur dioxide emission allowances for a year is less than or equal to the amount of the sulphur dioxide new source set aside 
for that year, the Director shall send written notice of the amount determined in respect of each facility under subsections 30 
(6), 31 (4) and 34 (3) to the owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year 
preceding the year for which emission allowances are applied for. 


(2) If the total of all the amounts determined under subsections 30 (6), 31 (4) and 34 (3) in respect of applications for 
sulphur dioxide emission allowances for a year is more than the amount of the sulphur dioxide new source set aside for that 
year, 


(a) the Director shall determine adjusted amounts under subsections (3) and (4) in respect of each facility in respect of 
which an amount was determined under subsection 30 (6), 31 (4) or 34 (3); and 


(b) the Director shall send written notice of the adjusted amount determined in respect of a facility under clause (a) to the 
owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year preceding the year for 
which emission allowances are applied for. 


(3) For the purpose of subsection (2), the adjusted amount in respect of a facility in respect of applications made under 
section 34 for sulphur dioxide emission allowances for a year shall be the lesser of the amount determined under subsection 
34 (3) in respect of the facility and the amount determined in accordance with the following formula: 
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AxB+C 
where, 
A= the amount determined in respect of the facility under subsection 34 (3), 
B= the sulphur dioxide new source set aside for the year for which sulphur dioxide emission allowances are applied for, 
C = the total of all the amounts determined under subsection 34 (3) in respect of all facilities. 


(4) For the purpose of subsection (2), the adjusted amount for a facility in respect of applications made in accordance with 
section 30 or 31 for sulphur dioxide emission allowances for a year shall be determined in accordance with the following 
formula: 


A x ((B—C) =D) 
where, 
A= the amount determined for the facility under subsection 30 (6) or 31 (4), as the case may be, 
B= the sulphur dioxide new source set aside for the year for which sulphur dioxide emission allowances are applied for, 
C= the total adjusted amounts determined under subsection (3), 
D = the total of all the amounts determined under subsections 30 (6) and 31 (4) for all facilities. 


(5) If the total of all the amounts determined under subsections 30 (6) and 31 (4), in respect of facilities in the petroleum 
sector, except a facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 or a replacement facility located on a site where a facility in 
the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located, and subsections 30 (7), 31 (5) and 34 (3) in respect of applications for 
sulphur dioxide emission allowances for a year is less than or equal to the amount of the sulphur dioxide new source set aside 
for that year, 


(a) the Director shall send written notice of the amount determined for each facility under subsections 30 (6) and 31 (4), in 
respect of a facility in the petroleum sector, except a facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 or a replacement 
facility located on a site where a facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located, and subsections 30 (7), 
31 (5) and 34 (3) to the owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October 1| in the year 
preceding the year for which the sulphur dioxide emission allowances are applied for; and 


(b) on January | of the year for which the sulphur dioxide emission allowances are applied for, the owner of a facility 
shall be deemed to have acquired sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the facility in the amount 
determined for the facility under subsection 30 (6) or 31 (4), in respect of a facility in the petroleum sector except a 
facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 or a replacement facility located on a site where a facility in the 
petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located, or subsection 30 (7), 31 (5) or 34 (3), as the case may be. 


(6) If the total of all the amounts determined under subsections 30 (6) and 31 (4), in respect of facilities in the petroleum 
sector, except a facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 or a replacement facility located on a site where a facility in 
the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located, and subsections 30 (7), 31 (5) and 34 (3) with respect to applications for 
sulphur dioxide emission allowances for a year is more than the amount of the sulphur dioxide new source set aside for that 
year, 


(a) the Director shall determine adjusted amounts under subsections (7) and (8) in respect of each facility for which an 
amount was determined under subsection 30 (6) or 31 (4), in respect of a facility in the petroleum sector, except a 
facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 or a replacement facility located on a site where a facility in the 
petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located, or subsection 30 (7), 31 (5) or 34 (3); 


(b) the Director shall send written notice of the adjusted amount determined in respect of a facility under clause (a) to the 
owner of the facility and to the operator of the Registry not later than October | in the year preceding the year for 
which emission allowances are applied for; and 


(c) on January | of the year for which the emission allowances are applied for, the owner of a facility shall be deemed to 
have acquired sulphur dioxide emission allowances in respect of the facility in the adjusted amount determined for the 
facility under clause (a) in respect of the facility. 


(7) For the purpose of subsection (6), the adjusted amount in respect of a facility in respect of applications made under 
section 34 for sulphur dioxide emission allowances for a year shall be the lesser of the amount determined under subsection 
34 (3) in respect of the facility and the amount determined in accordance with the following formula: 


AxB=+C 
where, 
A= the amount determined in respect of the facility under subsection 34 (3), 
B= the sulphur dioxide new source set aside for the year for which sulphur dioxide emission allowances are applied for, 


C= the total of all the amounts determined under subsection 34 (3) in respect of all facilities. 
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(8) For the purpose of subsection (6), the adjusted amount for a facility in respect of applications made in accordance with 
section 30 or 31 for sulphur dioxide emission allowances for a year shall be determined in accordance wiih the following 
formula: 


A x ((B-C)+D) 
where, 


A= the amount determined for the facility under subsection 30 (6) or 31 (4), in respect of a facility in the petroleum sector, 
except a facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 or a replacement facility located on a site where a facility in 
the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located, or subsection 30 (7) or 31 (5), as the case may be, 


B = the sulphur dioxide new source set aside for the year for which sulphur dioxide emission allowances are applied for, 
C= the total adjusted amounts determined under subsection (7), 


D = the total of all the amounts determined under subsections 30 (6) and 31 (4), in respect of a facility in the petroleum 
sector except a facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 or a replacement facility located on a site where a 
facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 9 was located and subsections 30 (7) and 31 (4) for all facilities. 


Adjustments to sulphur dioxide emission allowances 


36. (1) On or before October | of the fifth year after the year in which the Director gives notice to the operator of the 
Registry in respect of a facility under subsection 35 (1) or (2), the Director shall determine in accordance with this section 
whether an adjustment to the amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances set out in the notice is required. 


(2) If the notice given under subsection 35 (1) or (2) was given as a result of an application made under section 30, an 
adjustment shall be made if the Director determines that the quotient of the following calculation is less than .75: 


A=B 
where, 


A = the largest amount of regulated product that was produced by the facility in any one year of the four years immediately 
after the year in which notice was given in respect of the facility to the operator of the Registry under subsection 35 (1) 
or (2), as the case may be,

(3) If the number determined in accordance with subsection (2) is less than .75, the Director shall determine the following:

(6) If an amount is determined under subsection (3) or (5), on or before October | of the year in which the determination is 
made the Director shall send written notice to, 
(a) the owner of the facility of the amount that was determined under subsection (3) or (5); and 


(b) to the operator of the Registry of the amount that was determined under subsection (3) or (5) and directing that sulphur 
dioxide emission allowances in an amount equal to the amount of the determination, 


(1) be added to the sulphur dioxide new source set aside as of January | of the year after the year in which the notice 
is given, and 

(11) be removed from the facility’s sulphur dioxide sector budget or the facility’s sulphur dioxide budget, as the case 
may be, if the facility is in the base metal smelting sector, carbon black sector, cement sector, iron and steel 


sector or pulp and paper sector or is a facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 5 or is a replacement facility 
located at a site where a facility in the petroleum sector listed in Table 5 was located. 


(7) For the purpose of this section, if an owner of the facility does not provide the data on the total amount of regulated 
product that was produced by the facility in any one of the four years preceding the year in which the Director makes a 
determination under this section, either in accordance with subsection 6 (1) or in response to a request by the Director under 
this section for the data, the amount of regulated product produced by the facility for that year shall be deemed to be zero. 

OBLIGATION TO BALANCE EMISSIONS WITH ALLOWANCES AND CREDITS 
Application to retire nitrogen oxides emission allowances and credits 

37. (1) This section applies to a facility for a year if the facility is listed in a table to this Regulation or the facility did not 

produce a regulated product before January 1, 2005 and, 


(a) nitrogen oxide emission allowances were acquired by any person in respect of the facility on January | of the previous 
year under this Regulation; 


(b) the facility produced a regulated product in the previous year and the facility is listed in a table to this Regulation; or 


(c) the facility produced a regulated product in the previous year and the facility did not produce a regulated product 
before January 1, 2005 and the facility is, 


(i) in the cement sector and has the capacity to produce more than 100,000 tonnes of clinker per year and emitted 
more than 100 tonnes of nitrogen oxides in the previous year, 


(11) in the flat glass sector and has the capacity to produce more than 50,000 tonnes of flat glass per year and emitted 
more than 100 tonnes of nitrogen oxides in the previous year, 


(iii) in the iron and steel sector and has the capacity to ship more than 100,000 tonnes of steel per year and emitted 
more than 100 tonnes of nitrogen oxides in the previous year, 


(iv) in the petroleum sector and has the capacity to refine more than 50,000 barrels of crude oil per day or process 
more than 20,000 barrels of petroleum feedstock per day to produce lubricating oils and greases and emitted more 
than 100 tonnes of nitrogen oxides in the previous year, or 


(v) in the pulp and paper sector and has the capacity to produce more than 100,000 air dried tonnes of pulp per year 
and emitted more than 100 tonnes of nitrogen oxides in the previous year. 


(2) A facility to which clause 13 (2) (a) applies shall be deemed not to have produced regulated product on or before 
January 1, 2005S. 


(3) Not later than March 31 in each year after 2006, the owner of a facility to which this section applies for the year shall 
apply to the Director for approval to retire nitrogen oxides emission allowances for the purpose of subsection (5). 


(4) An application under subsection (3) may also include an application for approval to retire nitric oxide emission 
allowances, nitric oxide emission reduction credits and nitrogen oxides emission reduction credits for the purpose of 
subsection (5). 


(5) For each year after 2006, the owner of a facility to which this section applies shall, not later than June | of the year, 
ensure that the following statement 1s true: 


A+(Bx0.9)> C 
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where, 


A = the total amount of nitrogen oxides emission allowances and nitric oxide emission allowances that are retired for the 
purpose of this subsection with the approval of the Director, 


B= the total amount of nitrogen oxides emission reduction credits and nitric oxide emission reduction credits that are 
retired for the purpose of this subsection with the approval of the Director, 


C = the amount of nitrogen oxides that the owner of the facility reported in accordance with subsection 45 (5) were emitted 
from the facility in the previous year. 


(6) For the purpose of subsection (5), 


(a) a nitric oxide emission allowance acquired under Ontario Regulation 397/01 (Emissions Trading) made under the Act 
is equivalent to 1.53 of a nitrogen oxides emission allowance; and 


(b 


— 


a nitric oxide emission reduction credit created in accordance with the Ontario Emissions Trading Code is equivalent 
to 1.53 of a nitrogen oxides emission reduction credit. 


Application to retire sulphur dioxide emission allowances and credits 


38. (1) This section applies to a facility for a year if the facility is listed in a table to this Regulation or the facility did not 
produce a regulated product before January 1, 2005 and, 


(a) sulphur dioxide emission allowances were acquired by any person in respect of the facility on January | of the 
previous year under this Regulation; 


(b) the facility produced a regulated product in the previous year and the facility is listed in a table to this Regulation; or 


(c) the facility produced a regulated product in the previous year and the facility did not produce a regulated product 
before January 1, 2005 and the facility is, 


(i) in the cement sector and has the capacity to produce more than 100,000 tonnes of clinker per year and emitted 
more than 100 tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the previous year, 


(ii) in the base metal smelting sector and has the capacity to produce more than 1,000 tonnes of nickel and copper 
contained in matte per year and emitted more than 5,000 tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the previous year, 


(iii) in the iron and steel sector and has the capacity to ship more than 100,000 tonnes of steel per year and emitted 
more than 100 tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the previous year, 


(iv) in the petroleum sector and has the capacity to refine more than 50,000 barrels of oil per day or process more that 
20,000 barrels of petroleum feedstock per day to produce lubricating oils and greases and emitted more than 100 
tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the previous year, 


(v) in the pulp and paper sector and has the capacity to produce more than 100,000 air dried tonnes of pulp per year 
and that emitted more than 100 tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the previous year, or 


(vi) in the carbon black sector and has the capacity to produce more than 25,000 tonnes of carbon black per year and 
emitted more than 100 tonnes of sulphur dioxide in the previous year. 


(2) A facility to which clause 28 (2) (a) applies shall be deemed not to have produced regulated product on or before 
January 1, 2005. 


(3) Not later than March 31 in each year after 2006, the owner of a facility to which this section applies for the year shall 
apply to the Director for approval to retire sulphur dioxide emission allowances for the purpose of subsection (5). 


(4) An application under subsection (3) may also include an application for approval to retire sulphur dioxide emission 
reduction credits for the purpose of subsection (5). 


(5) For each year after 2006, the owner of a facility to which this section applies shall, not later than June | of the year, 
ensure that the following statement is true: 


AaB Xx 0,9) 22C 
where, 


A= the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances that are retired for the purpose of this subsection with the 
approval of the Director, 


B= the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission reduction credits that are retired for the purpose of this subsection with 
the approval of the Director, 


C= the amount of sulphur dioxide that the owner of the facility reported under subsection 46 (5) were emitted from the 
facility in the previous year. 
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Approval of application to retire emission allowances or reduction credits 


39. (1) If an application for approval to retire emission allowances or emission reduction credits is made to the Director 
under section 37 or 38, the Director shall approve or refuse to approve within 30 days after he or she receives the application. 


(2) If the Director refuses to approve the application, the applicant may, within 15 days after he or she receives notice of 
the Director’s decision, apply to the Director, 


(a) for reconsideration of the Director’s decision; or 
(b) for approval to retire other emission allowances or emission reduction credits. 


(3) If an application is made under subsection (2), the Director shall make a decision on the application within 15 days 
after he or she receives the application. 


Grounds for refusing approval 
40. (1) The Director may refuse to approve an application to retire emission allowances if, 
(a) the applicant is not shown as the holder of the allowances on the Registry; 
(b) the Director is not satisfied that the allowances are held by the applicant; or 
(c) retirement of the allowances is not permitted by this Regulation. 
(2) The Director may refuse to approve an application to retire emission reduction credits if, 
(a) the applicant is not shown as the holder of the credits on the Registry; 
(b) the Director is not satisfied that the credits are held by the applicant; or 
(c) retirement of the credits is not permitted by this Regulation. 
Information for Registry 


41. (1) A person who makes an application to the Director under section 37, 38 or 39 shall give written notice of the 
application to the operator of the Registry. 


(2) The Director shall give written notice of a decision on an application under section 37, 38 or 39 to the applicant and to 
the operator of the Registry and, if the Director has approved the retirement of emission allowances or emission reduction 
credits, the operator shall amend the Registry to indicate that the retired allowances or credits no longer exist. 


LIMITS ON RETIREMENT OF EMISSION ALLOWANCES 
Limits on retirement of emission allowances 


42. The owner of a facility may not retire emission allowances in a year for the purpose of subsection 37 (5) or 38 (5), if 
the allowances were acquired by a person under section 12, 14, 20, 27, 29 or 35 on January | of that year. 


LIMITS ON RETIREMENT OF EMISSION REDUCTION CREDITS 
Ratio of credits to allowances limits 


43. (1) The owner of a facility may not retire an amount of nitrogen oxides emission reduction credits or nitric oxide 
emission reduction credits in a year for the purpose of subsection 37 (5) unless the following statement is true: 


A x 0.9 = B x.0.33 
where,

(2) The owner of a facility may not retire an amount of sulphur dioxide emission reduction credits in a year for the 
purpose of subsection 38 (5) unless the following statement is true:

A= the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission reduction credits that are retired in the year for the purpose of subsection 
38 (5), 


B= the total amount of sulphur dioxide emission allowances that are retired in the year for the purpose of subsection 38

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Limit on nitrogen oxides non-smog season credits 


44. The owner of a facility may retire nitrogen oxides non-smog season emission reduction credits and nitric oxide non- 
smog season emission reduction credits for a year for the purpose of subsection 37 (5) only if the following statement is true:

A= the amount of nitrogen oxides emitted from the facility in the smog season in the year, 
B= the amount of nitrogen oxides emitted from the facility in the non-smog season in the year,

emission reduction credits retired by the owner for the year for the purpose of subsection 37 (5). 
MONITORING AND REPORTING 
Nitrogen oxides monitoring and reporting 

45. (1) This section applies to a facility in a year if, 

(a) the facility is listed in a table to this Regulation and nitrogen oxides emission allowances are to be acquired under this 
Regulation by any person in respect of the facility on January | of the year; or 

(b) section 37 can reasonably be expected to apply to the facility for the next year. 


(2) For the purpose of this section, the owner of a facility to which this section applies shall ensure that emissions of 
nitrogen oxides emitted from the facility during the year are monitored, calculated and reported in accordance with this 
section. 


(3) Despite subsection (2), nitrogen oxides emissions from a generation unit do not have to be monitored, calculated or 
reported under this section, if the facility where the generation unit is located has an electricity generation name plate 
capacity that is greater than 25 megawatts and the facility can reasonably be expected to generate more than 20,000 megawatt 
hours of electricity during the year. 


(4) The owner of a facility to which this section applies shall ensure that emissions of nitrogen oxides from any stationary 
source of emissions emitted from the facility in a year are monitored or calculated using the method reported in accordance 
with paragraph 4 of subsection 6 (4) or such other method as the Director may, by written notice, require be used. 


(5) The owner of a facility to which this section applies shall, not later than March 31 in a year following the year in which 
it applies, submit a report, based on a method used in accordance with subsection (4), to the Director stating, 


(a) the amount of nitrogen oxides emitted from the facility in the smog season in the year, 

(b) the amount of nitrogen oxides emitted from the facility in the non-smog season in the year. 
Sulphur dioxide monitoring and reporting 

46. (1) This section applies to a facility in a year if, 


(a) that facility is listed in a table to this Regulation and sulphur dioxide emission allowances are to be acquired under this 
Regulation by any person in respect of the facility on January | of the year; or 


(b) section 38 can reasonably be expected to apply to the facility for the next year. 


(2) For the purpose of this section, the owner of a facility to which this section applies shall ensure that emissions of 
sulphur dioxide emitted during the year from the facility are monitored, calculated and reported in accordance with this 
section. 


(3) Despite subsection (2), sulphur dioxide emissions from a generation unit do not have to be monitored, calculated or 
reported under this section, if the facility where the generation unit is located has an electricity generation name plate 
capacity that is greater than 25 megawatts and the facility can reasonably be expected to generate more than 20,000 megawatt 
hours of electricity during the year. 


(4) The owner of a facility to which this section applies shall ensure that emissions from any stationary source of 
emissions emitted from a facility in a year are monitored or calculated using the method reported in accordance with 
paragraph 4 of subsection 6 (4) or such other method as the Director may, by written notice, require be used. 


(5) The owner of a facility to which this section applies shall, not later than March 31 in a year following the year in which 
it applies, submit a report, based on a method used in accordance with subsection (4), to the Director stating the amount of 
sulphur dioxide emitted from the facility. 
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Calculation of emissions 
47. If a generation unit produces a useful product other than electricity, the amounts reported under subsections 45 (5) and 
46 (5) shall include the amount determined in accordance with the following formula: 
A+BxC 
where, 


A= the amount of energy used by the generation unit to produce a useful product other than electricity during the smog 
season or non-smog season, as the case may be, 


B= the total amount of energy used by the generation unit to produce electricity and other useful products during the smog 
season or non-smog season, as the case may be, 


C= the total amount of nitrogen oxides or sulphur dioxide, as the case may be, emitted from the generation unit during the 
smog season or non-smog season, as the case may be. 


Monitoring in the cement and base metal smelting sectors 


48. (1) In addition to any other monitoring requirements in this Regulation, the owner of a facility in the cement sector to 
which section 45 applies shall ensure that emissions of nitrogen oxides from any kiln located at the facility are monitored 
during the year with, 


(a) a continuous emissions monitoring system installed and operated in accordance with Report EPS 1/PG/7; or 


(b) a method that, in the opinion of the Director, will provide estimates of nitrogen oxides emissions that are at least as 
accurate as the estimates that would be provided by a continuous emission monitoring system referred to in clause (a). 


(2) In addition to any other monitoring requirements in this Regulation, the owner of a facility to which section 46 applies 
and which is listed in Table 10 shall ensure that emissions of sulphur dioxide from any source set out in Table 10 and located 
at the facility are monitored during the year with, 


(a) a continuous emissions monitoring system installed and operated in accordance with Report EPS 1/PG/7; or 


(b) a method that, in the opinion of the Director, will provide estimates of sulphur dioxide emissions at least as accurate as 
the estimates that would be provided by a continuous emission monitoring system referred to in clause (a). 


(3) The owner of a facility to which this section applies shall ensure that the continuous emission monitoring system that 
is selected meets the design specifications set out in Table | of Report EPS 1/PG/7 and the performance standards set out in 
Table 3 of Report EPS 1/PG/7. 


(4) For the purpose of this section and despite subsection 3.4.1 of Report EPS 1/PG/7, emission data that are missing 
because of a malfunction of the continuous emission monitoring system may be substituted using data derived from operating 
parameter correlations for a period of up to 168 hours for any single episode of malfunctioning. 


(S) The owner of a facility to which this section applies shall, not later than September 1, 2005, notify the Director of, 

(a) whether the emissions of nitrogen oxides from kilns located at the facility will be monitored in accordance with clause 
(1) (a) or (b); 

(b) whether the emissions of sulphur dioxide from kilns located at the facility will be monitored in accordance with clause 
(2) (a) or (b); 

(c) the continuous emission monitoring system selected to monitor emissions of nitrogen oxides, if nitrogen oxides 
emissions are to be monitored in accordance with clause (1) (a); and 


(d) the continuous emission monitoring system selected to monitor emissions of sulphur dioxide if sulphur dioxide 
emissions are to be monitored in accordance with clause (2) (a). 


(6) Ifthe emissions of nitrogen oxides or sulphur dioxide from a facility to which this section applies are monitored with a 
continuous emission monitoring system, the owner of the facility shall, not later than January 1, 2006, submit to the Director 
a report from an independent third party in which the third party certifies that, 


(a) the continuous emission monitoring system meets the performance specifications listed in Table 3 of Report EPS 
1/PG/7; and 

(b) a quality assurance and quality control manual in respect of the continuous emission monitoring system that meets the 
requirements of section 6.1 of Report EPS 1/PG/7 has been developed. 


(7) The owner of a facility to which this section applies shall, not later than March 1, 2007 and March | of each 
subsequent year submit a report to the Director from an independent third party that sets out the results of the evaluation 
conducted in accordance with section 6.4 of Report EPS 1/PG/7. 
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(8) The owner of a facility to which this section applies shall give the Director written notice of any malfunction of the 
continuous emission monitoring system that lasts longer than seven consecutive days not later than the eighth day following 
the start of the system malfunction. 


(9) The owner of a facility to which subsection (3) applies shall give the Director written notice setting out changes made 
to the any part of the continuous emission monitoring system, including to the quality assurance and quality control manual 
as soon as possible after the changes are made. 


(10) Subsection (2) does not apply to the facility listed as “Inco, Sudbury” in Table 10, if the emissions of sulphur dioxide 
from the 381 metre stack and the 193 metre stack located at the facility and referred to in an Order issued to Inco Limited by 
the Director under sections 7, 17, 18 and 124 of the Act on February 12, 2002 are monitored or calculated for the year in 
accordance with a method set out in the Order. 


(11) Subsection (2) does not apply to the facility listed as “Falconbridge, Sudbury” in Table 10, if the emissions of sulphur 
dioxide from the 93 metre stack located at the facility and referred to in an Order issued to Falconbridge Limited by the 
Director under sections 7, 17, 18 and 124 of the Act on February 12, 2002 are monitored or calculated for the year in 
accordance with a method set in the Order. 


Emissions monitoring report 


49. (1) In addition to any other reporting requirements in this Regulation, the owner of a facility who is required under 
section 48 to ensure that emissions of nitrogen oxides or sulphur dioxide are monitored during the year shall not later than 
March | in each year submit a report to the Director summarizing the data obtained from the monitoring in the previous year. 


(2) The report to the Director shall include the following: 
1. The name and address of the owner of the facility. 
2. The name, address and geographical location of the facility. 


3. The name of, or identifier for, each source set out in Table 10 from which nitrogen oxides or sulphur dioxide are 
emitted. 


4. Any change in information provided under paragraph 3 that has occurred since the last report. 
5. The amount of nitrogen oxides or sulphur dioxide emitted each month from each source set out in Table 10. 


6. The total amount of nitrogen oxides or sulphur dioxide emitted during the smog season from each source set out in 
Table 10. 


7. The total amount of nitrogen oxides or sulphur dioxide emitted during the non-smog season from each source set out 
in Table 10. 


8. The total amount of nitrogen oxides or sulphur dioxide emitted during the year from each source set out in Table 10. 
Records 


50. A person who is required to submit a report to the Director under section 45 or 46 shall ensure that the information and 
supporting documentation on which the report is based are kept for five years after the report is submitted.

(Seat Belt Assemblies) 


Note: Regulation 613 has not previously been amended. 


1. Section 8 of Regulation 613 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 is revoked and the following substituted: 
8. (1) Passengers under eight years old are classified as follows for the purposes of this section: 

1. Children weighing less than nine kilograms are classified as infants. 

2. Children weighing nine kilograms or more but less than 18 kilograms are classified as toddlers. 


3. Children weighing 18 kilograms or more but less than 36 kilograms and who are less than 145 centimetres tall are 
classified as pre-school to primary grade children. 
(2) The driver of a motor vehicle on a highway is required to ensure that an infant passenger is secured as set out in 
subsection (5). 
(3) The driver of a motor vehicle on a highway is required to ensure that a toddler passenger is secured as set out in 
subsection (6). 
(4) The driver of a motor vehicle on a highway is required to ensure that a pre-school to primary grade child passenger is 
secured as set out in subsections (7) and (8). 
(5S) An infant shall be secured in a rearward-facing child restraint system that, 
(a) conforms to the requirements of Standard 213.1 under the Motor Vehicle Safety Act (Canada); 
(b) is secured by a seat belt assembly in the manner recommended by the manufacturer of the child restraint system, 
unless the child restraint system was designed to be and is secured by means of a universal anchorage system; and 
(c) has all harnesses, straps and buckles designed to secure the infant in the child restraint system properly adjusted and 
securely fastened. 
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(6) A toddler shall be secured, 
(a) inachild restraint system that, 
(i) conforms to the requirements of Standard 213 under the Motor Vehicle Safety Act (Canada), 


(ii) is secured by a seat belt assembly in the manner recommended by the manufacturer of the child restraint system, 
unless the child restraint system was designed to be and is secured by means of a universal anchorage system, 


(iii) is secured by all the anchorage straps and devices recommended by the manufacturer of the child restraint 
system, if the motor vehicle was manufactured on or after January 1, 1989, and 


(iv) has all harnesses, straps and buckles designed to secure the toddler in the child restraint system properly adjusted 
and securely fastened; or 


(b) in a child restraint system described in subsection (5), if the manufacturer’s specifications permit or recommend the 
system for use by children who weigh nine kilograms or more and not less than the weight of the toddler. 


(7) A pre-school to primary grade child shall be secured, 


(a) if there is a seating position in the motor vehicle that has a seat belt assembly consisting of a pelvic restraint and an 
upper torso restraint, in that position, 


(i) on a child booster seat that conforms to the requirements of Standard 213.2 under the Motor Vehicle Safety Act 
(Canada) and that is used in the manner recommended by the manufacturer of the child booster seat, and 


(ii) by the motor vehicle’s complete seat belt assembly, worn as described in subsection (9); 


(b) if all the seating positions in the motor vehicle have a seat belt assembly consisting only of a pelvic restraint, by the 
pelvic restraint, worn as described in subsection (9); or 


(c) in a child restraint system described in clause (6) (a), if the manufacturer’s specifications permit or recommend the 
system for use by children who weigh 18 kilograms or more and not less than the weight of the pre-school to primary 
grade child. 


(8) Despite clauses (7) (a) and (b), a pre-school to primary grade child shall not be secured in a seating position if the 
seating position has a front air bag that has not been turned off or cannot be turned off. 


(9) For the purpose of clauses (7) (a) and (b), a seat belt assembly shall be worn so that, 
(a) the pelvic restraint is worn firmly against the body and across the hips; 


(b) the upper torso restraint, if there is one, is worn closely against the body and over the shoulder and across the chest; 
and 


(c) each restraint is securely fastened. 


(10) Clause (9) (b) does not apply to child booster seats, such as abdominal shield booster seats, that are designed to be 
secured in place by the pelvic restraint of the seatbelt assembly only. 


8.1 (1) The following are exempt from complying with subsections 8 (2), (3) and (4): 
1. The driver of a taxicab, bus or public vehicle, while transporting a passenger for hire. 
2. The driver of a motor vehicle that is leased for less than 60 days or is registered in another jurisdiction. 
3. The driver of an ambulance as defined in section 61 of the Act. 


(2) Despite paragraph | of subsection (1), the following are not exempt from complying with subsections 8 (2), (3) and (4) 
while transporting children to or from school: 


1. The driver of a taxicab that is operated by or under contract with a school board or other authority in charge of a 
school for the transportation of children. 


2. The driver of a public vehicle with a seating capacity of less than 10 persons that is operated by or under contract with 
a school board or other authority in charge of a school for the transportation of children. 
2. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the day subsection 4 (1) of the Highway Traffic Statute Law 
Amendment Act (Child and Youth Safety), 2004 comes into force and the day this Regulation is filed.

3. Between the hours of midnight and 5 a.m., there must not be more than one passenger in the motor vehicle who is 
under the age of 20, other than a person who is a member of the novice driver’s immediate family. 


(2) Section 6 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 


(1.1) Despite subsection (1), the holder of a Class G2 driver’s licence who has held a valid G2 driver’s licence for at least 
six months may drive a Class G2 motor vehicle on a highway subject to the following conditions: 


1. The novice driver’s blood alcohol concentration must be zero at all times while he or she is operating the motor 
vehicle. 


2. The number of passengers in the motor vehicle must not exceed the number of operable seat belt assemblies installed 
in it. 

3. Between the hours of midnight and 5 a.m., there must not be more than three passengers in the motor vehicle who are 
under the age of 20, other than a person who is a member of the novice driver’s immediate family. 


(3) Subsection 6 (2) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 
(2) Subsections (1) and (1.1) do not apply to the driving of a motor assisted bicycle. 
(4) Section 6 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsections: 


(3) For the purpose of subsection (1.1), the requirement that a novice driver has held a valid G2 licence for at least six 
months means that, at the time the novice driver is driving, he or she held a valid G2 licence for at least the immediately 
preceding six months. 

(4) Paragraph 3 of subsection (1) and paragraph 3 of subsection (1.1) do not apply to, 

(a) anovice driver who 1s at least 20 years old; or 


(b) any novice driver if a person who qualifies as an accompanying driver, as described in subsection 5 (2), and who meets 
the condition for an accompanying driver as set out in paragraph 2 of subsection 5 (1), occupies the seat beside the 
driver and no person other than the novice driver and the accompanying driver occupies a front seat in the motor 
vehicle. 


(5) The age distinctions in paragraph 3 of subsection (1), paragraph 3 of subsection (1.1) and clause (4) (a) apply despite 
the Human Rights Code. 


(6) In paragraph 3 of subsection (1) and paragraph 3 of subsection (1.1), immediate family includes the novice driver’s 
guardian and immediate family who are related by blood, marriage, conjugal relationship outside marriage or adoption. 


2. The Regulation is amended by adding the following section above the heading “LICENCES: GENERAL”: 
11.1 The following information is prescribed for the purposes of section 57.1.1 of the Act: 
1. The passenger’s date of birth. 


2. The nature of the familial relationship between the passenger and the driver of the motor vehicle, and the name and 
address of the person or persons through whom the driver and the passenger are related, if any. 


3. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), this Regulation comes into force on the day it is filed. 


(2) Section 1 comes into force on the later of the day section 2 of the Highway Traffic Statute Law Amendment Act 
(Child and Youth Safety), 2004 comes into force and the day this Regulation is filed. 
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(3) Section 2 comes into force on the later of the day section 3 of the Highway Traffic Statute Law Amendment Act 
(Child and Youth Safety), 2004 comes into force and the day this Regulation is filed.

1. More than two years have passed since the date the originating process was issued. 
2. No statement of defence has been filed. 
3. The action has not been disposed of by final order or judgment.

(b) order a case conference in accordance with rule 78.09, but only if it is impractical to establish a timetable; or 
(c) make such other order as 1s just. 


(4) If the judge or case management master has set a date for trial under subrule (3), he or she shall complete a pre-trial 
conference report, 


(a) stating what steps need to be completed before the action is ready for trial and how much time is needed to complete 
those steps;

Every person receiving a pension shall pay the balance of the monthly premiums for the vision care and hearing aid 


coverages referred to in clauses (2) (b) and (c), by deduction from pension payments. 


(4) 


The Supplementary Health and Hospital Insurance Plan shall provide the following benefits by reimbursing an eligible 


recipient for the following in respect of goods and services provided to him or her: 


t: 


90 per cent of the cost of prescribed drugs and medicines that require the written prescription of a legally qualified 
medical practitioner. 


. 90 per cent of the cost of a generic equivalent of a drug or medicine described in paragraph 1, if a generic equivalent 


exists. 


. Subject to paragraph 4, 100 per cent of the cost of semi-private or private hospital accommodation of eligible 


recipients to a maximum of $120 each day over and above the cost of standard ward care. 


Charges for semi-private or private accommodation in a licensed chronic care or convalescent hospital of eligible 
recipients who are at least 65 years of age, up to $25 each day for a maximum of 120 days each calendar year. 


5. Charges imposed by a licensed hospital for out-patient treatment not paid for under a provincial health plan. 


6. Charges for private-duty nursing in the home by a registered nurse or a registered nursing assistant who is not 


normally resident in the eligible recipient’s home and who is not related to the eligible person or any of his or her 
eligible dependants, if the nursing service is approved by a licensed physician or surgeon and is certified by the 
physician or surgeon to be necessary to the health care of the eligible recipient. 


Charges in excess of amounts, if any, reimbursed by a provincial health plan for the services of a chiropractor, 
osteopath, naturopath, podiatrist, physiotherapist and masseur, if licensed and practising within the scope of their 
license, to a maximum of $25 for each visit and with an annual maximum of $1,200 per type of practitioner. 


Charges for the services of a speech therapist, up to a maximum of $25 for each half-hour of service, to an annual 
maximum of $1,400. 


. Charges for the services of a psychologist, including a person holding a Master of Social Work degree, to a maximum 


of $25 for each half-hour and with an annual maximum of $1,400. 


. Charges for artificial limbs and eyes, crutches, splints, casts, trusses and braces. 


. 75 per cent of the cost of custom-made orthopaedic shoes or specially modified orthopaedic shoes that were factory 


custom-made off-the-shelf, to a maximum of $500, with a limit of one pair per calendar year, if the shoes are 
medically necessary and are prescribed by a licensed physician. 


. Charges for the cost of medically prescribed orthotics, to a maximum of $500, with a limit of one pair per calendar 


year. 


. Rental charges for wheel chairs, hospital beds and iron lungs required for temporary therapeutic use. 


_ The cost of a wheel chair recommended by the attending physician, if the rental charge would exceed the purchase 


cost. 


. 50 per cent of the cost of repairs, including batteries and modifications, to a purchased wheel chair, to a maximum of 


$500 for any one repair, battery or modification. 


. Charges for ambulance services to and from a local hospital that is qualified to provide treatment, excluding benefits 


allowed under a provincial health plan. 
Charges for oxygen and its administration. 
Charges for blood transfusions outside a hospital. 


The cost of dental services and supplies provided by a dental surgeon within a period of 24 months following an 
accident for the treatment of accidental injury to natural teeth, including replacing teeth injured in the accident and 
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setting a jaw that is fractured or dislocated in the accident, but excluding any benefits payable under a provincial health 
plan. 


20. The cost of hearing aids and eye glasses required as a result of accidental injury. 


21. The amount by which the lesser of the amount charged for services provided in Canada but outside Ontario by 
physicians, surgeons and specialists licensed to practise medicine in their particular jurisdictions and the amount 
provided for the same services in the current Ontario Medical Association Fee Schedule exceeds the amount in the 
O.H.I.P fee schedule for the same services. 


22. Charges for surgery performed by a podiatrist in his or her office, to a maximum of $100. 


(5) Despite paragraph | of subsection (4), if an equivalent generic product exists and a brand name product is dispensed, 
the benefit payable under the Plan shall be limited to 90 per cent of the cost of the equivalent generic product. 


(6) Effective June 1, 2004, the reimbursement in respect of prescription drugs shall be reduced by a deductible amount of 
$3 for each prescription in respect of which a benefit is paid. 


(7) Benefits payable under the Supplementary Health and Hospital Insurance for vision care and hearing aids shall, 


(a) be reduced by a $10 deductible amount for single coverage and a $20 deductible amount for family coverage, for each 
calendar year; 


(b) reimburse the eligible recipient for vision care up to a maximum of $300 per person every 24 months; and 
(c) reimburse the eligible recipient for the cost of hearing aids up to a maximum of $1,200 per person every 48 months. 


(8) Ifa benefit is payable under paragraph 20 of subsection (4), no benefit referred to in clause (7) (b) or (c) is payable in 
respect of the same expense. 


(9) It is not necessary for an eligible recipient to be confined to a hospital to be eligible for benefits under the 
Supplementary Health and Hospital Insurance Plan. 


(10) The Crown shall make available to eligible recipients, 
(a) an information booklet relating to the Supplementary Health and Hospital Insurance Plan; and 
(b) periodic updates when necessary, within a reasonable period of time after changes are made. 
43. (1) The Dental Insurance Plan shall provide the following coverages for eligible recipients: 

) examinations, consultations, specific diagnostic procedures and X-rays; 
(b) fillings, extractions and anaesthesia services; 

) preventive services such as scaling, polishing and fluoride treatments; 
(d) periodontal services, endodontic services, surgical services;

(6) Despite subsection (5), effective January 1, 2004, reimbursements will be based on a dental fee guide lag of one year. 


(7) The Crown shall pay the full premiums of the dental care insurance plan and the coverages, payments and 
reimbursements under the plan shall be paid by the plan as follows: 
1. For services described in clause (1) (a), (b), (c), (d) or (e), coverage is on the basis of 85 per cent to 15 per cent co- 


insurance, and the eligible recipient shall pay the cost of the dental care directly and be reimbursed 85 per cent of the 
costs. 
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2 For services described in clause (1) (f), coverage is on the basis of 50 per cent to 50 per cent co-insurance, and the 
eligible recipient shall pay the cost of the services directly and be reimbursed 50 per cent of the costs, to a lifetime 
maximum benefit of $3,000 for each eligible recipient. 


as For services described in clause (1) (g), coverage is on the basis of 50 per cent to 50 per cent co-insurance, and the 
eligible recipient shall pay the cost of the services directly and be reimbursed 50 per cent of the costs, to a lifetime 
maximum benefit of $3,000 per unmarried eligible dependant who has attained the age of six years but is under 19 
years of age. 


4. For services described in clause (1) (h), coverage is on the basis of 50 per cent to 50 per cent co-insurance and the 
eligible recipient shall pay the cost of the services directly and be reimbursed 50 per cent of the costs, to a maximum 
benefit of $1,200 each year for each eligible recipient.

What Insurance is Required by Law? 


If you own an automobile that is operated on a highway in Ontario, 
certain insurance coverages are required by law. You may also choose to 
buy additional insurance to extend these coverages to protect against 
other risks. The chart below is only a general summary to give you an 
idea of the insurance coverages available to you. For details of cach 
coverage and the conditions that apply, you should consult the 
appropriate sections of the policy. If there is a difference between the 
information in this chart and the appropriate section of the policy, the 
section of the policy prevails. 


You only have a specific coverage if your Certificate of Automobile 
Insurance shows a premium for it or it is provided at no cost. If you 
have insured more than one automobile, a premium must be shown 
for each automobile.

Introduction 
This Policy is Part of a Contract 


This policy is part of a contract between you and us. The contract 
includes three documents: 


e a completed and signed Application for Automobile 
Insurance, 
a Certificate of Automobile Insurance, and 
this policy. 


Under the contract, we agree to provide you with the insurance that 
is summarized on your Certificate of Automobile Insurance, and 
for which you have agrecd to pay a premium. 


You only have a particular coverage for a specific automobile if 
your Certificate of Automobile Insurance shows a premium for it 
or shows the coverage is provided at no cost. 


Where You Are Covered 


This policy covers you and other insured persons for incidents 
occurring in Canada, the United States of America and any other 
jurisdiction designated in the Statutory Accident Benefits 
Schedule, and on a vessel travelling between ports of those 
countries. All of the dollar limits described in this policy are in 
Canadian funds. 


Definitions 
In this Section we will explain terms used throughout this policy. 
Automobile 


In this policy, motorized snow vehicle is included in the definition 
of automobile. Regulations may include, or exclude, certain other 
types or classes of vehicles as automobiles. 


In this policy, there is a difference between a described 
automobile and the automobile. When we refer to an automobile 
as described, we mean any automobile specifically shown on the 
Certificate of Automobile Insurance. 


When we refer to the automobile, we mean: 


a described automobile, 

a newly acquired automobile, 

a temporary substitute automobile, 

other automobiles driven by you, or driven by your spouse 
who lives with you, or 

trailers, in certain circumstances. 

These types of automobiles are described more fully in 
Section 2. 


Certificate of Automobile Insurance 


A Certificate of Automobile Insurance is a written document 
summarizing your insurance coverage. It shows your name and/or 
organization, and the described automobile or automobilcs. It lists 
the coverages purchased, premiums charged, and the period during 
which the insurance is in effect. 


Covered/Coverage 


When we talk of someone or something being covered, we mean 
that they are protected by insurance. When we speak of coverage, 
we are describing what types of protection they have and how 
much for cach type. 
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Direct Loss or Damage 


Direct loss or damage refers to damage or loss caused directly by 
a peril. This is different than an indirect loss. For example, damage 
to an automobile resulting from a collision is a direct loss. Loss of 
the use of an automobile while it is being repaired is an indirect 
loss. 


Excluded Driver 


An excluded driver is someone specifically not covered by this 
policy when driving the described, temporary substitute or newly 
acquired automobile(s). The only exception is coverage for those 
Accident Benefits the law requires to be paid to anyone injured in 
an automobile accident in Ontario. 


Named Insured 


The named insured is the person or organization to whom the 
Certificate of Automobile Insurance is issued. 


Occupant 


In this policy, an occupant is a person, including the driver, in or 
on an automobile, or getting into, on, out of, or off an automobile. 


Proof of Loss Form 


A proof of loss form records the formal statement concerning a 
loss for which a claim is submitted. It provides us with all the 
information we need to determine whether the claim is reasonable 
and the extent of our liability. 


Spouse 


e Spouse means cither of two persons who: 
are marricd to each other; 
have together entered into a marriage that is voidable or void, 
in good faith on the part of the person making a claim under 
this policy; or 

e have lived together. in a conjugal relationship outside 


marriage, 
e continuously for a period of not less than three years, or 
e in a relationship of some permanence, if they are the 


natural or adoptive parents of a child. 
We and You 


Throughout this policy the words you and your refer to the person 
or organization shown on the Certificate of Automobile Insurance 
as the named insured. 


Other people may also be covered under certain conditions. We 
call both them and you insured persons. 


We, our and us mean the company providing the insurance. 
Your Responsibilities 


If you fail to meet your responsibilities, claims under this 
policy, with the exception of certain Accident Benefits, may be 
denied. 


By accepting this contract you agree to the following conditions. 


1.4.1 You agree to notify us promptly in writing of any 
significant change of which you are aware in your status as 
a driver, owner or lessee of a described automobile. You 
also agree to let us know of any change that might increase 
the risk of an incident or affect our willingness to insure 
you at current rates. 


You must promptly tell us of any change in information supplied 
in your original application for insurance, such as additional 
drivers, or a change in the way a described automobile is used. 


1.4.2 You agree to inform us of any sale or transfer of your 
interest in a described automobile except through change of 
title by succession, death or proceedings under the 
Bankruptcy and Insolvency Act (Canada). 


1.4.3 If you have purchased optional Loss or Damage 
Coverages, you agree to inform us of any new licn (an 
interest by others), mortgage or loan that affects a described 
automobile, as well as any other insurance against loss or 
damage. 


1.4.4 You agree to inform us in writing of any incident involving 
the automobile that must be reported to the police under the 
Highway Traffic Act or for which you intend to make a 
claim under this policy. You must notify us within seven 
days of the incident or, if unable, as soon as possible after 
that. 


1.4.5 You agree not to drive or operate the automobile, or allow 
anyone clse to drive or operate the automobile, when not 
authorized by law. 


1.4.6 You agree not to use or allow anyone to use the automobile 
in a race or speed test or for any illegal trade or 
transportation. 


1.4.7 You agree to permit us to inspect the automobile and its 
equipment at all reasonable times. 


Warning - Offences 
It is an offence under the Jnsurance Act to knowingly make a 
false or misleading statement or representation to an insurer in 
connection with the person’s entitlement to a benefit under a 
contract of insurance, or to wilfully fail to inform the insurer of a 
material change in circumstances within 14 days, in connection 
with such entitlement. The offence is punishable on conviction by 
a maximum fine of $100,000 for the first offence and a maximum 
fine of $200,000 for any subsequent conviction. 
It is an offence under the federal Criminal Code for anyone to 
knowingly make or use a false document with the intent it be 
acted on as genuine and the offence is punishable, on conviction, 
by a maximum of 10 years imprisonment. 
It is an offence under the federal Criminal Code tor anyone, by 
deceit, falsehood, or other dishonest act, to defraud or to attempt 
to defraud an insurance company. The offence is punishable, on 
conviction, by a maximum of 10 years imprisonment for cases 
involving an amount over $5,000 or otherwise a maximum of 2 
years imprisonment. 





Where to Make A Claim and Who May Make It 


You or other insured persons must notify us of a claim and provide 
proof of the claim. This may be done in person or by registered 
mail addressed to our chief agent or head office in Ontario. 


If you or other insured persons are unable to notify us or complete 
any required document for good reason, someone may act on your 
behalf. 


If you or other insured persons refuse, or are unable, to complete 
any required document, anyone to whom any part of the insurance 
moncy is payable may do so instead. 
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Our Rights and Responsibilities 
1.6.1 Payment of Claims 


We will pay Icgitimate claims within 60 days of receiving a proof 
of loss. Some claims for Accident Benefits will be paid sooncr. 


If we refuse to pay a claim, we will notify the insured person in 
writing explaining the reasons why we are not liable to pay. 


1.6.2 If You Have Been Incorrectly Classified and Your 
Premium is Wrong 


We use rules that determine the amount you pay for cach coverage 
and category of automobile insurance. You are classified according 
to these rules. 


If you have been incorrectly classified, we will correct the 
situation. 


If the incorrect classification resulted in your paying too high a 
premium, we will refund any premium overpayment with interest. 
The interest will cover the period for which you were overcharged. 


The rate of interest will be the bank rate, as set by the Bank of 
Canada, on the first day of the last month of the quarter preceding 
the quarter in which you were incorrectly classified. If the bank 
rate includes a fraction we will round it off to the next highest 
number. (The bank rate is the rate at which the Bank of Canada 
makes short-term loans to chartered banks.) 


If the incorrect classification resulted in your paying too low a 
premium, we will require you to pay an additional premium as 
long as we tell you within 60 days of the effective date of the 
policy. We will not charge you interest on the additional premium. 


1.6.3 Monthly Premium Payment Option 


The law may allow you to pay your premium in equal monthly 
payments. If so, we may charge you interest at a rate determined 
by the provincial government under the /nsurance Act (Ontario). 


Cancelling Your Insurance 
1.7.1 When You Cancel 
You may cancel your insurance at any time by advising us. 


If you cancel, we will calculate the premium you owe on a short 
rate basis. Short rate means that the premium you owe will include 
our handling costs. We will refund anything duc to you as soon as 
possible. 


There may be a minimum premium set out in your Certificate of 
Automobile Insurance. This will not be refunded. 


ihe? When We Cancel 


Where your policy has been in effect for less than 60 days, we may 
only cancel your policy for a reason that we have filed with the 
Financial Services Commission of Ontario. 


Where your policy has been in effect for more than 60 days, we 
may only cancel your policy for one of the following reasons: 


non-payment of premium, 
you have given false particulars of the automobile, 
you have knowingly misrepresented or failed to disclose 
information that you were required to provide in_ the 
application for automobile insurance, or 

e the risk has changed materially. 
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If we cancel your policy, we will calculate the premium you owe 
on a proportionate basis. Proportionate means you will pay for the 
actual number of days you were covered. For example, if half the 
premium period is over, you will pay half the premium. 


There may be a minimum premium shown on your Certificate of 
Automobile Insurance. This will not be refunded. 


If you have paid more than the premium you owe, we will refund 
the difference on cancellation. Your refund may be delayed if the 
amount of premium you owe is subject to adjustment, or we are 
waiting for reports in order to determine the premium paid or 
owing. We will make the refund as soon as possible in that case. 


eS How We Can Cancel for Non-payment of Premium 


In case of non-payment of premium, we may give you a notice in 
writing. We must give you ten days notice if we deliver the notice 
in person, or 30 days notice by sending the notice by registered 
mail to your last known address. The 30-day period starts on the 
second day after we mail the registered letter. The notice will 
inform you that you have until noon of the business day before the 
last day of the notice period to pay the arrears, plus an 
administration fee, failing which the policy will automatically be 
cancelled effective at 12:01 a.m. on the last day of the notice 
period. If you pay the arrears and the administration fee in time, 
then your policy will not be cancelled. 


But if we have already given you two notices of non-payment of 
premium during the term of your policy and a non-payment occurs 
again, we don’t have to give you another notice under this section; 
instead we may cancel your policy as described in section 1.7.4. 


1.7.4 How We Can Cancel for Repeated Non-payment or 
Other Reasons 


If we cancel your insurance for non-payment of premium because 
we have already given you two notices during the term of your 
policy as described in section 1.7.3, or if we cancel for any other 
reason, we will notify you in writing. We must give you five days 
notice if we deliver the notice of cancellation in person, or 15 days 
notice by sending the notice of cancellation by registered mail to 
your last known address. The 15-day period starts on the sccond 
day after we mail the registered letter. If the notice was given 
because we have already given you two notices of non-payment 
during the term of your policy as described in section 1.7.3, we are 
under no obligation to accept a late payment or to keep the policy 
in force after the effective date of cancellation. 


Who and What We Won’t Cover 
1.8.1 General Exclusion 


Except for certain Accident Benefits coverage, there is no 
coverage under this policy if: 


e the automobile is used to carry explosives or radioactive 
material; or 

e the automobile is used as a taxicab, bus, a sightsccing 
conveyance or to carry paying passengers. However, we don’t 
consider the following as situations involving carrying paying 
passengers: 


e giving a ride to someone in return for a ride,sharing the cost of 
an occasional trip with others in the automobile, 
carrying a domestic worker hired by you or your spouse, 
occasionally carrying children to or from school activities that 
are conducted within the educational program, 
carrying current or prospective clients and customers, or 
reimbursing volunteer drivers for their reasonable driving 
expenses, including gas, vehicle wear and tear and meals. 
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Sez Excluded Drivers and Driving Without Permission 


Except for certain Accident Benefits coverage, there is no 
coverage (including coverage for occupants) under this policy if 
the automobile is used or operated by a person in possession of the 
automobile without the owner’s consent or is driven by a person 
named as an excluded driver of the automobile. 


Except for certain Accident Benefits coverage, there is no 
coverage under this policy for a person who, at the time he or she 
willingly becomes an occupant of an automobile, knows or ought 
reasonably to know that the automobile is being used or operated 
by a person in possession of the automobile without the owner’s 
consent. 


1.8.3 Rented or Leased Automobile 


Except for certain Accident Benefits coverage, there is no 
coverage under this policy if the automobile is rented or leased to 
another. However, if an insured person is using the automobile for 
an cmployer’s business and is paid for using it, we won’t consider 
that renting or leasing. 


1.8.4 Garage Workers Not Covered 


No person who sells, repairs, maintains, stores, services, or parks 
automobiles as part of a business is covered by this policy while 
involved in conducting that business, unless the person in fact 
owns the automobile involved in an incident or is the partner or 
employee of the owner. 


1.8.5 Losses Due to War Activities Not Covered 


With the exception of Liability Coverage, this policy docs not 
cover loss, damage, injury or death caused by war activities. War 
activities include bombardment, invasion, civil war, insurrection, 
rebellion, revolution, coup, or actions of armed forces while 
engaged in a war, whether declared or not. 


Other restrictions apply to specific coverages, such as Accident 
Benefits and optional Loss or Damage coverages. These 
additional restrictions will be described in the appropriate 
Sections of this policy. 


Section 2 
What Automobiles Are Covered? 
Described Automobile 


A described automobile is any automobile or trailer specifically 
shown on your Certificate of Automobile Insurance. 


Your Certificate of Automobile Insurance shows which coverages 
you have purchased for each described automobile. The coverages 
could include: 


Liability, 

Accident Benefits, 

Uninsured Automobile, 

Direct Compensation - Property Damage, and 
Loss or Damage. 


Extending Your Insurance to Other Automobiles 


If a premium is shown on the Certificate of Automobile Insurance 
for a specific coverage for a described automobile, then this 
coverage may be available in the event of a loss for other types of 
automobiles under this policy. The following chart summarizes the 
types of coverage that can be extended to other types of 
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automobiles. This chart is only a guide. Details of coverages are 
explained later in this Section.

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A newly acquired automobile is an automobile or trailer that you 
acquire as owner and that is not covered under any other policy. It 
can be either a replacement or an additional automobile. The 
replacement automobile will have the same coverage as the 
described automobile it replaces. We will cover an additional 
automobile as long as: 


e we insure all automobiles you own, and 
e any claim you make for the additional automobile is made 
against a coverage we provide for all your other automobiles. 


Your newly acquired automobile(s) will be insured as long as you 
inform us within 14 days from the time of delivery and pay any 
additional premium required. 


We may inspect the newly acquired vehicle and its equipment at 
any reasonable time. 


Special Condition: Coverage is not extended to a newly 
acquired automobile if you are in the business of selling 
automobiles. 


Dip icp Temporary Substitute Automobile 


A temporary substitute automobile is an automobile that is 
temporarily used while a described automobile is out of service. 
The described automobile must not be in use by anyone insured by 
this policy, because of its breakdown, repair, servicing, theft, sale 
or destruction. 


Coverage for a temporary substitute automobile is provided under 
the automobile policy of the owner of the temporary substitute 
automobile. However, this policy may provide coverage above and 
beyond coverage that the owner has purchased. 


The following coverages apply to a temporary substitute 
automobile if a premium is shown for them on the Certificate of 
Automobile Insurance for the described automobile that is 
temporarily out of service: 


° Liability, 
e Accident Benefits, 
° Uninsured Automobile, and 


° Direct Compensation - Property Damage. 


If you have purchased optional Loss or Damage Coverages on a 
described automobile and it is temporarily out of service, there are 
special conditions about this coverage for temporary substitute 
automobiles. These conditions are explained in Section 7 - Loss or 
Damage Coverages of this policy. 


Special Condition: A temporary substitute automobile cannot 
be owned by you or by anyone living in the same dwelling as 
you. 


DELS Other Automobiles 


Automobiles, other than a described automobile, are also covered 
when driven by you, or driven by your spouse who lives with you. 


The following coverages apply to other automobiles if a premium 
is shown for the coverage on the Certificate of Automobile 
Insurance for a described automobile: 


Liability, 

Accident Benefits, 

Uninsured Automobile, and 

Direct Compensation - Property Damage. 


Special Conditions: For other automobiles to be covered, the 
following conditions apply: 


Il. Both the other automobile and a described automobile must 
not have a manufacturer’s gross vehicle weight rating of 
more than 4,500 kilograms. 


2. The named insured is an individual, or if the described 
automobile is owned by two people, the named insureds are 
spouses of each other. 


3. Neither you nor your spouse is driving the other automobile 
in connection with the business of selling, repairing, 
maintaining, storing, servicing or parking automobiles. 


4. The other automobile is not being used to carry paying 
passengers or to make commercial deliveries at the time of 
any loss. 


a For all coverages, except Accident Benefits, the other 
automobile cannot be an automobile that you or anyone 
living in your dwelling owns or regularly uses. Nor can the 
other automobile be owned, hired or leased by your employer 
or the employer of anyone living in your houschold. 
However, if you drive one of these other automobiles while 
an excluded driver under the policy for that automobile, this 
policy will provide Liability and Uninsured Automobile 
Coverages while you drive that automobile. 


6. If you are a corporation, unincorporated association, 
partnership, sole proprietorship, business or other entity, 
the employee or partner for whose regular use a described 
automobile is supplied, and their spouse who lives with that 
person, will be covered when they drive the other 
automobile, under the following conditions: 


e _ Both the other automobile and the described automobile 
must not have a manufacturer’s gross vehicle weight 
rating of more than 4,500 kilograms. 


e ~=Neither the employee nor partner who is provided with 
a described automobile, nor their spouses if they live 
with the employee or partner, are driving the other 
automobile in connection with the business of selling, 
repairing, maintaining, storing, servicing or parking 
automobiles. 


DB 
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e The other automobile is not being used to carry paying 
passengers or to make commercial deliveries at the time 
of any loss. 


e The other automobile must not be owned, hired, leased, 
or regularly or frequently used by you or by your 
employee or any partner, or by anyone living in the 
same dwelling as these persons. 


This policy doesn’t cover the employee or partner or their 
spouse if they own, lease or rent any automobile and it is 
insured as the law requires and docs not have a 
manufacturer’s gross vehicle weight rating of more than 
4,500 kilograms. 


7. For Direct Compensation - Property Damage Coverage the 
other automobile cannot be a described automobile in a 
motor vehicle liability policy. 

2.2.4 Trailers 


Any trailer used in connection with the automobile is insured for 
the following coverages: 


e Liability, 
e Accident Benefits, and 
° Uninsured Automobile. 


Special Conditions: Any trailer you own and that is not described 
in this policy is also covered for Direct Compensation - Property 
Damage Coverage under the following conditions: 


e If it is attached to an automobile with a manufacturer’s gross 
vehicle weight rating of not more than 4,500 kilograms, or if 
not attached, it is normally used with an automobile with a 
manufacturer’s gross vehicle weight rating of not more than 
4,500 kilograms. 


e _ It is not designed or uscd for living in, to carry passengers, or 
for commercial purposes. 


When You Have Insured Two Or More Automobiles 
231 Under the Same Policy 

When more than one automobile is described on your Certificate of 
Automobile Insurance, we will treat cach automobile as if it were 
insured by a separate policy for claims resulting from its use or 
operation. 

However, in the case of an incident involving an automobile you 
don’t own, we will only pay up to the highest limit that applics to 
any one automobile described in this policy. 


Example 


Your automobile policy has Liability Coverage on two 


automobiles for $300,000 and $500,000 respectively. If you arc 
driving someone else’s automobile and are involved in an 
accident, the most we would pay is $500,000. 


De 


eden Under More Than One Policy 

When you have two or more automobiles insured as described 
automobiles under two or more policies, each automobile will be 
covered by its respective policy. 


However, determining how much we will pay is more complicated 
if there is an incident in an automobile you don’t own. 
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The amount we will pay under this policy for any incident will be a 
fraction of the highest policy limit. This fraction will be the 
proportion that the limit under this policy bears to the total of the 
limits of all the policies. 


In no case will we pay more than this proportion of the highest 
limit. 


Example 


You have an automobile with Liability Coverage for $200,000 
under this policy (Policy A) and another automobile with 
Liability Coverage for $300,000 under a separate policy (Policy 
B). If you have an accident while driving an automobile you don’t 
own, here is how we will calculate the amount we will pay. 
Step 1. What is the total of the limits of all the policies? 
200,000 (imit under Policy A) 
+ 300,000 (limit under Policy B) 
$00,000 (total under both policies) 


What is the proportion of the limit under Policy A to 
the total from Step 1? 


200,000 (imit under Policy A) 
500,000 (total under both policies) 


What is the most we will pay under this policy? 


2 x 300,000 (highest policy limit) = 120,000

The most we would pay would be 2/5 of the loss, but never more 
than $120,000, 2/5 of the highest policy limit. The other policy 
will pay the remaining 3/5 of the loss to a maximum of 
$180,000. 





Trailers and Towing 


2.4.1 Trailers 

An automobile pulling one or more trailers will be treated as a 
single automobile when determining how much we will pay under 
Liability, Accident Benefits and Uninsured Automobile 
Coverages. However, they will be treated as separate automobiles 
when determining the deductibles and how much we will pay 
under Direct Compensation - Property Damage and optional 
Loss or Damage Coverages. 

2.4.2 Automobiles in Tow 

In any incident involving two or more automobiles owned by 
different persons and attached to each other, the insurer of cach 
automobile will compensate its insured for losses according to the 
terms of the Direct Compensation - Property Damage and 
optional Loss or Damage coverages. 


Inspection 


We may inspect the automobile at any reasonable time. If you do 
not co-operate with any reasonable arrangements for inspection, 
your optional Loss or Damage Coverages under Section 7 may be 
cancelled and any claims under that Section may be denied. 


3.2 


Section 3 
Liability Coverage 


You only have a particular coverage for a specific automobile 
if your Certificate of Automobile Insurance shows a premium 
for it or shows the coverage is provided at no cost. 


Introduction 


This Section of your policy provides coverage for amounts that the 
law holds you or other insured persons responsible for bodily 
injuries or losses others suffer in an automobile incident. 


Who is Covered 


You are covered when you, or anyone clse in possession of a 
described automobile with your consent, uses or operates it. We 
will consider these other people insured persons. 


Your Liability Coverage applies when you or others use or 
operate certain other types of automobiles. See Section 2 for 
details and additional conditions. 


What We Cover 


You or other insured persons may be legally responsible for the 
bodily injury to, or death of others, or for damage to the property 
of others as a result of owning, using or operating the automobile. 
In that case, we will make any payment on your or other insured 
persons’ behalf that the law requires, up to the limits of the policy. 


We will also reimburse anyone covered by this policy for costs 
involved in providing immediate medical aid needed by someone 
hurt in an automobile incident. 


When we receive notice of loss or damage caused to persons or 
property we will investigate. We may then negotiate a settlement 
on behalf of you or other insured persons. 


3.3.1 If Someone Sues You 


By accepting this policy you and other insured persons irrevocably 
appoint us to act on your or their behalf in any lawsuit against you 
or them in Canada, the United States of America or any other 
jurisdiction designated in the Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule 
arising out of the ownership, use or operation of the automobile. 


If someone sues you or other insured persons insured by this 
Section for losses suffered in an automobile incident, we will 
provide a defence and cover the costs of that defence, including 
investigation costs. We will pay all legal costs the court assesses 
against you and other insured persons in the lawsuit we have 
defended. 


If there is a judgment against you or other insured persons, we will 
pay any post-judgment interest owed on that part of the amount the 
court orders that falls within the liability limits of your policy. 


We reserve the right to investigate, negotiate and settle any claim 
out of court if we choose. 


If you are sued for more than the limits of your policy, you 
may wish to hire, at your cost, your own lawyer to protect 
yourself against the additional risk. 


S32 How Much We Will Pay 
The most we will pay on your behalf and on behalf of all other 


insured persons insured by this Section, for any one incident (over 
and above legal costs and post-judgment interest) will be 
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determined by the extent of your coverage. The limit under your 
policy is shown on the Certificate of Automobile Insurance. 


Example 


You are sued for injuries suffered by another person in an 
accident that you are legally responsible for. We will hire lawyers 
at our expense and cover all costs of your defence in court. 


The court orders you to pay $10,000 in costs and $600,000 to 
cover losses. Your liability limit is $500,000. 


We will cover the $10,000 in costs, and $500,000 of the 
judgment. We will also pay any interest owed on that amount 
from the day of the judgment. You will be responsible for the 
remaining $100,000 of the judgment and any interest owed on 
that. 


ALS YS! Outside Ontario 


If the incident happens in a jurisdiction covered by this policy in 
which the minimum liability coverage required is higher than the 
limit shown on the Certificate of Automobile Insurance, we will 
honour the higher amount. We also agree not to use any legal 
defence that would not be available if the policy had been issued in 
that jurisdiction. 


Example 


You have an accident in a provinee where the minimum liability 
coverage required is $500,000. Even though you are only 
carrying $200,000 worth of liability insurance, we will pay up to 
$500,000. 





3.3.4 If There is More Than One Named Insured Under 
This Policy 


We will protect you and others named as insured by this policy, for 
claims made against cach other. In such cases, we will act as if a 
separate policy was issued to cach named insured. However, the 
total amount we will pay (over and above legal costs and post- 
judgment interest) cannot exceed the maximum coverage shown on 
the Certificate of Automobile Insurance. 


Example 


Two people are in business together. Both are named in the 
insurance policy covering their van. They have bought Liability 
Coverage of $500,000. 


One day, there is an accident while one is driving and the other is 
a passenger. Both of them are severely injured as a result of their 
combined negligence. 


They sue each other and one is awarded $300,000 and the other 
$500,000. The combined amount we will pay will not be more 
than the policy limit of $500,000 plus legal costs and post- 
judgment interest,

4.1 
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Your and Other Insured Persons’ Responsibilities 
You and other insured persons agree: 


e to notify us in writing within seven days of any incident 
involving loss or damage to persons or property (or, if unable 
because of incapacity, as soon as possible after that), giving 
us full details of the incident and any claim arising from it; 


e _ if requested, to give us a statutory declaration that the claim 
arose out of the use or operation of the automobile and that 
you or other insured persons were using, operating or 
responsible for the operation of it; 


e to help us obtain all necessary information and evidence 
about the incident, including the attendance of witnesses, and 
to cooperate, but not financially, in any legal actions if we 
ask; 


e to send immediately to us everything received in writing 
concerning the claim, including legal documents; and 


e not to assume any liability for the incident, or scttle any 
claim, except at your or other insured persons’ own cost, and 
not to interfere in any legal proceeding or in any negotiations 
we conduct to settle any claim. 


We may, on occasion, be required by law to make payments, even 
though we are not otherwise liable for them under this policy. If so, 
you or other insured persons will have to reimburse us upon 
demand for those payments. 


Other Limitations On Your Coverage 
3.5.1 Property Not Covered 


Under this Section, we won’t cover claims for damage to property 
carried in or upon the automobile, or claims for damage to other 
property owned or rented by, or in the care, custody or control of 
you or other insured persons. 


3.5.2 Contamination of Property 


Under this Section, we won’t cover claims arising from 
contamination of property carried in the automobile. 


3.5.3 Nuclear Hazards 


Nuclear energy hazards means radioactive, toxic, explosive or 
other hazardous properties of substances described in Regulations 
made under the Nuclear Safety and Control Act (Canada). 


If you or other insured persons are involved in an incident where 
the loss or damage is directly or indirectly caused by a nuclear 
hazard, we will pay up to $200,000 if you or other insured persons 
are covered under this policy for a nuclear hazard and you and 
other insured persons are also insured under a nuclear cnergy 
hazard liability policy. We will only pay after the limits of that 
policy have been paid out. 


Section 4 
Accident Benefits Coverage 
You only have a particular coverage for a specific automobile 
if your Certificate of Automobile Insurance shows a premium 
for it or shows the coverage is provided at no cost. 


Who is Covered 


For the purposes of Section 4, insured persons are defined in the 
Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule. In addition, insured persons 


4.2 
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also include any person who is injured or killed in an automobile 
accident involving the automobile and is not the named insured, or 
the spouse or dependant of a named insured, under any other motor 
vehicle liability policy, and is not covered under the policy of an 
automobile in which they were an occupant or which struck them. 


Types and Benefits 


The details of the Accident Benefits Coverage are set out in the 
Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule of the Insurance Act 
(Ontario). This Section outlines the benefits that you and other 
insured persons may be entitled to receive if injured or killed in an 
automobile accident. If there is a difference between the 
interpretation of the wording in this Scction and the interpretation 
of the wording in the Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule, the 
Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule prevails. 


Your insurance company is obligated to inform you and other 
insured persons about the benefits available. 


The benefits in the Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule are: 
Income Replacement Benefit 


This benefit may compensate you and other insured persons for 
lost income. 


Caregiver Benefit 


This benefit may provide compensation for some expenses 
incurred when you and other insured persons cannot continuc as 
the main caregiver for a member of the houschold who is in need 
of care. 


Non-Earner Benefit 


This benefit may provide compensation if you and other insured 
persons are completely unable to carry on a normal life and do not 
qualify for an Income Replacement Benefit or Caregiver Benefit. 


Medical Benefit 


This benefit may pay for some medical expenses incurred when 
you or other insured persons are injured. These are expenses that 
arc not covered by any other medical coverage plan. 


Rehabilitation Benefit 


This benefit may pay for some rehabilitation expenses incurred 
when you or other insured persons are injured. These are expenses 
that are not covered by any other plan. 


Attendant Care Benefit 


This benefit may compensate you and other insured persons for 
some of the expense of an aide or attendant. 


Compensation for Other Expenses 


This benefit may pay for some other expenses such as the cost of 
visiting you and other insured persons during treatment or 
recovery. It may also pay for some housekeeping and home 
maintenance, the repair or replacement of some items lost or 
damaged in the accident, and some lost educational expenses. 


Death Benefit 


This benefit may pay money to some members of the family of a 
person who ts killed. 
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Funeral Expenses 
This benefit may pay for some funeral expenses. 
Optional Benefits 


You may purchase any one or more optional benefits to increase 
the basic level of benefits provided in this Section. The optional 
benefits are: Increased Income Replacement; Increased Caregiver 
and Dependant Care; Increased Medical, Rehabilitation and 
Attendant Care; Increased Death and Funeral. You may also 
purchase an optional Indexation Benefit, which provides that 
certain weekly benefit payments and monetary limits will increase 
on an annual basis to reflect changes in the cost of living. 


How to Apply for Benefits 
4.3.1 Applying for Benefits - Procedures and Time Limits 


Anyone applying for Accident Benefits must tell us within 7 days 
of the accident or as soon after that as possible. We will send you 
or other insured persons an application for Accident Benefits. 


The person applying for the benefits must send us the completed 
application within 30 days of receiving it. 


You or other insured persons may still be entitled to benefits if 
these time limits are not met for good reason, but payment of the 
benefit may be delayed. 


We must pay the Income Replacement Bencfit, Non-Earner 
Benefit or Caregiver Benefit within 14 days of receiving the 
complete application for those benefits. 


We must pay the Death Benefit, Funeral Benefit and 
Compensation for Other Expenses within 30 days of recciving the 
complete application. 


Unless we ask for an Assessment of Attendant Care Needs form 
within 14 days of receiving a complete application, we must pay 
the Attendant Care Benefit within 30 days. 


If you or another insured person is claiming the Medical Benefit or 
Rehabilitation Benefit, your doctor or another member of a health 
profession must provide us with a treatment plan or other related 
forms. 


In some cases, we can ask you or other insured persons to go for an 
independent assessment to assess the Medical, Rehabilitation or 
Attendant Care Benefit needs. 


We may ask you or other insured persons to provide additional 
information in connection with the claim, such as a statutory 
declaration as to the circumstances that gave rise to the application, 
or proof of identity. We can also ask you or other insured persons 
to attend an examination under oath in connection with entitlement 
to benefits, on reasonable advance notice and at a time and place 
that are convenient to the person. If the person does not participate 
as requested, benefits may be delayed or suspended. 


If the injuries fall within certain guidelines issued by the 
Superintendent of Financial Services, you or other insured persons 
may be entitled to some medical or rehabilitation treatments 
without our prior approval and before a completed application is 
submitted. 


4.3.2 Choosing Which Benefit to Receive 
If you or other insured persons qualify for more than one weckly 


benefit, we will notify you that you must choose which benefit you 
will receive. Your choice may be between the Income 
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Replacement, Non-Earner or Caregiver Benefits. You or other 
insured persons will have 30 days to make your choice. 


Limitations on Your Coverage 


You or other insured persons are not entitled to the Income 
Replacement Benefit, Non-Earner Benefit or Compensation for 
Other Expenses if you or they: 


e knew, or should reasonably have known, that they were 
operating an automobile without insurance; 


e were driving an automobile while not authorized by law to 
drive; 


e were driving an automobile which they were specifically 
excluded from driving under this policy; 


e knowingly operated, or should reasonably have known that 
the automobile was operated, without the owner’s consent; 


e made or knew about a material misrepresentation that 
induced us to issue this policy; 


e _ intentionally failed to notify us of any significant changes as 
required under Section 1.4.1; or 


e were convicted of a criminal offence involving the operation 
of an automobile. 


Section 5 
Uninsured Automobile Coverage 


You only have a particular coverage for a specific automobile 
if your Certificate of Automobile Insurance shows a premium 
for it or shows the coverage is provided at no cost. 


Introduction 
Sse Uninsured Automobile Coverage Schedule 


This Section of the policy describes the terms and conditions of the 
coverage set out in the Uninsured Automobile Coverage Schedule 
under the /nsurance Act (Ontario). If there is a difference between 
the interpretation of the wording of this Section and_ the 
interpretation of the wording in the Schedule, the Schedule 
prevails. However, 5.3.3 in this Section is an addition to the 
coverage provided by the Schedule.

D262 Claims by Others for Bodily Injury or Death 


We will pay any amounts any person has a legal right to recover as 
damages from the owner or driver of an uninsured or unidentified 
automobile for bodily injury or death of an insured person in an 
accident involving an automobile, up to the limits in this Section. 


S788 Claims for Certain Property Damage 


We will pay for damage to and for loss of use of the automobile or 
its contents, or to both, that you or other insured persons have a 
legal right to recover from the identified owner or driver of an 
uninsured automobile in an accident involving an automobile. 
Subject to the $300 deductible, we will pay up to $25,000. 


Note: Damage to the automobile caused by an unidentified 
automobile is not covered under this Section, but optional Loss 
or Damage Coverages may be available. 


Claims for Bodily Injury or Death 

5.3.1 Who is Covered? 

The following are insured persons for bodily injury or death: 
e Any person who is an occupant of the automobile. 


e You, your spouse, and any dependent relative of you or your 
spouse, 


e when an occupant of an uninsured automobile, or 


e when not in an automobile, streetcar or railway vehicle 
if hit by an unidentified or uninsured automobile. 


e If you are a corporation, unincorporated association or 
partnership, any dircctor, officer, employee or partner for 
whose regular use the described automobile is provided, their 
spouse, and any dependent relative of you or your spouse, 


e when occupants of an uninsured automobile; or 


e when not in an automobile, streetcar or railway vehicle 
if hit by an unidentified or uninsured automobile. 


Note: If the director, officer, employee or partner, or their 
spouse is the owner of an automobile that is insured, this policy 
does not apply. The policy of that automobile will provide 
coverage. 


Seah Limitation on a Dependent Relative 


A dependent relative who owns an insured automobile, or who 
suffers bodily injury or death while an occupant of his or her own 
uninsured automobile, is not covered under this Section of your 


policy. 
5:3°3 If the Described Automobile is Leased or Rented 


If this policy has been changed to allow the rental or lease of the 
described automobile for more than 30 days, the person or 
organization who is the lessee of the automobile is treated as the 
named insured. 


5.3.4 Conditions Applying to Claims for Bodily Injury or 
Death 


A person entitled to claim compensation for the bodily injury or 
death of an insured person must: 


5.4 


e give us written notice of the claim within 30 days of the 
accident or, if unable, as soon as possible after that. 


e provide us with as much evidence as possible in support of 
the claim, giving details of the accident and the resulting loss. 
This should be done within 90 days of the accident or, if 
unable, as soon as possible after that. 


e provide us with a certificate from the medical or 
psychological advisor of the insured person if we request it. 
The certificate must state the cause of injury or death and, if 
appropriate, the nature of the injury and how long any 
disability is expected to last. 


e provide us with details of any other insurance policy, other 
than a life insurance policy, under which there is a right to 
compensation. 


5:35 Accidents Involving Unidentified Automobiles 


If an unidentified automobile causes bodily injury or death to an 
insured person, the insured person or their representative must 
report the accident within 24 hours, or, if unable, as soon as 
possible after that, to a police officer or similar authority. 


You or other insured persons must give us a written statement 
within 30 days of the accident, or, if unable, as soon as possible 
after that, giving a detailed description of what happened. A 
representative can make the statement. The statement must say 
whether the accident was caused by someone whose identity 
cannot be determined. It must also detail the extent of the injuries 
suffered by you or other insured persons and any property 
damaged in the accident. The automobile in which you or other 
insured persons were an occupant at the time of the accident must 
be available for inspection at our request. 


5.3.6 Medical Examinations May Be Required 


You or other insured persons may be required to undergo 
examinations by a qualified medical or psychological advisor at 
reasonable intervals. When we require an examination, we will 
give reasonable notice. 


We will pay for any examination we require. The person making 
the claim, or their representative, is entitled to a copy of the 
medical report, if requested. 


Claims for Property Damage 
5.4.1 Who is Covered? 


In a claim for damage to the automobile, the owner of the 
automobile is covered for damage. 


In a claim for damage to the contents of the automobile, the owner 
of the contents is covered for damage. 


5.4.2 Conditions Applying to Claims for Property 
Damage 


When making a claim for property damage, you and other insured 
persons must: 


e notify us in writing within seven days of the accident (or, if 
unable because of incapacity, as soon as possible after that), 
giving us the best information available at that time 
concerning the loss or damage and circumstances. 


e do as much as is reasonably possible to protect the 
automobile from further damage. We will pay for any 
reasonable protection provided. Further damage resulting 


from failure to provide reasonable protection will not be 
covered by this policy. 


e make no repairs beyond those needed for protection of the 
automobile, or remove evidence of the damage, without our 
written consent or until we have had time to inspect the 
automobile. 


e allow us to copy all documents in your or other insured 
persons’ possession that relate to the accident. 


e permit us to inspect the automobile at any reasonable time. 


e complete a statutory declaration within 90 days of the 
accident, if requested. The declaration will describe what 
happened in detail, the cause and amount of the loss, those 
affected and how, and state that the loss was truly accidental. 
We will also need to know if any other insurance is involved. 


e not leave us to dispose of the automobile unless we agree to 
accept it. If we decide to replace the automobile or pay its 
actual cash valuc, less the deductible specified in your 
Certificate of Automobile Insurance, we own the salvage. 


5.4.3 Our Right to Repair, Replace or Rebuild the 
Automobile 


We have the right to repair, replace or rebuild the automobile 
rather than pay for the damage. If we choose to do this, we will let 
you or other insured persons know in writing within seven days of 
receiving notice of the claim. We will complete the work within a 
reasonable time using parts of similar kind and quality. 


5.4.4 How Much We Will Pay 


The most we will pay for the automobile is its actual cash value at 
the time it was damaged, less the deductible specified in your 
Certificate of Automobile Insurance. 


The value of the loss or damage is based on actual cash value after 
taking into account depreciation. We will not pay more to repair 
the automobile than its actual cash value at the time it was 
damaged, less the deductible specified in your Certificate of 
Automobile Insurance. 
We will pay the lower of the following: 
° the cost to repair the loss or damage, less the deductible; or 
e the actual cash value of the automobile at the time it was 

damaged, less the deductible. 

Example 


Your car is four years old and is hit on the front left side by an 
identified but uninsured automobile. The damaged part of the 


body of your car is repaired. We will pay the cost of the repairs, 
less the $300 deductible, including new paint for the damaged 
part of your automobile. If you want the entire car repainted, you 
will have to pay the cost of painting the rest of the car. 


Claims for Both Bodily Injury and Property Damage 


An accident may result in a valid claim for both bodily injury or 
death and for damage to the automobile or its contents. In that 
case, payments for bodily injury and death have priority on 95% of 
the total amount payable. Payment for damage to the automobile or 
contents will have priority on 5%. 
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Example 


An accident in Ontario for which an identified but uninsured 
driver is responsible destroys your $20,000 car, and results in 
injuries to you and your spouse, totalling $350,000. 


We will not pay more than the minimum liability limit of 
$200,000. Of that money, 95%, or $190,000, will go toward 
payment for bodily injury. The remaining 5%, or $10,000, will 
apply to the loss of your car. 





Settling a Claim 
a 05l By Agreement 


Questions about whether a claim is valid, and the amount of any 
payment, can be decided by agreement between us and you or 
other insured persons making the claim. 


5.6.2 By Arbitration 


If there is a disagreement, the matter may be settled by arbitration 
if you or other insured persons ask for it and we agree. The 
arbitrator will be an individual acceptable to us and you or other 
insured persons. If both sides can’t agree on an arbitrator, then 
cach side will name an arbitrator. The two arbitrators will then 
appoint a third. A decision supported by at least two of the three 
will be binding. All arbitrations will be governed by the 
Arbitration Act, 199] (Ontario). 


5.6.3 In Court 


The matter may be decided in a lawsuit brought against us by you 
or other insured persons in an Ontario court. If so, we have the 
right to ask the court to decide who is legally responsible and the 
amount of compensation owing, unless another Ontario court has 
already done so in an action that was defended. 


Limitations and Exceptions 
5.7.1 Payment Limits 


1. We will not pay more than the minimum limits for 
automobile liability insurance in the jurisdiction in which the 
accident happens. This amount applics regardless of the 
number of persons injured or killed, or the damage to the 
automobile and contents. In no event will we pay more than 
the minimum liability limits required in Ontario. 


Example 


You are travelling in a car outside Ontario when you are injured 
in an accident for which an uninsured driver is responsible. The 
minimum liability limit in that jurisdiction is $100,000. Your 
injuries are serious and are assessed at $300,000 or more. We will 
pay no more than $100,000. 





2. We will not pay: 


e any amount, if you or other insured persons can make a 
valid claim under the liability section of a motor vehicle 
liability policy. 


e any amount for an accident in a jurisdiction where a 
valid claim can be made on an unsatisfied judgment 
fund or similar fund created for the purpose of 
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compensating victims of uninsured or unidentified 
motorists. 


e __ for loss or damage caused by radioactive material. 


e for the first $300 worth of accidental damage to the 
automobile and its contents. 


e any amount over $25,000 in any one accident for 
damage to the automobile and its contents. 


e _ for loss or damage while.a person specifically excluded 
from this policy is driving the automobile. 


SUEY Limit Where More Than One Policy Applies 


You or other insured persons may have a right to claim benefits 
from more than one automobile insurance policy covering 
accidents involving uninsured or unidentified automobiles. In that 
case, anyone making a claim under this or any other coverage may 
only recover once for the same loss. 


If You or Other Insured Persons Start a Lawsuit 
5.8.1 Send Us the Documents 


You or other insured persons or your representatives may decide to 
sue the owner, driver or operator of another automobile involved in 
the accident. In that case, a copy of the documents initiating the 
lawsuit must be provided to us as soon as the action is started. The 
documents must be delivered, or sent by registered mail, to our 
chief agent or head office in Ontario. 


5.8.2 If You or Other Insured Persons Win, But Can’t 
Recover Payment 


If the court awards compensation but you or other insured persons 
can’t recover from the person responsible, we will pay, if 
requested, either: 


° the full amount of the award; or 


e where some compensation has been paid, the difference 
between what you or other insured persons have been paid 
and the full amount awarded by the court. 


What we pay, of course, is subject to the limits and conditions 
applying to coverage for accidents involving uninsured or 
unidentified automobiles. 


5.8.3 Assignment of the Award 


We may require you or other insured persons, or your 
representatives, to assign to us the amount or balance of the court 
award before we make any payment. If we collect more than what 
we have already paid, we will reimburse the difference, minus our 
costs. 


Limitations on Legal Action 

D958 Conditions of This Policy Must be Met 

No person has a right to sue us for compensation under this Section 
for injury or damage caused by an accident involving an uninsured 
or unidentified automobile, unless the conditions in this Section of 
your policy (Uninsured Automobile Coverage) have been met. 
5:92 Time Limits for Lawsuits for Loss or Damage 

Any lawsuit against us regarding loss or damage to the automobile 


or its contents must begin within a year after the loss or damage 
happens. 


6.1 
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Any lawsuit against us regarding loss or damage to property other 
than the automobile and its contents must begin within two years 
after the cause of action arose. 


SNS) Time Limits for Lawsuits for Bodily Injury or Death 


Any lawsuit against us regarding bodily injury or death must begin 
within two years after the cause of action arose. 


Section 6 
Direct Compensation - Property Damage Coverage 


You only have a particular coverage for a specific automobile 
if your Certificate of Automobile Insurance shows a premium 
for it or shows the coverage is provided at no cost. 


Introduction 


This Section of your policy covers damage to the automobile and 
certain trailers not shown on the Certificate of Automobile 
Insurance, their equipment, contents, and loss of use of the 
automobile or contents caused by another person’s use or operation 
of an automobile in Ontario. 


The coverage under this Section applics only if the accident takes 
place in Ontario and at least one other automobile involved is 
insured under a motor vehicle liability policy. The policy covering 
the other automobile must be issued by an insurance company 
licensed in Ontario, or one that has filed with the Financial 
Services Commission of Ontario to provide this coverage. 


It is called direct compensation because you will collect from us, 
your insurance company, even though you, or anyone else using or 
operating the automobile with your consent, were not entircly at 
fault for the accident. 


What We Will Cover 


We will pay the cost of damage to the automobile, its equipment, 
contents and for loss of use of the automobile or contents arising 
from an accident for which another person would have been legally 
responsible in the absence of section 263 of the Insurance Act 
(Ontario). Section 263 takes away your right to sue the other 
person for these losses. We will pay no more to repair or replace 
the automobile or property than its actual cash value at the time it 
was damaged, less the applicable percentage of the deductible 
shown on your Certificate of Automobile Insurance. 


If a part needed to repair the automobile is no longer available, we 
will pay an amount equal to the manufacturer’s latest list price for 
the part. 


Note: You should be aware that this coverage does not apply if 
the automobile is described in another motor vehicle liability 
policy. 


Example 
You are driving a friend’s car, That car is described in your 


friend’s motor vehicle liability policy. You have an accident for 
which you are not at fault. 


Your friend will claim under the direct compensation property 
damage provisions of his or her motor vehicle liability policy for 
the loss. 





We will not pay for damage to, or loss of use of, contents that are 
being carried for reward. 


6.3 
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Who is Covered 


In a claim for damage to the automobile, the owner of the 
automobile is covered for damage. 


In a claim for damage to the contents of the automobile, the owner 
of the contents is covered for damage. 


How Much We Will Pay 
6.4.1 Determining Fault 


The amount we pay under this Section of your policy will be 
determined by the degree to which you or the ‘driver were not at 
fault in the accident. 


Responsibility for an accident is determined by the /nsurance Act 
(Ontario) and the Fault Determination Rules. These may find you 
or the driver wholly or partially responsible. 


The degree of responsibility is expressed as a percentage. 
6.4.2 The Deductible 


The amount we pay may be subject to a Direct Compensation - 
Property Damage deductible. The deductible is the amount you 
agree to pay toward the cost of any single claim you make under 
this Section. The deductible, if any, is the amount shown on the 
Certificate of Automobile Insurance, multiplicd by the percentage 
to which you or the driver of the automobile were not at fault for 
the accident. You are not permitted to sue anyone (for instance the 
at-fault motorist) to recover this deductible. 


If you have damage to both your automobile and its contents, the 
deductible will first be applied to your automobile loss. If there is 
any remaining deductible, the remainder will be applicd to the 
contents loss. 


You will need to make a separate claim for cach accident that 
causes damage. The deductible applics cach time you make a claim 
and separately to each automobile that is insured. 


We will pay that portion of the total damages that is equal to the 
percentage to which you or the driver of the automobile were not at 
fault for the accident, less the applicable Direct Compensation- 
Property Damage deductible. 


Example #1 
(the other driver is entirely responsible) 


Your car has an actual cash value of $12,000. You are involved in 
an accident for which somcone clse 1s 100% responsible. Your 
car is a total loss. 


Your Direct Compensation - Property Damage (DC-PD) 
deductible is $300. We will pay $11,700 ($12,000 less $300, the 
deductible). We will also pay for reasonable alternate 
transportation. 


In sum: You receive $11,700. You are responsible for $300, the 
DC-PD deductible.

Example #2 
(you are partly responsible - no optional Loss or Damage 


Coverages) 


Your car has an actual cash value of $12,000. You are involved in 
an accident and are 25% responsible. Your car is a total loss. 


Your Direct Compensation - Property Damage (DC-PD) 
deductible is $300. Under DC-PD, we cover the damages (less the 
deductible) for which the other driver would have otherwise been 
responsible. You are responsible for the deductible. We will pay 
$8,775 ($9,000 -- being 75% of the value of your automobile -- 
less $225 -- being 75% of the deductible). 


In sum: You receive $8,775. You are responsible for $225 (the 
DC-PD deductible), and will have to pay the remainder out of 
your own pocket. In this example, you will be out-of-pocket for a 
total of $3,225. (However, you may be entitled to recover part of 
that amount if you have bought additional optional Loss or 
Damage coverages under Section 7.) 


Example #3 
(damage to contents) 


Suppose you have just rented a floor sander currently worth $600 
from the local Rent-All when you are involved in an accident. 


You are 25% responsible for the accident. The sander is 
destroyed. 


Your Direct Compensation - Property Damage (DC-PD) 
deductible is $300. We will pay $225 ($450 -- being 75% of the 
value of the 

sander -- less $225 -- being 75% of the deductible.) 


In sum: You receive $225. You are responsible for $225 (the DC- 
PD deductible), and that portion of the damage for which you are 
responsible, 


Example #4 
(damage to automobile and contents) 


You are involved in an accident for which you are not 
responsible. The repair of your car costs $250. Contents worth 
$125 arc destroyed. 


Your Direct Compensation - Property Damage (DC-PD) 
deductible is $300. We will pay $0 ($250 less $250) toward your 
car damage, and $75 ($125 less $50) for the contents to the owner 
of the contents. 


In sum: The owner of the contents receives $75. You are 
responsible for $300, the DC-PD deductible. 





Your and Other Insured Persons’ Responsibilities 


When making a claim for property damage, you and other insured 
persons must: 


e notify us in writing within seven days of any accident (or, if 
unable, because of incapacity, as soon as possible after that), 
giving us the best information available at that time 
concerning the loss or damage and circumstances. 


e do as much as is reasonably possible to protect the 
automobile from further damage. We will pay for any 
reasonable protection provided. Further damage resulting 
from failure to provide reasonable protection will not be 
covered by this policy. 
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e make no repairs beyond those needed for protection of the 
automobile, or remove evidence of the damage, without our 
written consent or until we have had time to inspect the 
automobile. 


e allow us to copy all documents in your or other insured 
persons’ possession that relate to the accident. 


e permit us to inspect the automobile at any reasonable time. 


e complete a statutory declaration within 90 days of the 
accident, if requested. The declaration will describe what 
happened in detail, the cause and amount of the loss, those 
affected and how, and state that the loss was truly accidental.

We will complete the work within a 
reasonable time using parts of similar kind and quality. 


Other Limitations on Your Coverage 
6.7.1 Contamination of Property 


Under this Section, we won’t cover claims arising from 
contamination of property carried in the automobile. 


6.7.2 Nuclear Hazards 


Nuclear energy hazards means radioactive, toxic, explosive or 
other hazardous propertics of substances described in Regulations 
made under the Nuclear Safety and Control Act (Canada). 


If you or other insured persons are involved in an accident where 
the loss or damage is directly or indirectly caused by a nuclear 
hazard, we will pay up to $200,000 if you or other insured persons 
are covered under this policy for a nuclear hazard and you or other 
insured persons are also insured under a nuclear energy hazard 
liability policy. We will only pay after the limits of that policy 
have been paid out. 


6.7.3 Settling a Claim 


If you disagree with the degree of fault attributed to you under the 
Fault Determination Rules or with the amount of any proposed 
settlement, you can bring a law suit against us to have the matter 
determined by a judge. 


Alternatively, if the disagreement is over the value of the vehicle 
or its contents or the nature, amount or cost of any repairs, the 
matter can be settled by an appraisal under the /nsurance Act, if 
you and we agree to the process. You and we will cach appoint an 
appraiser, who will cither agree on the award or, if they disagree, 
will appoint an umpire to decide as between their respective 
positions. 
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Section 7 
Loss or Damage Coverages 
(Optional) 
You only have a particular coverage for a specific automobile 


if your Certificate of Automobile Insurance shows a premium 
for it or shows the coverage is provided at no cost. 


Introduction 
7A.1 Coverage for Loss of or Damage to Your 
Automobile 


We agree to pay for direct and accidental loss of, or damage to, a 
described automobile and its equipment caused by a peril such as 
fire, theft, or collision if the automobile is insured against these 
perils. 


By direct loss or damage we mean loss or damage resulting 
directly from a peril for which coverage has been purchased. 


This Section applics only to the extent that a claim for damage to 
an automobile and its equipment would not be covered by Section 
6, Direct Compensation - Property Damage Coverage of a motor 
vehicle liability policy. 


We may inspect the described vehicle and its equipment at any 
reasonable time. If you do not co-operate with any reasonable 
arrangements for inspection, your coverages under this Section 
may be cancelled and any claims under this Section may be denied. 


Your Loss or Damage Coverages may apply to types of 
automobiles other than described automobiles. See Section 2 
for details and additional conditions. 


7.1.2 Coverage Options 


You may choose from among the four types of protection listed 
below. Your choice will be shown on the Certificate of 
Automobile Insurance. 


Note: All of the following coverages are subject to 7.2. 


A. Specified Perils - we will only pay for losses caused by fire; 
theft or attempted theft; lightning, windstorm, hail, or rising 
water; carthquake; explosion; riot or civil disturbance; falling 
or forced landing of aircraft or parts of aircraft; or the 
stranding, sinking, burning, derailment or collision of any 
kind of transport in, or upon which a described automobile is 
being carried on land or water. 


B. Comprehensive - we will pay for losses, other than those 
covered by Collision or Upset, including: 


perils listed under Specified Perils, 
falling or flying objects, 

missiles, and 

vandalism. 


C. Collision or Upset - we will pay for losses caused when a 
described automobile is involved in a collision with another 
object or tips over. Object includes: 


e another automobile that is attached to the automobile, 
e __ the surface of the ground, and 
e any object in or on the ground. 
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D. All Perils - this option combines the coverages of Collision 
or Upset and Comprehensive. This coverage includes loss or 
damage caused if a person who lives in your houschold steals 
a described automobile. Coverage also applies if an employee 
who drives or uses, services or repairs a described 
automobile, steals it. 


Loss or Damage We Won’t Cover 

ewok General 

We will not cover the following losses unless they result from a 
peril for which you are covered or they are caused by fire, theft or 
vandalism and your policy covers these perils: 

° to tires; 


e _ consisting of, or caused by mechanical fracture or breakdown 
of any part of the automobile; or 


° consisting of, or caused by rusting, corrosion, wear and tear, 
freezing, or explosion within the engine. 


Example 


We will not pay for a tire blow-out in normal driving, but if the 


tire is destroyed in a collision and you have Collision or Upset 
Coverage, we will cover that loss up to the value of your tire at 
the time of the incident. 





We won’t pay for loss or damage: 

e resulting from a dishonest claim of ownership, illegal 
disposal, or theft of the automobile by anyone who has Iegal 
possession of it under a written agreement (a mortgage, 
conditional sale, lease or other similar agreement); 

e _ resulting from a change in ownership that is agreed to, even 
if that change was brought about by trickery or fraud; 


Example 


Late one evening at a party, you sell your car to a stranger in 


return for a cheque. A week later the cheque bounces. We will not 
cover the loss. 





e caused by radioactive contamination; 


e to contents of automobiles and trailers, other than their 
equipment; and 


e in excess of $25 for recorded material and equipment for use 
with a playing or recording unit. We will not pay for 
recorded material and cquipment not contained within or 
attached to the playing or recording unit. Recorded material 
includes, but is not limited to, tapes, compact discs, video 
cassettes and digital video discs. 


awed Illegal Use 

We won’t pay for loss or damage caused in an incident: 

e if you are unable to maintain proper control of the 
automobile because you are driving or operating the 


automobile while under the influence of intoxicating 
substances; 
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e if you are convicted of one of the following offenses under 
the Criminal Code of Canada relating to the operation, care 
or control of the automobile, or committed by means of an 
automobile, or any similar offence under any law in Canada 
or the United States: 


causing death by criminal negligence 

causing bodily harm by criminal negligence 

dangerous operation of motor vehicles 

failure to stop at the scene of an accident 

operation of motor vehicle when impaired or with more 
than 80 mg of alcohol in the blood 

refusal to comply with demand for breath sample 
causing bodily harm during operation of vehicle while 
impaired or over 80 mg of alcohol in the blood, or 

e operating a motor vehicle while disqualified from doing 
SO; 


e if you use or permit the automobile to be used in a race or 
speed test, or for illegal activity; 


e if you drive the automobile while not authorized by law; and 


e if another person, with your permission, drives or operates 
the automobile under any of these conditions. 


Te 8: Certain Thefts Not Covered 


We won’t pay under cither the Comprehensive or Specified Perils 
coverages for loss or damage caused when a person who lives in 
your houschold steals the automobile. 


We also won’t pay under these coverages for loss or damage 
caused when an employee of yours steals the automobile and the 
employee’s duties include driving, maintaining or repairing the 
automobile. This applics at any time, and not simply during 
working hours. 


The Deductible 


The amount we pay to cover any losses may be subject to a 
deductible. The deductible is the amount you agree to pay toward 
the cost of any single claim you make under this Section. The 
deductible, if any, is shown on the Certificate of Automobile 
Insurance. 


You will need to make a separate claim for cach incident that 
causes loss or damage. The deductible applies cach time you make 
a claim and separately to cach automobile that is insured. 


We will only pay for loss or damage that exceeds the amount of 
the deductible. If your claim is one to which Scction 6, Direct 
Compensation - Property Damage (DC-PD) Coverage also applics, 
the amount we will pay under this Section will not include the DC- 
PD deductible that applies to the claim. Your deductible under this 
Section will be the Collision deductible multiplicd by the 
percentage to which you or the driver of the automobile were at 
fault for the accident. 


Example #1 


You have Comprehensive Coverage, and your deductible is 
$300. Your car’s windshield is broken by a fallen tree. You 


are responsible for the first $300 of the cost of the windshield 
replacement. Any claim less than $300 will be your 
responsibility. 
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Example #2 
(you are fully responsible - with optional Loss or Damage 


Coverages) 


Your car has an actual cash value of $12,000. You are involved 
in an accident and are 100% responsible. Your car is a total loss. 


You receive nothing under your Direct Compensation - Property 


Damage Coverage. 


You have the optional Collision or Upset Coverage and your 
deductible is $500. Under the optional coverage, we will pay 
$11,500 ($12,000 less $500, the deductible), 


In sum: You receive $11,500. You are responsible for $500, the 
Collision deductible. 





Example #3 
(you are partly responsible - with optional Loss or Damage 
Coverages) 


Your car has an actual cash value of $12,000. You are involved in 
an accident and are 25% responsible. Your car is a total loss. 


Your Direct Compensation - Property Damage (DC-PD) 
deductible is $300. Under DC-PD, we will pay $8,775 ($9,000 -- 
being 75% of the value of your automobile -- less $225 -- being 
75% of the deductible). 


You have the optional Collision or Upset Coverage and your 
deductible is $500. Under the optional coverage, we will pay a 
further $2,875 ($3,000 -- being 25% of the value of your auto -- 
less $125 -- being 25% of the deductible). 


In sum: You reccive $11,650. You are responsible for the 
deductibles totalling $350. 





Example #4 
(you are partly responsible - with optional Loss or Damage 
Coverages) 


You are involved in an accident for which you are 25% 
responsible. Your car sustains $5,000 in damage. 


Your Direct Compensation - Property Damage (DC-PD) 
deductible is $300. Under DC-PD, we will pay $3,525 ($3,750 -- 
being 75% of $5,000 -- less $225 -- being 75% of the DC-PD 
deductible), 


You have the optional Collision or Upset Coverage and your 
deductible is $500. Under the optional coverage, we will pay a 
further $1,125 ($1,250 -- being 25% of $5,000 -- less $125 -- 
being 25% of the deductible). 


In sum: You receive $4,650. You are responsible for the 
deductibles totalling $350. 





If you are insured for loss or damage caused by fire or lightning, 
there is no deductible for these losses. 


Additional Benefits 

Whatever Loss or Damage Coverage you choose under this 
Section, your coverage will include the following additional 
benefits. 

7.4.1 Payment of Charges 

We will pay general average, salvage and fire department charges 


and any Canadian or U.S. customs duties for which you are Icgally 
responsible as a result of an insured peril. 


Example 


Your car is damaged in a fire. The fire department properly bills 
you for the cost of putting out the fire. A new transmission must 


be imported before the car can be repaired. We will pay the fire 
department’s bill, import duties on the replacement part and for 
the parts and repairs themselves. 





In this instance, salvage means any expense involved in recovering 
property to prevent loss from an insured peril. 


General average charges may arise when a described automobile is 
shipped by water. If it becomes necessary to dump a portion of the 
ship’s cargo overboard to save the ship, you may be legally 
responsible for a share of the resulting losses. We will cover that 
expense. 


7.4.2 Foregoing Our Right to Recover 


If someone else is using a described automobile with your 
permission when an insured loss occurs, we will pay for the 
resulting claim. We will also forego our right to recover the money 
from that person. 


However, we will keep the right to recover payment: 
e if the person has the automobile in connection with the 


business of selling, repairing, maintaining, storing, servicing 
or parking automobiles; or 


e if the person using the automobile violates any condition of 
this policy, or operates it in circumstances referred to in 
Wipe. 






Examples 


You allow a friend to use your car and she runs into a fire 
hydrant and damages the car. We will pay for repairs and 
will not sue her to recover the money. 


















You hand over your car to a parking attendant or garage 
employce. He scratches the side while parking it. We will 
pay for repairs and recover from the garage owners 
because they had your automobile in connection with their 
business. 





You allow a friend to use your car. Later, without your 
knowledge, he drives it while impaired by alcohol and hits 
a tree. We will pay for the repairs to the car, but we will 

recover from your friend. Driving while impaired is illegal 
and a violation of the terms of this policy. 


7.4.3 Temporary Substitute Automobile Covered 


If you or anyone else drives a temporary substitute automobile 
(described in Section 2), you may be responsible for any damage to 
it as a result of liability imposed by law or agreed to by you or the 
driver. In that case, we will pay for direct damage for which you or 
the driver are legally responsible, minus the deductible for that 
peril under this policy. 


However, if the owner of the substitute automobile has it insured 
for such losses, and the deductible on that policy is larger than the 
one on your own policy for such loss, the most we will pay will be 
the difference between the two deductibles. 


If there is a disagreement over who is responsible for the damage, 
we have the right just as we would under Section 3 - Liability 
Coverage, to settle the matter appropriately and we will cover the 
costs of any investigation, negotiation or lawsuit. 


Example #1 


You rent a car to replace your own, which is being repaired 
following an accident. While driving the rental car, you cause 


$800 worth of damage to it. The rental company has a collision 
policy with a $1,000 deductible. The Collision deductible in your 
policy is only $500. In settling the matter, we will pay $300 ($800 
less $500). 





Example #2 


You rent a car to replace your own, which is being repaired 
following an accident. While driving the rental car, you cause 


$2,800 worth of damage to it. The rental company has a collision 
policy with a $1,000 deductible. The Collision deductible in your 
policy is only $500. In settling the matter, we will pay $500, the 
difference between the deductibles. 





7.4.4 Loss of Use Due to Theft 


If a described automobile is stolen, and you are protected by the 
All Perils, Comprehensive, or Specified Perils options, we will pay 
reasonable expenses for the rental of a similar substitute 
automobile. 


If you choose not to rent an automobile, we will pay reasonable 
expenses incurred for taxis or public transportation. 


We won’t cover these costs until 72 hours after the theft has been 
reported to us or to the police. Even if your policy expires after the 
theft, coverage will continue until your automobile is repaired or 
replaced, or sooner if moncy is offered to settle the claim. 


The most we will pay in either case for such expenses is $900. 
Your and Other Insured Persons’ Responsibilities 


When making a claim under this Section, you and other insured 
persons must: 


e _ notify us in writing within seven days of the incident (or, if 
unable because of incapacity, as soon as possible after that), 
giving us the best information available at that time 
concerning the loss or damage and circumstances. 


e do as much as is reasonably possible to protect the 
automobile from further damage. We will pay for any 
reasonable protection provided. Further damage resulting 
from failure to provide reasonable protection will not be 
covered by this policy. 


e make no repairs beyond those needed for protection of the 
automobile, or remove evidence of the damage, without our 
written consent or until we have had time to inspect the 
automobile. 


e allow us to copy all documents in your or other insured 
persons’ possession that relate to the incident. 


¢ permit us to inspect the automobile at any reasonable time. 


¢ complete a statutory declaration within 90 days of the 
incident, if requested. The declaration will describe what 
happened in detail, the cause and amount of the loss, those 
affected and how, and state that the loss was truly accidental. 
We will also need to know if any other insurance is involved. 


¢ not Icave us to dispose of the automobile unless we agree to 
accept it. If we decide to replace the automobile or pay its

Our Right to Repair, Replace or Rebuild the Automobile 


We have the right to repair, replace or rebuild the automobile 
rather than pay for the damage. If we choose to do this, we will let 
you or other insured persons know in writing within seven days of 
receiving notice of the claim. We will complete the work within a 
reasonable time using parts of similar kind and quality. 


What We Will Pay 


We will not pay more for the automobile than its actual cash value 
at the time it was damaged or stolen, less the deductible shown in 
your Certificate of Automobile Insurance. 


The value of the loss or damage is also based on actual cash value 
after taking into account depreciation. We will not pay more to 
repair the automobile than its actual cash value at the time it was 
damaged or stolen, less the deductible. 


We will pay the lower of the following: 
e the cost to repair the loss or damage, less the deductible; or 


e the actual cash value of the automobile at the time it was 
damaged or stolen, less the deductible. 


Example 


When your automobile was new, three years ago, it cost $16,000. 
Today, its actual cash valuc is $10,000. You have the optional 
Comprehensive Coverage and your deductible is $500. If the 


automobile were totally destroyed in a fire or by lightning, the 
most we would pay under the optional coverage is $10,000. If the 
automobile were stolen, the most we would pay under the 
optional coverage is $9,500 ($10,000 - $500). 





We will not pay more than $1,500 for loss or damage to electronic 
accessories or equipment other than factory installed equipment. 
We will pay the actual cash value of the equipment up to $1,500 in 
total. 


“Electronic accessories and equipment” includes, but is not limited 
to, radios, tape players/decks, stereo players/decks, compact disc 
players, speakers, telephones, two-way radios including CB radios, 
ham radios and VHF radios, televisions, facsimile machines, 
clectronic navigation assistance, positioning and location finding 
devices, computers, and items of a similar nature. 


“Factory installed equipment” means clectronic accessories and 
equipment which was included in the original new purchase price 
of the automobile. 


Settling a Claim 


If you disagree with us over the value of the vehicle or equipment 
or the nature amount or costs of any repairs, the issue can be 
submitted for an appraisal under the /nsurance Act, if you and we 
agree on this process. You and we will cach appoint an appraiser, 
who will cither agree on the award or, if they disagree, will appoint 
an umpire to decide as between their respective positions. 
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Section 8 


Note: The Insurance Act (Ontario) requires that these conditions be 
printed as part of every automobile insurance policy in Ontario. For 
convenience, the conditions have been included in each Section of 
the policy where they apply. If there is a discrepancy between these 
conditions and the wording in the policy, these conditions prevail. 


Statutory Conditions 


In these statutory conditions, unless the context otherwise requires, the 
word, “insured” means a person insured by this contract, whether named 
or not. 


Material Change in Risk 


1. (1) The insured named in this contract shall promptly notify the 
insurer or its local agent in writing of any change in the risk 
matcrial to the contract and within the insured’s knowledge. 


(2) Without restricting the generality of the foregoing, the words, 
“change in the risk material to the contract” include: 


(a) any change in the insurable interest of the insured 
named in this contract in the automobile by sale, 
assignment or otherwise, except through change of title 
by succession, death or proceedings under the 
Bankruptcy and Insolvency Act (Canada); 


and, in respect of insurance against loss of or damage to 
the automobile, 


(b) any mortgage, lien or encumbrance affecting the 
automobile after the application for this contract; 


(c) any other insurance of the same interest, whether valid 
or not, covering loss or damage insured by this contract 
or any portion thereof. 


Incorrect Classification 


2. (1) Where the insured has been incorrectly classified under the 
risk classification system used by the insurer or under the risk 
classification system that the insurer is required by law to 
usc, the insurer shall make the necessary correction. 


Refund of Premium Overpayment 


(2) Where a correction is made under subcondition (1) of this 
condition, the insurer shall refund to the insured the amount 
of any premium overpayment together with interest thercon 
for the period that the incorrect classification was in effect at 
the bank rate at the end of the first day of the last month of 
the quarter preceding the quarter in which the incorrect 
classification was first made, rounded to the next highest 
whole number if the bank rate includes a fraction. 


Definition 
(3) In subcondition (2) of this condition, 
“bank rate” means the bank rate established by the Bank of 
Canada as the minimum rate at which the Bank of Canada 
makes short term advances to the banks listed in Schedule | 
to the Bank Act (Canada). 


Additional Premium 


(4) Where a correction is made under subcondition (1) of this 
condition within sixty days after this contract takes effect, the 


insurer may require the insured to pay any additional 
premium resulting from the correction, without interest. 


Monthly Payments 


3: Unless otherwise provided by the regulations under the 
Insurance Act, the insured may pay the premium, without 
penalty, in equal monthly payments totalling the amount of 
the premium. The insurer may charge interest not exceeding 
the rate set out in the regulations. 


Authority to Drive 


4. (1) The insured shall not drive or operate or permit any other 
person to drive or operate the automobile unless the insured 
or other person is authorized by law to drive or operate it. 


Prohibited Use 


(2) The insured shall not use or permit the use of the automobile 
in a race or speed test or for any illicit or prohibited trade or 
transportation. 


Requirements Where Loss or Damage to Persons or Property 
5. (1) The insured shall, 


(a) give to the insurer written notice, with all available 
particulars, of any accident involving loss or damage to 
persons or property and of any claim made on account 
of the incident; 


(b) verify by statutory declaration, if required by the 
insurer, that the claim arose out of the use or operation 
of the automobile and that the person operating or 
responsible for the operation of the automobile at the 
time of the accident is a person insured under this 
contract; and 


(c) forward immediately to the insurer every letter, 
document, advice or statement of claim received by the 
insured from or on behalf of the claimant. 


(2) The insured shall not, 


(a) voluntarily assume any liability or settle any claim 
except at the insured’s own cost; or 


(b) interfere in any negotiations for settlement or in any 
legal proceeding. 


(c) The insured shall, whenever requested by the insurer, 
aid in securing information and evidence and the 
attendance of any witness and shall co-operate with the 
insurer, except in a pecuniary way, in the defence of 
any action or proceeding or in the prosecution of any 
appeal. 


Requirements Where Loss or Damage to Automobile 


6. (1) Where loss of or damage to the automobile occurs, the 
insured shall, if the loss or damage is covered by this 
contract, 


(a) give notice thereof in writing to the insurer with the 
fullest information obtainable at the time; 


(b) at the expense of the insurer, and as far as reasonably 
possible, protect the automobile from further loss or 
damage; and 
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(c) deliver to the insurer within ninety days after the date of 
the loss or damage a statutory declaration stating, to the 
best of the insured’s knowledge and belicf, the place, 
time, cause and amount of the loss or damage, the 
interest of the insured and of all others therein, the 
encumbrances thereon, all other insurance, whether 
valid or not, covering the automobile and that the loss 
or damage did not occur directly or indirectly through 
any wilful act or neglect of the insured. 


Any further loss or damage accruing to the automobile 
directly or indirectly from a failure to protect it as required 
under subcondition (1) of this condition is not recoverable 
under this contract. 


No repairs, other than those that are immediately necessary 
for the protection of the automobile from further loss or 
damage, shall be undertaken and no physical evidence of the 
loss or damage shall be removed, 


(a) without the written consent of the insurer; or 
(b) until the insurer has had a reasonable time to make the 


examination for which provision is made in statutory 
condition 8. 


Examination of Insured 


(4) 


The insured shall submit to examination under oath, and shall 
produce for examination at such reasonable place and time as 
is designated by the insurer or its representative all 
documents in the insured’s possession or control that relate to 
the matters in question, and the insured shall permit extracts 
and copies thereof to be made. 


Insurer Liable for Cash Value of Automobile 


(5) 


The insurer shall not be liable for more than the actual cash 
value of the automobile at the time any loss or damage 
occurs, and the loss or damage shall be ascertained or 
estimated according to that actual cash value with proper 
deduction for depreciation, however caused, and shall not 
exceed the amount that it would cost to repair or replace the 
automobile, or any part thereof, with material of like kind 
and quality, but, if any part of the automobile is obsolete and 
out of stock, the liability of the insurer in respect thereof shall 
be limited to the value of that part at the time of loss or 
damage, not exceeding the maker’s latest list price. 


Repairing, rebuilding or replacing property damaged or lost 


(6) 


The insurer may repair, rebuild or replace the property that is 
damaged or lost, instead of making the payment referred to in 
statutory condition 9, if the insurer gives written notice of its 
intention to do so within seven days after receipt of the proof 
of loss. 


Time for repairs 


(6.1) The insurer shall carry out the repair, rebuilding or 


replacement referred to in subcondition (6), 


(a) within a reasonable period of time after giving the 
notice required under subcondition (6), if an appraisal 
referred to in subcondition (2.1) of statutory condition 9 
is not carried out in respect of the claim; or 


(b) within a reasonable period of time after the insurer 
receives the appraisers’ determination of the matters in 
disagreement, if an appraisal referred to in subcondition 
(2.1) of statutory condition 9 is carried out in respect of 
the claim. 


New or aftermarket parts 


(6.2) For the purposes of subcondition (6), the insurer may repair, 


rebuild or replace the property with new parts provided by 
the original equipment manufacturer or with non-original or 
rebuilt parts of like kind and quality to the property that was 
damaged or lost. 


No Abandonment; Salvage 


(7) 


There shall be no abandonment of the automobile to the 
insurer without the insurer’s consent. If the insurer exercises 
the option to replace the automobile or pays the actual cash 
value of the automobile, the salvage, if any, shall vest in the 
insurer. 


Time Limit 


7. The notice required by subcondition (1) of statutory condition 5 
and subcondition (1) of statutory condition 6 shall be given to the 
insurer within seven days of the incident but if the insured is 
unable because of incapacity to give the notice within seven days 
of the incident, the insured shall comply as soon as possible 
thereafter. 


Inspection of Automobile 


8. The insured shall permit the insurer at all reasonable times to 
inspect the automobile and its equipment. 


Time and manner of payment of insurance money 


oe CY) 


If the insurer has not chosen to repair, rebuild or replace the 
property that is damaged or lost, the insurer shall pay the 
insurance moncy for which it is liable under the contract, 


(a) within 60 days after the insurer receives the proof of 
loss, if no appraisal referred to in subcondition (2.1) is 
carried out in respect of the claim; or 


(b) within 15 days after the insurer receives the appraisers’ 
determination of the matters in disagreement, if an 
appraisal referred to in subcondition (2.1) is carried out 
in respect of the claim. 


Reasons for Refusal 


(2) 


If the insurer refuses to pay a claim, it shall promptly inform 
the insured in writing of the reasons the insurer claims it is 
not liable to pay. 


Resolution of disagreement by appraisal under s. 128 of the Act 


(2.1) Section 128 of the Act applies to this contract if, 


(a) the insurer has received a proof of loss from the insured 
in respect of property that is lost or damaged; 


(b) the insured and the insurer disagree on, 


(i) the nature and extent of repairs, rebuilding and 
replacements required or their adequacy, or 


(ii) the amount payable in respect of the loss or 
damage; and 


(c) cither the insured or the insurer requests in writing that 
an appraisal under section 128 of the Act be carried out 
and the other of them agrees. 
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When Action may be Brought 


(3) 


The insured shall not bring an action to recover the amount of 
a claim under this contract unless the requirements of 
statutory conditions 5 and 6 are complied with. 


Limitation of Actions 


(4) 


Every action or proceeding against the insurer under this 
contract in respect of loss or damage to the automobile or its 
contents shall be commenced within one year next after the 
happening of the loss and not afterwards, and in respect of 
loss or damage to persons or other property shall be 
commenced within two years next after the cause of action 
arose and not afterwards. 


Who May Give Notice and Proofs of Claim 


10. Notice of claim may be given and proofs of claim may be made by 


the agent of the insured in case of absence or inability of the 
insured to give the notice or make the proof, such absence or 
inability being satisfactorily accounted for or, in the like case 
or if the insured refuses to do so, by a person to whom any 
part of the insurance money is payable. 


Deductible amounts 


10.1 (1) 


Despite anything in this contract, 


(a) the insurer shall be liable only for amounts in excess of 
the applicable deductible amount, if any, mentioned in 
this contract; and 


(b) any provision in this contract relating to an obligation 
of the insurer to pay an amount or to repair, rebuild or 
replace property that is damaged or lost shall be 
satisfied by paying the amount determined by deducting 
any applicable deductible amount from, 


(i) the amount the insured would otherwise be 
entitled to recover, or 


(ii) the cost of repairing, rebuilding or replacing the 
property. 


Deemed deductible amount 


(2) For the purposes of subcondition (1), an amount that an 
insurer is not liable to pay by reason of subsection 261 (1) or 
(1.1) or 263 (5.1) or (5.2.1) of the Insurance Act shall be 
deemed to be a deductible amount under this contract. 
Termination 
10. (1) Subject to section 12 of the Compulsory Automobile 


Insurance Act and sections 237 and 238 of the Insurance Act, 
the insurer may, by registered mail or personal delivery, give 
to the insured a notice of termination of the contract. 


(1.1) If the insurer gives a notice of termination under 


subcondition (1) for a reason other than non-payment of the 
whole or any part of the premium due under the contract or 
of any charge under any agreement ancillary to the contract 
or if the insurer gives a notice of termination in accordance 
with subcondition (1.7), the notice of termination shall 
terminate the contract no carlicr than, 


(a) the 15th day after the insurer gives the notice, if the 
insurer gives the notice by registered mail; or 


(b) the fifth day after the insurer gives the notice, if the 
insurer gives the notice by personal delivery. 


(1.2) Subject to subcondition (1.7), if the insurer gives a notice of 


termination under subcondition (1) for the reason of non- 
payment of the whole or any part of the premium due under 
the contract or of any charge under any agreement ancillary 
to the contract, the notice of termination shall comply with 
subcondition (1.3) and shall specify a day for the termination 
of the contract that is no earlier than, 


(a) the 30th day after the insurer gives the notice, if the 
insurer gives the notice by registered mail; or 


(b) the 10th day after the insurer gives the notice, if the 
insurer gives the notice by personal delivery. 


(1.3) A notice of termination mentioned in subcondition (1.2) 


shall, 


(a) state the amount due under the contract as at the date of 
the notice; and 


(b) state that the contract will terminate at 12:01 a.m. of the 
day specified for termination unless the full amount 
mentioned in clause (a), together with an administration 
fee not exceeding the amount approved under Part XV 
of the Act, payable in cash or by money order or 
certified cheque payable to the order of the insurer or as 
the notice otherwise directs, is delivered to the address 
in Ontario that the notice specifies, not later than 12:00 
noon on the business day before the day specified for 
termination. 


(1.4) For the purposes of clause (a) of subcondition (1.3), if the 


insured and the insurer have previously agreed, in accordance 
with the regulations, that the insured is permitted to pay the 
premium under the contract in instalments, the amount duc 
under the contract as at the date of the notice shall not exceed 
the amount of the instalments due but unpaid as at the date of 
the notice. 


(1.5) If the full amount payable under clause (b) of subcondition 


(1.3) is not paid by the time and in the manner that the notice 
specifics, the contract shall be deemed to be terminated, 
without any further action being required on the part of the 
insurer, as of 12:01 a.m. of the day specified for termination. 


(1.6) If the full amount payable under clause (b) of subcondition 


(1.3) is paid by the time and in the manner that the notice 
specifics, the contract shall not terminate on the day specified 
for termination and the notice shall have no further force or 
effect. 


(1.7) If, on two previous occasions in respect of the contract, the

insurer has given a notice of termination mentioned in 
subcondition (1.2) and the full amount payable under clause 
(b) of subcondition (1.3) has been paid by the time and in the 
manner that the notice specifics and if a non-payment again 
occurs of the whole or any part of the premium due under the 
contract or of any charge under any agreement ancillary to 
the contract, the insurer may, by registered mail or personal 
delivery, give to the insured a notice of termination of the 
contract and subcondition (1.1) applies to the notice, instead 
of subcondition (1.2). 


This contract may be terminated by the insured at any time 
on request. 


Where this contract is terminated by the insurer, 
(a) the insurer shall refund the excess of premium actually 


paid by the insured over the proportionate premium for 
the expired time, but in no event shall the proportionate

For the purpose of clause (a) of subconditions (1.1) and (1.2), 
the day on which the insurer gives the notice by registered 
mail shall be deemed to be the day after the day of mailing. 


All references in this condition to times of day shall be 
interpreted to mean the time of day in the local time of the 
place of residence of the insured. 


Any written notice to the insurer may be delivered at, or sent by 
registered mail to, the chief agency or head office of the insurer in 
the Province. Written notice may be given to the insured named in 
this contract by letter personally delivered to the insured or by 
registered mail addressed to the insured at the insured’s latest post 
office address as notified to the insurer. In this condition, the 
expression, “registered” means registered in or outside Canada.

Certificat d’assurance-automobile 


Le Certificat d’assurance-automobile est un document qui 
résume vos garantics. Y figurent votre nom (ou celui de votre 
organisation), l’automobile ou les automobiles décrites, les 
garantics obtenues, les primes correspondantes ct la durée de la 
police. 


Assurés - Garanties 


Les assurés sont ccux et celles que protége l’assurance. Les 
garanties désignent les différents types d’assurance et leur limite 
respective. 


Perte ou dommages directs

Dans la police, le terme «personne transportée» désigne toute 
personne, conducteur(trice) compris(e), se trouvant dans une 
automobile, y montant ou en descendant. 


Relevé des dommages 


Le relevé des dommages constitue la déclaration officielle du 
sinistre donnant licu a la demande de réglement. Nous devons y 
trouver tous les renseignements dont nous avons besoin pour 
établir si la demande est raisonnable et déterminer la portée de 
notre responsabilité. 


Conjoint(e) 


Le terme «conjoint(e)» vise Pune ou l’autre de deux personnes qui, 
selon le cas :

5. A special Act requires the owner of the unit to be a member of a non-profit corporation without share capital that is 
established or continued by the special Act. One of the corporation’s objects is the maintenance and management of 
the resort land for which, pursuant to the special Act and the corporation’s by-laws, the corporation has responsibility. 
Under the special Act, the corporation has the power to pass by-laws controlling the use of that resort land. 


(3) The council of a municipality that passed a by-law opting to have the resort condominium property class apply may 
pass a by-law opting to have the class cease to apply; however, the by-law does not apply with respect to a taxation year 
unless the by-law is passed on or before the last day for passing a by-law opting to have the property class apply for that 
taxation year.

(3) The purpose of a peer assessment is to evaluate a member’s knowledge, skills or judgment to ensure his or her 
continuing competence and adherence to the standards of practice of the profession. 


14. (1) In appointing an assessor to conduct a peer assessment, the Committee shall, 
(a) appoint an assessor who is familiar with the methods used by the member who is to be assessed; and 


(b) if the member being assessed is certified in a specialty recognized by the College, appoint an assessor who is certified 
in the same specialty. 


(2) No member of the College who sat on a panel of the Discipline Committee that heard allegations against a member 
shall be appointed as an assessor in respect of that member. 


(3) No member who has demonstrated antagonism towards another member or towards a form of treatment offered by that 
member shall be appointed as an assessor in respect of the member. 


15. (1) The Registrar shall notify a member who is required to undergo a peer assessment of the name of the assessor. 


(2) The member who is required to undergo a peer assessment may make one request that another assessor be appointed 
by the Committee upon being notified under subsection (1) and before the assessor commences the assessment. 


(3) The Committee, on receiving a request under subsection (2), may replace the assessor with another assessor. 


16. (1) After having completed an assessment, the assessor shall give the Committee and the member who was assessed a 
written report of the assessment. 


(2) The member may submit to the Committee comments or responses that he or she wishes to have noted with respect to 
the assessment. 


(3) The Committee may decide, after considering the assessor’s report and the member’s comments, if any, 
(a) that no further action 1s necessary; 


(b) to give the member an opportunity to correct a deficient clinical ability identified by the Committee as a result of the 
peer assessment; or 


(c) to require the member to participate in a member remediation program and follow-up assessment under section 17. 


(4) If the Committee gives the member an opportunity to correct a deficient clinical ability under clause (3) (b), it may 
require the member to undergo a peer reassessment. 


(5S) A member shall not be required to undergo more than two peer reassessments under subsection (4). 


(6) Subsections (1), (2) and (3) apply with necessary modifications to a reassessment under subsection (4). 


INDIVIDUAL MEMBER REMEDIATION 


17. (1) The Committee may require a member to participate in a remediation program if, 
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(a) the member has been referred to the Committee from the Executive Committee or the Complaints Committee in 
relation to alleged behaviour or remarks of a sexual nature by the member towards a patient that are not of a clinical 
nature appropriate to the service provided and the member has underdone a psychological or other assessment relating 
to the alleged behaviour or remarks; or 


(b) the Committee is, after the member has undergone a peer assessment under section 16, of the opinion that the member 
has a deficient clinical ability that may be remediable. 


(2) The remediation program shall be an educational program designed specifically to reduce or eliminate the member’s 
deficient clinical ability or propensity to engage in behaviour or remarks of a sexual nature towards patients that are not of a 
clinical nature appropriate to the service provided. 


(3) In the case of a member who is required to participate in a remediation program under clause (1) (b), the Committee 
may, after a member has completed a remediation program under this section, require the member to undergo another peer 
assessment. 


(4) A member shall not be required to undergo more than two reassessments under subsection (3). 

(5) Subsections 16 (1), (2) and (3) apply with necessary modifications to a peer reassessment under subsection (3). 
X-RAY PEER REVIEW 

18. (1) Every member shall participate in the College’s x-ray peer review program. 


(2) The x-ray peer review program in an assessment and remediation program designed to reduce or eliminate the 
member’s deficient clinical ability with respect to taking or interpreting x-rays. 


(3) During an x-ray peer review, one or more assessors shall, 
(a) review another member’s reports written by the member in which he or she interprets x-rays; and 
(b) in the case of a member who takes his or her own x-rays, review x-rays taken by the member. 


(4) After having completed the x-ray peer review, the assessors who conducted the review shall submit a written report to 
the Committee and give the member a copy. 


(5) The member may submit to the Committee comments or responses that he or she wishes to have noted with respect to 
the review. 


(6) If, after having reviewed the report and the comments submitted by the member under subsection (5), if any, the 
Committee believes that the member is deficient in taking or interpreting x-rays, it may require that the member participate in 
a remediation program designed to correct the deficiency. 


(7) The Committee may, after a member has completed a remediation program under this section, require the member to 
undergo one additional x-ray peer review. 


(8) Subsections (1) to (6) apply with necessary modifications to an x-ray peer review under subsection (7).

GENERAL 


THE PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS COUNCIL 
Composition and appointment of Council 
1. (1) The Council shall be composed of, 


(a) nine members who are independent of a designated body and who are appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council; 


(b) four members who are appointed by the Institute of Chartered Accountants of Ontario, 
(c) two members who are appointed by the Certified General Accountants Association of Ontario; and 
(d) two members who are appointed by Society of Management Accountants of Ontario. 


(2) The members of the Council who are appointed under clauses (1) (b), (c) and (d) shall present evidence of their 
appointment to the Chair or the administrator of the Council before serving as a member. 


(3) The Lieutenant Governor in Council may change the composition of the Council at any time, including, 
(a) if a designated body ceases to exist; or 
(b) if one designated body merges with another designated body. 


Term of office 


2. (1) Each member shall be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council or designated body, as the case may be, to 
hold office for a term of up to three years from the date of his or her appointment. 


(2) A member may be reappointed for up to four additional terms. 

Chair and vice-Chair 
3. (1) The Chair and the vice-Chair shall hold office for two years from the date of their appointment. 
(2) The Chair and vice-Chair may be reappointed for an additional term. 


(3) The vice-Chair may be appointed Chair for up to two terms, in addition to any terms the person may have served as 
vice-Chair and to any time spent replacing the Chair during his or her term as vice-Chair. 


PUBLIC ACCOUNTING SERVICES 


Limitation on public accounting services 


4. (1) For the purposes of section 2 of the Act, the practice of public accounting does not include providing any of the 
services listed in that section, if they are provided without reward.
